King Erithreoes,ſonne of Per ſews and Andromiaa,in old times, {way ed

like people in view of vs, our Skiffs manned with fortic or fifrie Mul- 
quetiers thought to board her, iudging her of {mall defence,which o- 
pinion deceived them. For they gor fhery entertainment, the Mally- 
bars puſhing them and throwing fire-balls at vs, forcing vs to retrear. 
burar, grieued and vanquiſhed, abouc thirtic kurr and fcalded, this 
Skirmiſh was in ninereene degrees fortic minures of laritude,and ewen- 
tie nine of Jlongitnde , where the Sea changed colour, and ſounding 
they had ground at forty fathomes; abundance of Snakes ſwimming by 
our ſhips, gauc afſurance of the Coaſt of 724iz. 

Therwenty foure of Noxember,vnder ninerecne degrees thirtie fiue 
minures of latitude, and of loneirude, twentie nine degrees were del- 
cried neereto the Eaſt Tzd7es in that part cald Saint-Teh7s , a Towne 
ſubic&t rorhe Lyſitarian fifteene leagues from S17rat. Saint Toh is 
high land, ambirious in a tall riſing of land, cald the Peake, the land 
Towres along very high, fo farre as Guzndave, a Hill ſixe leagues South 
from Swalley Road. 


Here we tooke a Fiſher-man , who told vs of great Par?ueall forces 
neere the Road. We purpoſed a Combar andrtyding, vp with ſtreame- 
Anchors, each ſixe houres weighing and dropping. in few dayes wee 
came againſt Daraz,a beaurifullandpleaſant Towne, conſpicuous to 
paſſers by. Ar the North end isa Caſtle,ſtrong , and of white chalky 
ſtone, irs Ordnance planred high to play in Mounrs vpon the vantage. 
Oppoſite Southerly is a great Church edged atop with white, having 
houſes of like colour , neere her arerhree more Temples affording 
glory tothe hearr and eye. 

The twenty ninth of Noxember, wee deſcried thirteene faylein 
Swalley Road whom we reputed enemies,yer feared not, in concluſion

farisfaCtion vnto the people, who affeCted him. 

And with all peed Aſaph Chawn ( who now thought hee had done 


bis dury) fent a Poſt with quicke Expreſſes to Curroone with what had 


hapned. whom he found retired, in a ſmall Village ncere Daita, bor- 


 dcring the Decoys Kingdome and diſtant from Sxrrat,ſixe ſmall dayes 


Faucll. 
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So loone is Sultan Currrone, receiued theſe packets, ce intends a 
Pee edy proereſſc for rhe Crowhe. which he gaped tor , notwithiſtan- 
{ing all his Fathers Legacics : and firſt Imparrts his reſolutions to his 

-ompanion 1 Mahabet Charyn » Champion to Shaw Selpm, late Mogrl/,and 
9 lay ret , rhe beſt and moſt approued Souldier through 1277.7, 
OT nany YeArcs A heauy and mortal] Enemy ro C1174 007 , and Me 

ately re conciled vnro him, by grear per{waſions and encrea tic 5 of 4 - 

Lok Charr 2, WHO Wrought him. to be bis Protector, and with his Ar- 
my to ſatcgard him to the Kings Metropolis and Royal] feat Agray { 
Ciry fr{t builr by Wine-god Bacchus) with this aduantage. that in Au 
habet Chawns company(one much beloued and ſeard by the people)he 
might aduance ſecurely, and withour whom.he could neuer have pal- 
ied Amadavad, the way to Agray, nor had hopes to <nioy the title of 
an Emperour, Curroome was ſo generally h ed by rhe valgar. 

And rhat hee might leaue nothing vndone, which mighr yg Dc 
his reſolurions, (according to the order of rhe late Mogills) he char.- 
ged his name from Crroze to Shaw Teharn (or King Jobs) thinking by 
char i: ſome ſort ro appeaſe the peoples hatred : whom as he paſt, hee 
fow ill-willersto his happinefle, and entending to oppoſe him in a 
battle, being formerly a proclaimed Traitour and a Rebel], which he 
wiſely forc-ſaw and feared, hoping by policic more chan force to 
 winne them to him : ſo rhar he ſentthem word , hee camein friend- 
ſhip , and har rather then offend chem, would wot , though his 
journey was to ſubmit himſelfe to his Nephew . Jare made Mogul , 
from whom he doubred nor to recciue forgiucnetle. 

Bur when rhe people heard that Mahabet Charrz was in his compa- 
ny. and had an Army, their thoughts were changed, ſuch was the 
great and general] loue and feare they bore thar Champion ; whom 
as they knew to be victorious , and therefore durſt not much oppole 
him, and moſt ſegere in juſtice and rrach by which they thought Cx7- 
yoo Inheriror,and withour oppoſition,ſaffered himto march,through 
all the Country vnto Agra, elcuen hundred miles, from thar place 
where rhe meſſenger found him ar, and fine and twenty hundred,from 
Caſhmeer, where Tanghcer his father died. 

[In the meane time. Normal, when the ſaw her Husband the Great 
Mog#ll, was dead, and that by his laft W 11, had nominated Blockee for 
Emperour (9 ſecure which, he had made all the Vmbrawes to ſweare) 
ſhe was almoſt diltrafted. 

Fearing herdcuices to Crowne $S2r4are her Sornne (and yongeſt to 
Ianzh:er) would be prevented, bur afſuring her telfe, fearc nor withes 
without action could performe ir, ſhee aſſumes courage and with thoſe 
forces, ſhe then had (which ſhe ener kepr abour herfor her (afery)ſhe 
hoped ro effe& her long deſires. which was to ſeaze vpon Blockee, the 
new King, ard vpon her Brother Aſaph Charwne , whom ſhee relolucd 
to itrangle, knowing hee was cuer againit her Sonne Seriare, his Ne- 

phe, 
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phew, to make Emperour, Crroore, who had wedded his Daughrer : 
and the reaſon, why ſhe cucr had an Army abour her,cuen in her hu(- 
bands time; was this. | | 
Mahabet Charez, being a moſt valiant and 1uſt man, and one who all 
his Maſters life time (whom he knew to be a quiet and good King) he 
had done faithfull feruice ro, noting her abuſtue carriage and com- 
man1 ouer her aged Husband rhe Mog#l/, how ſhee heaped vpa maſſe . 
of rreaſure. and apparantly diſ-ouered her aymes to make her Sonne 
Seriare King. And that on the other fide Aſaph Charman did what hee 
could ro conferre thar dignity vpon Cxrroon, and borh of them Jabou- 
rinz ro difinherit Blockee, the true heire to the Crown,both by bloud, 
nomination and deſcent , for theſe cauſes Mahabet Chawn , cryes our 
| 'ypon them. and to the World diſcouers their combinations and deui-

But Mahebet Charn, was no baby, nor would he ſuffer ſuch indigni-

Then A/\aph Char, became fo intimate with Mahabet, that hee pre- 
aayled with him to goc into Decan,ro Sultan Crrroopeto condudt him 
to the Court. to beget his pardon from his Father , which hce accor- 
dingly did by his power and reſpe&, conueighed Cyrroozeto Agra,and 
ſer the Crowne vpon his head,as is and ſhall be betrer ſpoken of here- 
after. | | 
Queene Normal), cuerafter , by licence from her Husband, kept 3

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the great Mogull was dead (as T haue ſaid betore ) thee fought to 
ſeize the new Mogul! , and her Brother Aſaph, ro make them head- 
lefle, and then doubted nor to ſet the Imperial] Crowne vpon hex 
ſonne ($#/tap Seriares) head, his yeares veing twenty, and capabl. 
in her opinion rorule fo vaſt an Empire. 

Bur Aſaph Charn, not ignorant of her intents and malice ro him, 
ſo ſoone as Targher was dead, and Blockze proclaimed Mogrl/, hee 
forth-with raiſes an Army, and approaches hers, where hee pitched 
and ſends vnro her, to aſſure her of his loue and diligence to do he; 
ſeruice, excuſes what hee had done, being bound by oath , and that 
vpon betrer conſiderations, hee had forſaken Z/ochze., to COnioyne 
with her, not fearing any oppoſition, when borh their Armies were 


' _ vnited, and that having the young King in their power , ſhee might 


then commir herſelfe vnto ſecurity, and rule as formerly. 

The Queene, knowing who it was, that profered this, even her 
owne Brother, and then farre from his Sonuc in Law Cxrroope, be- 
licues him and admirs of him. Imaginingrhis occaſion , miniſtred 
ſecurity ro her defignes, and by which (whilcs the bleared him wirk 
ſhew of friendſhip) ſhee might more cafily kill him , and thenew

Bur Aſaph Chawnz knowing her ambitious qualities , when hce 
had well viewed her ſeuerall forces, and gor out of her, where her

| his Army and forſooke her, deſiring all the Nobles with their for-

When Normel/ perceined her brothers treachery. ſhe blamed her 
credulity, and ſorrowed.that ſhe had nor ſtrangled him : but hoping 
ro confound him, ſhee followed with a refolued Army toencounter 
him. | 

Bur Aſaph Char» , though this power was more then hers , and 
therefore feared her not .. yer hauing other things to execure, and 
to hazard the victory ar Sea, might.hinder his other deſignes, he paſ- 
ſed ſpeedily through the Mountaines, and to preuent her ſpeed to 
ouertake him , made great ſtones be caſt downe thither to ttop the 
paſſage, which is ſonarrow thar ſcarce rwo men can paſſe together ; 
this ſo hindred his ſiſters ſpeed.thar ere ſhe could cleere the paſſage. 
Aſſaph Chawn met with Sultan Seriare , who with eight thouſand 
men , was comming to 10yne with rhe Queene his mother, as ſhe 
had willed him. 

His Army was ſmall and quickly vanquiſht,, himſclfe impriſoned 
and ſent ſo backe varo Lahore, where ſoſoone as he arriued : Blocks:

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was againe proclaimed Moge# by his Protector Aſaph Charn , who 
thereupon ſent a Herald to Normal, ro come ſubmifſmely. vato the 
Court, andhe offered her fairhfully ro haue remiſhon , and that the 
Infant Mogu!{/ our of his clemency thould forget all former Quars- 
rels , and that ſhee ſhould not want all honour due-o fo great a 
Queene, with maintenance agrecable , tor the wife of fo great a.

Normal/ when ſhe had wiſely accounted her diftrefles and misfor- 
ranes. that her ſonne was-a Priſoner, her ovne life in danger, and 
no poſlible meanes left ro make Serzare King : came and fſibmirred 
'© Bloc kze, who gaue her aſſurance of life and liberty, with rhe con- 
:inuance of her former Guard or Army. And during Z/orkz:s raigne 
ihe lived happily and with content. But when Cxrroze came to be 
Emperour. he rooke her Army from her.ranſackt her treaſures. flue 
her friends, and confined her to a priuate Caſtle for her life, where 
now the linesin no ſmall miſery, 

_ But eo continue our Hiſtory , when Aſaph Chaws law all the 
Princes of the bloud rhen in his power, in Lahorego wit,the MoguZ, 
Sultan Blockie, Sultan Seriare his Vacle ., two ſonnes of Sultan Pe- 
rues, elder brother to Sultan Cyrrowne (and poyloned by Azapis 
C/:wr. the yeare before at Braypore) two ſonnes. of the old Kings 
elder brother Morad, or Amurath , who becauſe they ſhould vr- 
terly be incapable of the Crowne and Kingdome , cauſed them to 
be baptized into the Faith of Chriſt (againſt their wils conferring a 
greater glory on theſe two deſpiſed Princes then the Monarchie & 
beliefe of all Mahometary Dominions could doe) by ſome Portirgall 
Icfuires. For the Alcorar (their Law booke) forbids x Chriſtian to 
weare 2 Crowne, where Mzhomet is worſhipped. Thelc tore-named 
Princes who were Chriſtened , were by all the 1n4ians, knowne to 
be of the bloud Royall, and from them therefore recciued cſteeme 
and good reipe&t , bur by all the Court, were flighred.deſpiſed and 
cald Chriftians , which ritle and other indignirics (fo reputed of by 
them)chey obediently ſuffered,cxpeCting one day ſome deliucrance, 
which now was given them by A/ſeph the Duke, who ſcent them to 
Labore,andthere deſtroyed them.

Which {o ſoone as Cxrrown's Farther in Law Duke Azaph was 
certaine of, baniſhingall pirtic and loyaltie from his heart, flcſhr in 
fOrmer.murthers , by his trayterous killing and poyſoning Sultar 
Blockies Father (Carrormmns elder Brother) and the Mogul himfelte 
{ngheer with ſome others, he giues oxder to the {ame Raſcall Reis 


6934.1 tOcome to Lahore , to perpertrare like villany on the other 
Prin- 
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Princes,vho according to his commiſton,and Carrorwas liking came 
thither and found them in an Evening , bathing themiclues in a {c- 
cure Hummus : whereinto Azaph Charwn (who only had the keycs 
for entrance) admitted him, who ſtraight way cur all their throars. 


and carried their he2ds as a Trophie and ſure teſtimonie of his villa- 


ny. vnato Agra, where Crrroms expected them. 

This cruell AQ, was threarned, to be renenged by many Nobles, 
all impuring it ro Azaph Chara , who {ware his innocency, and that 
he had no hand, in the bloud of theſe ſlaughtered Princes. 

The Nobles, when they ſaw no remedie , none elle that had title 
tothe Crown,being aliue : they vnanimouſly trauelled ro Agz4,and 


ſubmitted ro C-rroor. Who (for his greater ſafety) forgaue them - 


and embracedthem , but awhile after, his old humour ſhewed ir 
(elfe , for by degrees, vpon [mall occaſion he beheaded and ftrang- 
led moſt of them. to the rerrour of the reſt, and to ſettle himſelte 
in amore quiet tyranny : aftcr the murther of Father , three Bro- 
thers. three Nephewes, and rwo Cozen Germans. 

Since which,his Queene (Aſaph Chawns Daughter) died, and hee 
hath taken his owne Daughcer to be his wife. Theſe crying finnes, 
hauc apparantly drawne downe Gods heauy iudgements vpon thoſe 
Countries : by thoſe immediate and lare plagues of Peſtilence and 
Famine , never heard of the like in thoſt parts before, the Sword 
will doubtlefſe follow in Gods appointedtime. For hee will haue 
oJory by puniſhing thoſe from whom he cannot haue his glory. And 
Curroon (or Shaw Tehan) is nor yet ſenſible of thoſe caſtigations. 

Ar our being their C7700 came within rwo dayes tourney to vs, 
and in way of congratulation, the Erg/ih Merchants ſhips beſtowed 
on him two hundred great ſhor.

The two Elements of Fire and Water , are of dinine cſteeme 4- 
moneglt them, and grieue to {ce thoſe creatures abuſed in necdleſſe, 
or profane vies.So that ar rheir Funerals their bodies are incorpor: 1- 
red with thoſe ſacred flames, which burns to aſhes,rhoſe corps which 
duly worthipt this conſuming Deitie. They belicuc no Reſurreftion 
oftheir bodies,rherfore gjue the foureElements their peculiar dues. 

Some of this Sectadore the Trees, and adorne them w ich Strea- 
mers of fitke Ribands and the like. 

Their Prieſts are of venerable accoant their, and in ſome places 
hue the firſt nights embraces with the Bride , repuring their Ifſuc 
holier and more fortunate. 

They come each morning through the ſtreets, and beſtow a 
Charme vpon them , beaurifying their faces with Rreakes of red. 
blue and yellow paint, on which they afixe Rice ., which is the {i Ig- 

nall of rheir Bapriſme. 

The women are of a little better colour, ſome haue Jouely coun- 

:cnances, they weare long haire and looſe, and yer coucred with 3 


ne thinne vaile of Callico Lawne. T1 heir cares hung with fiuc,ſix, 


or eight Rings, ſome ſoegreat and ponderous, that their cares are ex- 
tended and dilacerated very much. They alſo hang rheir noſes wick 
ings and Tewels of Gold inammeld and (cr with ſtones of worth 
and luſtie, the ſhapes of which you may ſce elſewhere depicted. 
They worſhip che Deuill, in ſundry ſhapes and repreſentations, 
L have ſeene {ome of their Pugothes or Idols.in wood. reſ cmbling 
i man, painred with ſundry colours, his legs ſradling,very wide, vn- 
dex 
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der him'two Lampes, not alwayes burning. In other Faves they haue 
three or fue great Pagods, ro which they pray, though they be mi- 
ſhapen and horrible. 

They adore the fre al{o,and concejue divine thoughts of Kine and 
Heiters. 

Their mariages are ſometimes ſecret, otherrimes performed with; 
much ſuperſtirion. T hey hare Poligamy, bur ſo extreamely honour 
Wedlocke, that they {eldome are vnmarried at feuen yeares of age. 
The men goe in triumph abour the ſtreers one day, and the Bride 
next, andifir chance, a childe die, ere hebe married, rhe parents of 
him that died, procure ſome Damſell (to whom for a Dowrie, they 
giue ſome Dynaes of Gold ro betroth him) to lie one nighe with 
che deceaſed. 

Their Funerals are theſe, they bring the dead corps neere to thei: 
Churches, where they ſacrifice him to aſhes, in coltly perfumes, in 
Aromarique Gummes and Spices. Sometimes the woman throwes 
herſelte into the fire, and burnes together with her husbands car- 
calle deriuing to themſelues much reputation and glory amongſt rhe 
ſuruiuers. Butat Surat, Brampore, Amadavad, Lohore, Agray or Ca- 
bull, where the Moores predominate , they are nor ſuffered, though 
in other parts of 72472, towards Benealz and the Coaſt of Chormar« 
del}, they continue that louing cuſtome deuoutly to this day, as 
ſhall be ſpoken of in my deſcription of thoſe-parts following.

They put the dead body into a winding ſheer.all the way his kindred 
bear themſelues ill they come within fiftie or an hundred paces 
neere the monument or buriall place, their the Herbsods or Prieſts, 
oppoſe them, attired in yellow Skarffes and Tutbants,who rake the 
dead body(leaving them their,where they ſtand, till the aftion be en- 
dedthe Naceſſelars,Prieſts carry it toa little ſhed, or furnace, and ex- 
erciſe hidden raptures by fire,vnto the fire. Which done, they place 
the corps, a top of around ſtone building twelue foot high & eightie 
abour, the entrance only ro the Northeaſt fide., where is a ſmall 
grate, through which they conucighrhe body, into that monument: 
which is flat abone, wholy open, and plaiſtered with ſmoorh white 
loame, in the mid{t is a hole, difcending ro the bottome, which re- 
cejuesthar purrefaGtion and vncleannefle, iſſuing from the melting 
bodics, which are laid there naked, and in a twofold roundnefle, ex- 
poſed ro the Sunnes fiery rage, and deuouring apperites of Vultures 
and Cormorants, who vſually prey their :tearing their fleſh.and dif- 
ordering it. {o rhar the vglineſſe and fearefall ſtench of the vnburied 
bodies(inſome Dormitories three hundreds ſo violent, that(vnleſſe 
the raricie of wonders vrge a Trauellour to view them) rhey are 
better to be ſpoken of, then ſcene; And note thar after the corps are

A like people now liuc among the Perſcars, called Gowers , who 
vere of the old inhabitans. They yertprayrothe fire, and are much 
ibaſed by the Moores. 

The vtmoft point South of this In4za# tract is cald Cape Comr; or 
Comrein from the FquinoQiall eighr degrees rothe North. T hatvr- 
mok point isin Melab2r.,a Kingdomeruled by the Savoreyn or King. 
On the otherſide the point, is the Kingdome of Narſmmga.Negapatan, 
and Meſutipstan. In which Countries are found Wonders and hea- 
*hen Entertainments. 

So ſoone asa ftranger arriues, of what Countrey ſocuer,hee ſhal! 
preſently haue his choice of many Virgins, and choofing one he fan- 
cies, for aſmall price; ſhe guides him to a lodging, and performeshis 
domeſtique affaires whar ever, ar bed and board, a!l the time of his 
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abode their diſcharging her duty and priuacie very punctually : 22 

he during that ſeaſon muſt beware of familiarity with other wome”: 
which ifhe fubie& himſelfe ro, the aymes ropoyſon him. 

Ar his departure, he payes her wages to her parents, ſhe returnes 
home, with credit and oftentation. 

Here alfo, when any. Noble or Inferionrperſon enters wediocke, 
he rakes it fora courteſie,that any ſtranger will accept the firſt nights 
ceremonie with his Bride. 

Some(but moſt are Peguars) wearc bels of gold fixt to their Ge- 
nitors, within the bell isan Adders tongue dried, which founds har- 
monioully. | 

The women goe moſt part naked; except aclorch which ſhould 
coner thoſe parts, made to be priuate. | 

In ſome of theſe Cities, the Paynym parents , ſow vp almoſt the 
wombe of cheir female children, which is only then difleted, wher: 
ſheis married, 

Their vileſt ceremony is this, That ar the marriage of a Virgir 
the Bridegroome, ro honour the Deuilliſh Ido!l , brings her afor: 
the Pagode,or Idoll ; who commonly is of atall ſtature, and ſhaped 
vgly, in his priuy parts he has a bodkin of gold or ſilver. an intended 
Jaſtrament, to violate her chaſtitie. Which, they ſuppoſe obrained, 
by the Pagorha, ſuch time, as ſhe isforcably put varo his Engine, the

| 4 cald Carbaya, ſubiettar ſometimes ro that potent Monarch 
the Mogoll, and inthe Kingdome of Gorgurat © it is watered 
by part of rriumphing izdxs, and giues Amadavad(by ſome wrong- 
fully cald Ardavet) ſupremacie ore all her Cities. The limit of rhis_ 
Kingdome is from Sarge to Dylcinda,(aname invented by Maffews) 
North, on the Eaſt ithas Mazdao, onthe Weſt Gedrofia, the Sonrh 
is terminated bythe Sea. It is a Kingdome of as great wealth as ex- 
tent,of as great fame as wealth, and of as ſundry delights and rariries 
as fame. The Inhabirants of Cambaza, are a mixture of Mehomet ans, 
Moores, Perſians, Bannyans and from Arabia.

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Their Eares haue twelue or fourteene filuer rings, their armes 1o- 
den with ſhackles of Brafſe and Iuory. Vpon their fngers they haue 
many faluer rings, and on the thumbe commonly one with a Glafſe 
tolooke in, and no wonder. their beauties are fo delicate and char- 
ming, and fach aspreuaile in my iudgement, towards chaſtitie,more 
then Oxids Remedyof Loue. 

. They are the moſt vgly and impudent Whoores, in all Perſe, and 
infe& that corporation with their Heathenifme and numbers. 

The vehemenr hear ſomething excuſes them , and in Summer to 
coole their bodies and affefons, they fleepein Troughs and Tancks 
of water, which kind of bedding was vfed very much when 07976 
had any glory.

Ar his 
zoing vp to the Towne, the Sultan, the Shaw-bander ( or King ot 
the Port) and marry Conzet-baſhaes (or Horſemen of the bcft ranke) 
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mer him, and very ciuilly conueighed him to the Town. The Caſtle 
of Gombroon gaue him ten great ſhor. 

Allthe way from the water-ſide tothe $»/tazs houſe , (wee rod: 
rwixt two rankes of Perſiaz Archers and Muſqueriers) where our 
Ambaſſadour, the Gentlemen his followers and Sea-captaines were 
welcommed to a very neat and curious Banquet and muſique from 
the ſhips. Thence we rode to the Engliſh Agents houſe, where wee 
receiued aſecond entertainment.

Next night we trauelled {ixe leagues further, and two dayes after 
inro Larr, into which old City , the Cawfee (or Tudge) and Calentar 
or Goucrnour, with many other men of nore gallantly mounted, 
with great courteſie brought vs thither z neere the Citie a Perſian, 
our of a Poerique fury thundred vs a ſpeech of welcome,and there 
1non the Kettle-drums and other their Tingling Inſtruments ſtroue 
to deafe vs. Aﬀeer this a Veaws (like in honeſtie, thou gh not in beau- 
-i2) arrired in an anticke faſhion, preſents her ſelfe, accompanied 
with more Syluanes, where they danced Lauoltoes,their armes and 
lc os were adorned with Bels,which with the other muſique,made a 
conſort. During this Azticke, Bacchus (a great Dictie among thoſe 
pcople) crept in amongſt them : ſo that the. iangling of their diſcor- 
ding pipes : the Whoores bels, roaring of the Mules and Aﬀes, with 
the ſhooting and clamour of rwo thouſand people all the way be- 
fore vs till wee entred Lerr, fo amared vs, that had 7ulrar and his 
Cyclopes beene working there, there noife had beene prevented. Af- 
ter we were lodged, they without more ccremony (tired, I luppoſe, 
with the former) left vs. 
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A Deſcription of Larr. 


Arr is a Citie vnder the Latitude cf rwenty ſeauen degrees 
and forty minures North,tis vader the Iurifdiftion Royall of 
Emang Allythe Chawn or great Duke of Shyras,from whence 
tis diſtant fourteene eafte dayes iourneys , and from late paſled 
Gombroor, (euen dayes, orfixfcore Exzljfh miles or thereabouts : all 
the Countrey for foure hundred miles together, isdefart , ſterile 
Fad full of looſe ſand and dangerous, it alſo ſhewes huge high Hils, 
on euery fide, trauell which way you will: without grafſe, river 
herbes, or what elſe, a Pilgrim., in thoſe inhoſpitable Deſarts mighr 
deſire (a few Date-trees excepted , which ſtand rather as markesto 
palle by, than other ſeruice) and did not the Tarcks (their watery 
Ma24zens) affiſt rhem, neither were the people able ro abide there.

The Cirie of Lazy, is the principall place for Tuſtice and Com- 
merce within that fandy Kingdome(cald by ſome by the ſame name, 


though in my mdgement in Syſrana) Shuſhar being not many daycs 


trauell diſtant rhence, 

_ The Citie is vexy ancient , and thirty yeares azoe had five 

-houland houſes inher. of which three thouſand were turned topſie 
| rorus 
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turay by an Earth-quake , rwo rhouſand at this day is her number. 

Tis now famous for nothing bur a Caſtle and Buzzar, which is 
large, ſtrong and beautifull » tis1n a ſort Quadrangular, though of 
vnequall Angles. The extent from North ro South is an hundred 
and teuentie paces Geomerricall , and from Eaft ro Weſt , an himn- 
dred and ninerte. | 

The Caſtle is built atthe North end vpon a high aſpiring Moun- 
raine, well ſtored with Ordnance brought from 0275 - the order 
and (cituation of this Fort and Fabricke, equalizing if nor precedin; 
any other in Perſia. 

- Inthis poore City is a Meſquite or Temple , framed in ſom: 
part with Moſaigue worke and round in Figure : at the entrance 
hangs a Mirrovr or Looking-glaſſe , wherein Mahometans behold 
their deformities, this Church lodges the great Long-named-long- - 
buried Prophet Empr-Ally-Sadaey a meer , whoſe ſleepe (they ſay) 
has beene fiſteene hundred yeares long inthar Sepulchre. They cx- - 
pedt- his ReſurreGtion ſhortly ro waite on Mahozret (of whom hee 
propheſied fiue hundred yeares before his knaueries.) Andris ſure 
great Pluto loves them ſo dearely, that hee will norpart with them 
becauſe he expeCts theſe Muſſlmen there allo. 

This T owne affords Dates, Orenges and Aquauira, or Arack, rhe 
riuer water I may call Agua-zortss. The baſeneſic of it ſuch, thar ſc a 
little came in my belly, as was poſſible,becauſe it corruprs the body. 
hurts the eyes , and breeds long Wormes like a Lute-{tring in thei! 
legges thar Jouc ir, theſe Wormes they vnwinde with a Pinne and 
come our daintily : ſometimes they breake, and then danger ro that 
legge enſueth it, 

The people are blacke and needy , many milerable -7erres inhabic 
there and have their Synagogues,but their only receptacle is North- 
welt from Leary ſixtie miles . at Taaroore, in which Cirtie are 2a 
thouſand Families all 7-es , tranſported thither in the Babyloniſf 
captiuitie,& this they named in memory of their old Kyriath Iarim. 

Abour thirty yeares fince, the Duke of Shyras (commanded by 
the King) ſubdued this Kingdome , ruined one Caſtle and built ano- 
ther, ſlue many of the Citizens , ranfackt the Towne and ſent home 
to Shyras ſo much Treaſure as burthened ſeuen tiundred Cammels: 
much, in reipect of rhe great famine and pouerric of this Kingdome. 
but molt part raifed, I belceue , out of thoſe great and many Carrs 
uans,from Fabylon, Tauris, Cazbecr and Spamharrn, traffiquing to thi 
Portngall, while 0rmus had Trade and Riches. 

The poore Kine, rhough his life was granted him , when hee was 
dreaming of other marters, an vnexpeded Semiter, (to cnd his ftra- 
tagems) cur off his head, and by death of all his Progeny cſtabliſh 
the Soueraipnty vnto the Perſrar. | 

Some Maps place Tay by 2 great River, wherein rhey are miſta 
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ken ſo exceedingly. that within a hundred miles is not any Riuer or 
Riuolct. | 

After nine daycs abode in Lars , wee continued our 10urney to 
Shyras, moſt of vs mounted vpon good Mules,who though ſlow.are 
{ure of foor. and Emblemes of Sobricrie. 

Our firſt night we pitcht our Tents nor far from Lar7, and could 
not trauell next day, by reaſon of an immoderate ſhowre. that made 
che earth very ſlippery, whereby the Came]s could nor foor it. 

The raine as ir ſeldome fals here (not a ſhowre ſometimes in hue 
yeares) whenir fals, brings incredible ioy and profit to this people, 
and Sun-burne Conntries, and with which happincſle. it often brings 
with it miſchiefe and ſorrow, for we were told here, that {1x yeares 
ſince, ſach a violent ſtorme of raine vnburthened it ſelfe neere rhis 
place, and cauſed ſuch a ſudden Deluge and Catraratt , that a Carra- 
an of two thouſand Camels periſhr, and were caft away by it. 

Next night we ſlept in Techos, or Dea-chow , (which ſignifes the 
Towne vnder a Hill ) where the Calerter of Larr , Cogee-Obdruza 
rooke farewell of vs. | 

Ar this Techow, are many pretty Tombes , not any buried without 
memorials, a mile from this Towne we ſee threeſcore blacke Pau1l- 
1005, wherein wefound nothing, but what gaue mirth and beaurie. 

Thelſeare a people, who live wholy in Tents, and obſerue rhc 


cuſtomes of the Tart2rs, they haue no certaine habitarion,they de- 


!ighr in motion , they graze and feed here andrhere, with all thcir 
lubſtance. 

The Perſrans ſtile them Yloches, or Shepheards, theſe Nozragesare 
well deſcribed by the Poer. | 


Nulia domms, plauſtris habitant, migrare per Arua, 
Mos, atqae Errantes circumuetare Perates. 


They have no conſtant dwellings, bur delight 
 Towander with their Houſe-gods, day and night. 


Next day we roade by a huge wall,cut by incredible labour out of 
the ſolide Rocke. as aſecure defence againſt the inuading Perſiar,the 
Kingdome of Layry their terminating. | 

Thence we came to Berry, a ſmall Towne, and Schoole tor the 
Arebique T ongve, this has a Moſquit, or Church, promifing much a- 
farre off. bur deceiues the expeftation neerer hand, howbeittis much 
honored by the people, for being an cuerlaſting Dormitorie as they 
belieue , to their Learned Pleudo-propher Emanm-zaddey-a-meer- 
19144Jeg-Ally, a mari of grear length in name, power, and eight hun- 
ared yeares antiquirie : his Tombe is foure foor thigh , and eight in 
[engrh, covered with a whire linnen cloth, the ſides painted __ (ct 

_ forth 
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forth, with Poeſtes of Arabique, neere him are fixt two Spearcs and 
Enſignes curiouſly wrought, and vpon the Cofhn lie aſcrt of grear 
Beades, with which he vied ro worke miracles, a top of the Chap- 
pell hangsa Globe to expreſle his power and greatnefſe, iithe wal! 
arc round Glaſſes ({fuch as are in Doue-houles) in which theſe peo- 
ple ſee repreſentations of their ſinnes. And (which is not leaſt eſtee- 
med) I perceined a ſtone pendent neere the wall which they pre- 
ſcrue for a valuable Relique, they ſay , the Propher vſcd to lay rhis 
ſtone on the ſhoulders of the erronious, rhe miraculous waight and 
yertue of which was ſuch, as reduced him intoa right parh. A little 
re comes next to our deſcription, ir has an vnguent of great vertiic 
and Antiquirie in ir, which it ſeemes cannothe ſpent, and is of S0- —« 
ueraigne force for weake eyes : rocrowne all, his Booke, yet no 4/- pooh ven Fo 
z#rcan, of deuotion is laid vpon him asroo worthy the vſe of finners. their Booke o 
The Church vader foot is neatly matted , andas the Church has ſy- Revgen. 
perſtition, ſothe Prieſts have Ceremony,none can enter with boorz 
or ſhooes on, becaule the place, they ſay, is holy. 
Hence we trauelled to Banmnarow, at which Towne the Goner- 
nour mer vs with muſique and welcome ; three Drummes and fixe 
Muskets. .The ruines of an ancient Caſtle , Jarely demoliſhr by 
the Perſrans, ſhewes its ribs vpon the top of a ſtupendious mounr, 
the view of one {ide inclining to the Towne , rhe othet to the De- 
ſerrts. Our next nights Marzeit was at Goyoarm, a Towne at leaſt of a 
thouſand Houſes, aftcr our repoling there, a Perſian Hocws-pocts, 4 jure. 
affronted vs, he pertormed rare trickes with hands and feet, hee rrod _ 
vpon two very ſharpe Perſian Semiters with his bare feet, then laid 
his naked backe vpon them ,; and ſuffered a heauy Anuil] to be Jaid 
on his belly, on which two men beat ewo Horſe-ſhooes forceably : 
that tricke done, he thruſt Kniues and Arrowes thorow many parts 
of his armes and thighes, and by meere ſtrength of his head, rooke 
vpa ſtone of ſixe hundred pound waight , which was faſtned to the 
ring with his haire. and in like fort tore aſunder a Goats heads with 
his fore-locke, ſtill crying Alough whoddbw , or grex Godrohelpe 
him,we gaue him perticularrequitals,and fo left him and the rowne. 
where lies cnrombed the Prophet Meleck: Mahnmet , one very fa- 
mous for fomenring the preceprs of his maſter Mahxme? , when op- 
poſed by the Sarazers. 
Thence our Trauaile was through the Wildernefſe , riding te 
long and careleſly rhar ſome of vs loſt our company , ftraying ir 
that comtortleſſe Deſart, but next day wee found out the Carauan. 
Ar this rime ſuch raine, thunder and lightning fell vpon vs, that wee 
were impriſoned in our Tents. Yet on we went nexr day,and lodged 
at night in #hor1200t (or Towne of Dares) by the way was aTombe 


of the barmelefſe Shepheards , hung with rhreeds rriparrite ,. cacti 
ehrced 
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threed beaurified with parti-couloured wooll , and at each end was 
#laceda Pupper or Pagod to proret it. 

The two and twentieth day we diſlodged a wilde Bore , bur nei- 
ther ſhot nor Dogges preuailed againſt him. Thar night wee ſlept in 
Catbobhow, and next in Mohoxck,, in which is a Monument of foure 
famous Prophets, Hodgee, Mahemret, Izmact and Aly, buried foure 
hundred yeares agoe. 

Thence to Caughton , next nightto YVages , next to Moyechaw, 

thence ro Pally Potſhaugh, ſo to Syras © the deſcription of which it is 
nov. and was, I haue here deciphered. 
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Perſepols. 


JY Q #7/epolt (our of whoſe ruinesis come $3745) was built by Sofa- 
P rinws,as ſome {uppole , who lined in the Median Dynaſty, be 
wasthe third Emperour from Arbaces , who gaue end to Sar- 
znapalia,and the Aſſyrian Monarchie , which had continued from 
Felus, Father of Nias 1480. yeares , in ſuccelhon of one and for- 
ty Monarchs, howbeitthe was moſt beautified by Carmbyſes, ſonne to 
Cyrus, and ſecond King of the ſecond Monarchie, which Cyrus obrai- 
ned by ouerthrow of Aſtzages, who had kept the Soueraigntie to the 
Medes, from Arbaces, in nine Kings, ro two hundred nincetie ſeuen 
YEeares. 
'This Citric continued mightieſt in Aſa from Carmbyſes, to Darius 
Codemanus lonne to Arſarmss in the line of thirreene Monarchs rwo 
hundred and thirtie yeares, at which time the valiant Greeke Alexan- 
der, by conquelt of all Af, more cafily gaue a Period ro this glori- 
ous Cirie, by one blaze, at the whooriſh councell of Athenian Thais, 
{o that, through his riot and her villany, this Imperiall Cirie felt the 
flames of Warre, which Alexander afterwards deplored with teares, 
bur helpleſle. 

I cannot belecue Quzntys Curtius his report of Cedar trees, of 
which he would haue this Citie builded, the Countreyno where 
producingany, i he meant Cypreſles, tis credible, albeit they had 
whole mountaines of excellent blacke Marble ioyningto them, and 
out of which the Imperiall Palace was extracted and cutour , as to 


this day appeares 1n that ruitious monument,

Gold a hundredand twenty thouſand Talents, his Souldiers having 
polled what they pleaſed.

Pearles and precious Rubies , his Beds pillow ( faith che Au- 


thour) was bolſtred with five thouſand Talents of Gold , his Bed 
feet with three thouſand both Gold and Vine was gizcn Darins,by 
the Bjthinian Pythins . » Many rare things more arc reported of this 
lonely Paradice. Bur how time has demoliſhr hex glory, as moſt of 
all the Wonders of the World. how ſhe lies now ſubjected giue mc 
leaue a little ro reſt vpon her pleaſant bankes of ZByy: lamir and | 
ſhall truly fet downe what ts now left of her:

He grear Palace 0 Per ſepotis, 1s by the inhabitants (who lit- 
tle reſpect Anriquitic ) cald Chit-mazor, (or forty Lowres) 
by whic h. it fcemes thc y haue (cene {0 many intheir Prede- 
ceſlors, though now there he but nineteene ſtanding , and one be- 
low, rothe E: faſt, howbeir the ruines and ground of foureſcore more 
xre yer viſible, this great roome was the Hall, and cut out of th 
blacke ſhining Marble , wherein were placed a hundred w hire mar .

Neere which is another pare of rhe gare, whercia is cngr 1- 
uen a Pegaſys : an inuention of the Sculptor, to exprefſe his worke 
manſhip , rheie arethe portals to that Ape//o, ſupported by a hun- 
dred white marble Pillars, atop of which now inhabit the pious 
Storkes : the faſhion of this roome exceeds all the other in circuir. 
and brauery. | 

Adioyning 1s another foure-{quare roome , whole blacke marble 
wals are yet abiding. Tis I ſay foure ſquare, each ſquare ninerie pa- 
ces, all foure amounting to three hundred and fixrie , it has eight 
doores, foure of which are fixe paces broad.the other foure of halfe 
that breath, cuery doore has ſeuen engrauen marble ſtones fixt one 
vpon another,ecach ſtone in lengrh foure yards and height five quar- 
rers,all which eight dooresare exquiſitely engrauen with Images of 
Lions, T yeres, Grifhns, and Buls of rare ſculprure and proportion. 
atop of cach doore is of ſtone the Image of an Emperour in ſtate, 
holding in his hands a ſtaffe and Scepter. 

A third Chamber toynes to the former,which(theſe people tel! vs) 
was a receptacle-for the Queene and Ladies , tisof a Quadrangular 
bur nor equall forme, two fides ſixtie, rhe other ſcuentic paces. 

A fourth Chamber is nexr, rwo ſides rwentie, the other rwo.thir- 
tic paces, which Nurlſerie, though of blacke ſhining marble , is nor 
yet obſcured in her glorie : the wals are rarely cngrauen with Ima- 
ges of huge ſtature, and haue beene illuſtrated. with Gold, which 
in ſome placesis viſible, the ſtonesin many parts ſo well poliſhr,thar 


they equal] for brightneſſe a ſteele mirrour : this Chamber has its | 


wals of beſt luttre. But Age and Warres, two grear conſumers of 
rare monuments.,has turned topſie-turuie.this,as many orher things, 
and lefr nought bur wals co teſtifie the grearnefſe of that glory and 
triumph it has enzoyed: | 

Ar the higheſt of this Palace , is cut , out of the perpendiculax 
mountatne, the Images of a King (which may be Cambyſes) adoring 
three Deities, the Fire, the Sunne, and a Serpent. 

The mounraine on the other fide is alſo cur-perpendicular , vp 
which 1s no aſcending, this 1s ſufficient for rhis Theame , on which 
{ ſhould nor haue ſo much inſiſted , but for its worth, and thar none 
hath formerly incrurh deſcribed ir. 

Theſe Perſrans lay one Tamphet was the ſtrudctor , whoſe Image is 
frequently carned in molt places, hee ruled ouer Perſia, in nine Dit 
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cents from Noe , and is by Hiſtoriographers ſuppoſed ſonne of 0#- 


_ change King of Perſia. 


Halfe a mile from Perſepolzs, is a Towne of rwo hunared houſes, 
cald Mardaſh, whoſe inhabitants fo little know or value memory, 
thar they daily teare away the monument , for Sepulchres and ben- 
ches ro fit ypon, 

Which hoy cannor doe , where the Rockes are fixt, in one of 
which Hals deſcribed, is excellently engrauen , Barratles , Heca- 
:ombes, Trinmphs andthe like. 

And though. ſome imagine , Perſepolzs to haue ſtretchr ſo farre as 
$3725, which now is thirtie Engliſh miles diſtant. The diſtance does 
notfo much difwade me from ir, as thoſe high craggie mountaines 
interpoſing them , and vnder the olde Perſepo/is isa plaine Horizon 
Faſt, another way. | | 

No doubr, bur $zras may hane riſen from her ruines,thoagh buile 
!n 2 diſtant place, as we ſee Taxris from Echatane, Bagdat from olde 
Babel, Ternſalem toward mount Calary, Cayro from Memphis, Tunis 
from Carthage, Conftantinople from Bizantinum , Rome now in Cam- 


ps Martins and many other Cities, which altering their ſeats though 


but a league, ſome alſo haue gor other denominations. | 

From Chihilmannor five miles Welt is the Image of their great 
Champion Rxſtan, cald NoTa Ruſtan: his Tombe is vpcn an appa- 
rant high Hill three miles from Hiſþahan , they belecue ſuch Won- 
ders of him, as our boyes doe of Bel/zanys, or of the Knight of the 
Sunne, 

I come now to deſcribe 8yras, which though ſpoken of after Pey- 
fepotzs., yer in our trauell we came thither firſt. | 


Deſcription of Shiraz. 

Tras or Sheiras (as the Perſians pronounce it ) has North Lati- 
& tude twenty nine degrees forty minutes. Some would haue her 
built by Cyrws , and from him called Cyropolis.

The compaſle ofthis Cirie is abour eight or nine miles,the greateſt 
-xrent from the South-eaſt ro Norrh-weft neere three miles, afarre 
{eſſe compaſle rhen thoſe thar write , ir has rwenty miles compaſle, 
and in it xry rhouſfand honſes. Tis feared at the North-weſt end of 
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a large euen plaine, twenty miles long, and fixe broad, the fides cn- 
uironed with mighty Hils , vnder one of which this Citic is placed 
Ar the firſt view, ir affords a very pleaſing obie&, and by realon of 
abundance of high Pyramidall Cyprefſe-rrees . circumuoliuing thc 
Towne, it ſeemes, a Garden, tillar the entrance the Hummums, 'or 
hot Baths) and Moſchezs, their Churches,by the refulgent {plendoii 
of their blueneſſe , gaine admiration in the beholders. The prime 
beaurtie of this Cirie, is her Churches and Gardens. 

Within the Citie are fourteene or fifreene Churches, moſt of 
whichare round like T heaters, their outſide ryling. pargerred witl 
azure ſtones, reſemblmg Turquoiſes. 

Two of theſe are more eminent theti the reſt, the one, for braue- 
ry has two Pillars or Steeples (as high as Paxls in London) conered 
and wrought with blue and Gold, the Inſide vaſt and vnfurniſhed. 
ſhewing onely one {mall place allotted for deuotion. The other for 
vle, whole ſuperficies is Moſaicke worke , enrerlaced with Arabias 
Charaters out of rheir A/corar, inthe entrance , yer ſpeakes ir ſe] 
rather a Royal Carrauan-raw,then a Temple,though nightly a thon- 
ſand Lamps adorne ir. | | | 

Other Churches, haue beauty inthem, andare moſt reſpeRted for 
the buriall places of ſome famous Prophets, ſeruants to their adored 
Ally ſonne in Law and equall wich them ro Mahome? , whoſe Iugling 
trickes, haue fo bewitched rheſe Infidels, thar Zeale and Wealth to- 
gether hane richly adorned their monuments with precious frap- 
ments of Brafle and Stone, and whar Art is defective 1n, Nature and 
Gold has made vp its wants, each Sepulchre boaſting of an hundred 
Lampes and ſ1]uer Sockets : in one of which ts embalmed thar Pro- 
pherick man Shaw-Meer-Ally-hamzey, who this ſeuen hundred yeares 
has waited vpon Aly in Arherov , for doing as was written in his A]l- 
coran. The lengrh of his Temple is fixtie paces, and the breadth {o 
many. 

In another, fleepes Sardar Emmys Ammahow, a man who became Ma- 
homets deare Diſciple, when he taught his owne Law , and the lon- 
ger rime runs on.the more increaſes this Sandants power and vertue. 
they ſay, ro worke Miracles, 

The Houſes are of Sun-burnr bricks, flat a top,the wmdowes trel- 
Ized very curiouſly. And though generally they haue within , nc 
Ornaments atter our faſhion , yet ſome peculiar Houſes , as the 
Dukes, Shock-A//z-Beg. Allz-chon , and orhers may be comperirors 
for delicacic with moſt in Exrope. WS. 

Sulran Shock-ally-Beg(in whoſe Houſe we had a Banquer and ciuil! 
welcome) his Chamber was large, high, and round,the windowes of 
painted glafle (no common ware) the roofe and ſides imboiſt and 
wrought wirh gold and Images moſt exquiſttely.the loorewas (preact 
with Carpers of Silke very rich and comely. 

This 
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This Sultan had beene rwelue times in bartaile againſt the Turk, 

and moſt times Vicour, and in a ſingle Combate with A/z Baſhay 
{whom he flue) receiued a lameneſle. 

I will adde a little of the Great Dukes Entertainment'to vs, and 
YOC ON. 
Hee is cald Exmazgoly Chawn (Chawn is Duke) is now ProteQor of 
Perſia, during Soffees infancy. His Father and Grand-farher were 

"Dukes afore him. A Genealogie of that Anriquitie as'many Sulrans 
md Dukes in 1#dja and Perſts, cannot equall it , they know fo little 


chat way. 


Hee 1s one of the Kings foure great Dukes, each of which has 
:welue Sultans, cach Sultan fiue thouſand Couzel Baſhawes(a berter 
Warriour then the T2zizaries) his Titles without oftentarion, are 
riicfe. 

Emang Ally Charwn Loxd of Perſtz (which they call Farſee) Great 
Duke of Shiras, Sultan of Larr, and of the mountaines of T2aroop, 
Lord of Oxmss, Ruler of Carmania, Mergiana, Suſianra, Gedrozia, 4+ 
744, and Sigeſtay, Prince of the Gulph of 4r26z2, Grear Beglerbegg, 
Commander of rwelue S»ltazs, Flowre of Courteſfie, Second in 
Glory, Prote&or of M#ſſu/zen, Nutmeg of Comfort, and Roſe of 
Dclighr. 

He got an Oath from the late King Abbas, that he neuer thould be 
beheaded, a recompence for ſmall reaſon roo viuall from their Em- 
perour, He ſubdued all Larr, Ormws, and vnto Tzſgnes for his Soue+ 
raigne, and gora footing in Arabia in this manner. Two Princes of 
Arabia, contending for Soueraignetie , hee that was vanquiſht, de- 
mands ſuccour from this Duke, who entertaines him willingly. and 
with rwenry thouſand Horſe fights with his Aduerſery, kils htm and 
becomes Lord of both Territories. The relicucd Prince, thankes 


| himand deſires ro returne home. Emangely Chaws crycs fie, at that, 


could he with any honeſty leaue him, that ſo had ſuccourcd him:the 
Prince mutt ſtay, and in tne, becomes his Sonne in Law, and Father 
at onetime , for hee weds the Dukes Daughter, and the Duke his 
Lands and Signiories,and keeps him priſoner. 

His Renenues (as Merchants ſay) is foure hundred thouſand To- 
m:aynes a yeare (a Toman is three pound fixe ſhillings) his Plate and 
Jewels valued ar three hundred thouſand pounds , hehas threehun+ 
dred women in his Serag/io (called here Haram) when hehunts the 
Tyegre, Lion, Bores and ſuch like (which, hee docs once in foure 
yeares) he {ers twenrie thoufand men to rouze them, and when they 
are together on ſome mountaine, he tmpales itrwith ahuge toile, of 
Wire, Cords, aud Wood, atoile and burthca for fixe hundred Ca- 
mels, and fo commands them. _ 

Ar ourentrance into his Metropolis, hee was ewo dayes tourney 
tence. at his Houſe of pleaſure. Sir Robert Sherley rode ro him, to 
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acquaint him with our Ambaſſadours being there : hee knew it well 
cnough, and thought we ſhould artend his leature : ſo after wee had 
repoled fixe dayes in the Citie,our Ambaſſadour acquainted Shocke- 
Alz-Bee with his deſire ropart; What, replyed hee , would you goe 
| \ ereyou ſee the Dukes face, he anſwered, his buſinefle ſwayed him 
ro another end, he came to ſee his Maſter.Sothe next day the Duke 

came to Shiras, followed with ewo thouſand horſcs, and refted rwo 
. dayes withour ſending or taking norice of vs. 

Arlength hee ſent a Gentleman to our Ambaſſadour,with a com- 

lement of welcome, and bade him to viſit him : our Ambaſiadour 

{ent him wordhee had come ſogrear a Journey, as excuſed him , it 
the Duke would pleaſero tide thither, he was his {eruant. 

The Duke ſtormed exccedingly to ſee his greatneſle lighted, and 
afrer a pawſe fearing toaffront him (becauſe the King of Perfea, had 
before hand writ to him , and others through his Kingdomes as wee 

| rraucld to reſpe&t vs) ſent word, hee would come next day and {cc 
him, bur he did not, his ſonne (a Gentleman of cighteene yeares old, 
came to excuſe his Father, and without any ſtay departed. YE. 

Next day our Ambaſſadour ſent the Dukes ſonne word by 8hoc ke- 
Aly-Beg , he would trouble him , the Duke was nor well pleaſed his 
* ſonne ſhould haue the viſit, ſo that at our Ambaſſadours alighring. 
we were conueighed into the Dukes Gallery , which was very long 
and richly furniſhe with Plate, rich Carpets , dancing Wenches and 
Ganimeds. 

The Duke was ſet at the very end crefſe-legged like a Taylour,bur © 
his fierce aſpe& and brauery denied thar title, hee ſtirred nor one 
foor, till our Ambaſſadour was at him, and then ſtanding vp, embra- 
ced him, we had Wine, Women anda Banquer to accompany vs.,and 
afrer two houres ſtay departed. 

Next day(being the two and twentieth of March)we were inuited 
to aSolemne and Royall Banque. 

We were vſhered into the Banqueting-houſe,a large open roome, 
and ſupported with twenty Pillars richly gilded, the Roofe of im- 
bolt gold. the ground ſpread with rich filke Carpets,this looked into 
a large foure-{quared Court,round, in which were placed the prime 
men of rhe Cirie, andin another Court five hundred common peo- 
ple . all which che Duke had invited ro declare his greatneſſe. 

The Banqueting Hall had a State at the end, of Crimſon Satten. 
embroydered with Pearles and Gold. vnder which hee fart dire&ly 
vpon the Carpets crofſe-legged , on his right hand was placed the 
Prince of Tartarze, on rhe left our Ambaſſadour, nexr him fare the 
Dukes eldeſt fonne, or Beg/erbegece (whoſe head three yearesafter, 
2iZ. inthe yeare 7632. was ſtrucke off, ar command of the young 
King vpon {mall reaſon)and to him the capriued King of 0-7#{who 
has fiue markes a day allowed for his maintenance ) neere him fare 
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the rwo deſolate Princes his {onnes, in whole company wee were 


placed. ſuck as were Genrlemen. 


On the other ſide nexrrorhe Prince of Tartary,, lace rhe Prince 


' of Grorezz, a Genrleman of as brauca looke as eucr lined, and no 
" Ieffe brave 11 Armes; his faith 1s Chriſtian. 


During their ſtay, they were ſad and melancholy , whoſe being 
there. I could perceie , was moreto content others, then them-

Ar the cnd of the Banquet, the people witnout gaue a great ſhout, 
crying Torgh Ally Whoddaw Beſhat (which was God be thanked.) 
Then the Duke himſelfe entred, with thirty Gentlemen , 27s. 
ues.in Crimſon-ſatren-quilred-Coars and T urbants,cuery Turbanr 


-wreathed abour with chaines of Rubics, Turquoiſes, Emeralds, and 


the like of great luſtre and value. 
The Duke himlclte was artired in a Coat imbrodered with tiluer. 


-vponir, he hada Veit or Gowne of grear length, ſo thick powdered 


with Orientall glictering ſtones that rhe ground of it could ſcarce 


. be ſcene , and twas inualuable , his. Tulipant and Sandals had like 
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luſtre. 
His not entring till the Banquet was finiſhr.ſo gricued our Ambal-

The fue and ewentieth day of March, or Lady day we left Shiras. 
and thence the firſt night rode thirtie miles, ro olde Perſepotis, of 
which I haue already ſpoken. 

From Chi/-manor, we rode to Mojown, eight Farſangs,or foure and 
twenrie miles, twixt which two Townes is a high impregnable 
Mount, art whoſe trop has ſtood a Caſtle , {o fortified by nature and 
induſtrie, rhat it was thought impregnable. 

A late rebellious Sultan, wearie of ſlauery manned it againſt his 
Prince, the late victorious Abbas , who in perſon came againſt him, 4 fegea:4 

and in ſixe monerhs conld fee no igne of v ictory, whereat enraged, fore, 
he propoſed a great reward ro him could enter it.

bur ir ſeemes, they are enthankfull people, for though they knew ot 
is being in our company, and thar an Ambaſſadour was with him,

Next night wee came to Moyeor, one and twentic miles from Cor:- 

meſhaw, that Towne has the like bigneſle of a thoufand Familics, 


nd exceeds in this, their Doue-houſes , are ſo finely builded, thay 


rhey excell their dwellings. 

Thence we came to Spamhoret, a Towne ſixc miles diſtant from! 
eparbanye , wee relted in Spaharnet, three daycs, at rhe entreatie 
of Me/oj-mieg the Kings Treaſurer, that our Ambaſſadour might | c 
Elite rrainedinto that Cirie. with greater triumph.

Whores and Boyes their places, all which with Antique Dances,

| Afﬀeer ourarriuailin the Citie, wee alighted at the Kmgs Palace, 
| which isin the great Mydan or Market place , Melozm-beg and Sir 
Rohert Sherley, knecled downe three times, and kift the threſhold 
or ground, at the firſt entrance, which done, a Souldier made an O- 
ration, ſo paſt ro our Lodging , which was one of the Kingsbet? 
Houſes. and neerec the water. 
The Emperour or Pot-ſhaugh of Perſia, was then at the Caſpian

The fourteenth of Aprzl/, foure dayes after our ſtay in Spawhawr, 
the Agent for the Enghth Merchanrs inuited vs to a Banquet. where 
he ſhewed a heartie Entecrainment : and ro honour his Feaſt the 
more, he had at night. a pond of water fer round with Wax-lighrs, 
and ſpent many Squibs and Fireworxs which flying high,made all the 
Citie wonder.

Mahometazs dare not mocke nor intrude amongſt them, The King 
affords rhem this prerogariue, 

When they enter rhe Church, rhey bend low vntorke Parriarch, 
who fitsin Majeſtte ncere to the Altar, and afrcr Seruice giue him 
like renerence. | 

In the yeare 1609. a thouſand of theſe ſuffered martyrdome by 
bloudy Abbas King of Pezſiz. Only (as hee was fallly informed by a 
very Raſcall, who in envie to theſe Georgians and Armenians , had 
fained Letrers from their Parriarch to the Pope; that they were wil 
lingro become one ., with the Church of Rowe, and ro acknow- 
ledge rhe Pope their Head, and Vicar of the Carholike Church) at 
ſight of which counterfeit Lerters.,the Perſrzz King grew ſo inraged. 


' that no leſſe ſatisfaGtion then the lines of athouſand innocent Chri- 


ftians, could moderate his Fury, threatning more blond-ſhed, it hee 
ſhould prouc it more apparantly. 

Wherear, rheſe diſtrefled Chriſtians ſend an Ambaſſadour ro rhe 
Tarke to helpe them, which he granted and raiſed abloudie Scene © 
enſuing troubles. 

Their Religion, was fithence illuminated, by Lodouic Grangiet a 


[cſuire and ſome others, who hearing of their crronious dodrine, in 


charitie departed from Per# , neere Conſtantinople, croſt the blacke 
Sea.and landed in Merere//ia,where Threbis Charrre Prince of Georgis 
entertained and encouraged thcm.to bring ſaluarion to the blindand 
irreligious of that Nation. Two of them live at Moranry in Iberia, 
the reſt at Cazbeen and ZBabylore. 

Threbis Charrn a whiles after. was impriſoned by Emangoly Chawn., 
and conueighed to S/irz 2 priſoner , where we had his company at 


our Ambaſſadours entertainment, before ſpoken of. The Georgiars 


and Armenians have ſince beene often conquered,and againe proued 
Conquerours. 

Some of whoſe I ragicall misfortunes , 1 ſhall ſpeake of , intres- 
ung the Readers patience, being the diſcourſe-of Chriſtian miſeries: 
and choſe whoſe Parronand firſt Conuerter was Saint George, Biſhop 
of Cappadocia, beheaded by Diorlefran the Emperour for loning 
Chriſt, and from whom they are called Georgians. A Saint of no ſmall 
repure, and honoured by the Order of the Garterin Ezelazd. 

Moſt of which rroublescame vpon them by Cycala Baſſa , whoſe 
peculiar attempts I will only write of, hapning in memory of ſome

that happy Mirz4. So that had nor 0zmar ar his death requeſted bis 
Fo0d viapge and continuance of Aurhoritie,the great T##ke had vrter-- * 
{y diſcarded him, Howbeit all Amwraths Raigne hee was neuer pur 
vpon any valuable Employment , till in Mahomrer the third his rule, 
hc helped them at Kareſts in Bulgaria, after the famous ſiege of Byds 
in Huzgary, where, for all their valour andpolicie, they loſt not on- 
ly ſixry thouſand able Souldiers , but gaue ouer their hopes of cn« 
ioying thoſe parts of Exrope 
Cycala after this, infinuares'ſo farre with Achmat the Great Trrke, 
Succeſſor ro Mehorrez, that tobe reuenged vpon. rhe Georg7ars, hee 
grants him (power, to rorture them, with) an Army of eighty thon- 
{land men, proclayming his cruell enrended revenge vpon them for 
Rebellion, and agreeing with the Perſiar.Bur after much Jabour and 
hopes, when it came to triall, his expeGations and brags decemed 
him. in that , ſooner then hee expetted (forgetting both his former 
miſchances and Zel/ally begs larer ouerthrow) the Georgians (with 
whomrthe Perſians as ina common cauſe had joyned themſelues) ſer 
vpon him, and wel-nigh routed his whole forces, and ewo moneths

Thoſe vnfortunate atremprs could not daunt Oe la Bafſaw, nit at 
ter his Apologie torhe Graz $ignior, he enters rhe Perſigs 1 CLLITG: 
rics in hoſtile manner{rhe fame time that Huſſas Baſſaiy marched a- 
gainft the Br/garsand Hurgarians) bur his arriuall and forces were 
{oone knowne roo Victorious 4b62s, who with Aliculibes Sultan of 
SYr4s, Lollabeg. Methiculibeg,and other his expert Capraines andrhir- 
tie thouſand Coozel-bgſhes , ſent Letters of Defiance to him, and ar 
the time appointed fou; oh with kim, tooke all his Cannons, fluc fit- 
reenethoufand of his men, and put. him to a ſhameful Aighr : which 
ill fortunes, ſo ſoone as che Grand Signior, Achmat heard of. he raged 
extremely, vowed his reward , bur firſt fendsrhe Buſſaiy of Carama- 
i2TO COntoyne their forces.

A late Tragicall Hiſtory of the. 
Georgians, Chrilians. 


Kander (or Alexander) was of late yeares King of Georgia, and 
for his Valour, Iuſtice, Temperance, and other vertues, fa- 
mous through molt of 419. | 

Shander , as fortunate in many things, had this to his contenr- 
ment added, the iſſue of three ſonnes, got of his Wife, a Sarcaſher., 

her beliefe Chriſtian , Deſcent Noble, and worth equal, to her 0- 

ther attributes, bur to ſpeake poerically as the beſt beaurie, wanrs nor 
lemiſhes, the beſt wirs, vices, nor the faireſt day irs ſhowres. ſo al- 
beir he 1udged himſelfe,righr bleſt and happy in his children, to ſhew 
perfe&ion is nor in mortalitie, the ſequell ſhewes you the weakneſſe 
of our ioyes, ahd vncertaine hopes fixr to poſteritic. 

His father was yet living, and participant in all his happincfſe, bur 
regarding his owne great yearesand ſonnes deſtruings, conferred 
the Royaltic and cares vpon Prince A/exander, whoſe two younger 
brothers knowing themſclues by law of grace and nature, much in- 
fcriour to Prince Skarder. Yer their owne 2mbition and others aſſaſ< 
{nations , begot grear opinions of their ments, though grounded 
vpon no other, then ryrannyand pale Enute : and neglecting rhe 


names ginen them ar their Bapriſme , rhe fairh of Chriſt , whercin 


their famous Predecefſours had ſtood , with conſtant valour to be- 
come Martyrs , The profeſſion they had ſcene their parents, elder 
brother and kindred , yea, and themſclues rhither to apparantly rc- 
troyce in, All thefe deſpiſed, Thre-b2g Apoſtatizes , and turnes Twrke. 
embracing without their perſwaſions the abominations of Mghooret. 
And Corſtandel-chawn flies to the Perſizzw , both, by their Idolatry, 
cuſtomes and modes of that Nation endeuoring ro aduance his 
thoughts, though thereby hee reuolred from his Saujour.” In whoſe 
powerit was, in this impiertie, ro haue ſent him flaming ro Hell, in 


choaking Brimſtone and orher plagues of rcaenge aud puniſh- 


ment. 

This Conſtandet-chawn ( as Fame goes of him) was aftiue and in- 
genious, nature hauing ſufficiently enricht him, with gifts vaworthy 
tuch a Maſter. Yer ſome report. by cafualtie of riding , or like acci- 
denr, his bodie in ſome ſort became imperfe&t. Whick notwithftan- 
Az quenched nor, bur rather inflamed his daring conrage-. malici- 

; outly 
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ouſly looking vpon the vertue and perfeftions of other mens minds 
and bodies. 
Ahbas (then ruling ouer Per//2) offended with the 1 urkiſh info- ' 
lencles, relolues ro beate them out of Samachand, to cttectir, hee 
makes Alh=chawn his Generall (a tried Warriour) and to cncourare 
ConſtanJell, ioynes him in equa)l command with Al/z-charn the Per- 
ſian, the way to affront the Txrkes,was through Georgia,which ganc 
a fit occaſion to the Apoſtate Georgians ancient pratices. So thar. 
withour reucaling his intended Treaſon to Alj-charn or others in 
his company, and brazen-faced , not fearing to behold his grieued 
parents and friendsby his Apoſtaſte, he viſits them, andro ſtop their 
exclamarions ( which he ſaw ready againſt his Mahometaniſme and 
Circumciſion) he begins ro lay open his recctuings,creations,fauour, 
wealth, and truſt, amongſt rhe Perſians, his great command prouing 
no lefle then he had roldchem. Whar knew they. bur hee did this to 
ſecure his Countrey , who knew his heart, but hee rhat made it, to 
whole rule he denored all his ations.

rowes.) Andit any loue or pittic remained in chem, ro forgine him. 
who had vowed a fatisfaGtion and prefermenr ro each of them, in me- 
mory of their rrue affefions (Hypocrite, Villaine.that onlyaymed ar 
their deſtruction , and vnwitringly in defpight of his helliſh purpo- 
| {es)ſ{ent them toreceiue a Crowne of Martyrdome. 
. Bur ro make his Iragedie the cleerer, after ſome ceſſation of 
| their {orrowes, and to mitigate their 11] opinions, hee earneſtly in=

parant I yrannies,andioying little ro be copartners with Infidels and 
Agents of hjs bale ambition : thefe and ſome other reaſons ſwayed 
them.

and ſecing the fire and noiſe grow hioker, nothing bur clangor and 
our=crics poſſeſſing both ſence and Tents. Hee embraces halfe-dead 
Conſtandel, aſſures him of his innocencie andignorance , bids him ro 
take courage, and conuocate the Perſia Horfemen , and without 
more inquiſttion to polte away a little further from the T urke, who 
doubrlefſe had he knowne of this confpiracie, had entred with chem 
and roured rhem vrterly.

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Copſta.7ct, rharhearing of her being there , iflued forth in bravery 
and ſhew of infolence. demanding her bufinefſe., 


This poore Lady, after ſome ſignes of ſorrow and reſpeGt vnto his. 


perſon, beginnes to reprehend him mildly, ſers before him, his lace 
murthers, how odious they were to all the Chriſtians (and as ſhe 
belieued) vato Infidels. What could he expect, when he had ruined 
his countrimen, burnt all their creesand Cities , hee might eafily 
know the Perſians v{cd him for their owne aduantagious arremprs, 


and thar he ſhould neuer be wirhour the brand of Trairour and Par- 


ricide, thatas yer, the meanes was open to redeeme the good opini- 
on of his {ubieas, which he muſt lJooke to doe, it euer hee would be 
famousto fight againſt rhem, or {ecure to defend his owne 2 fay they 
hadoffended him, yer no vettue more deified a Prince then Cle-- 
mencie and 1n ſome meaſure they deferued mercy, the deltru- 
ion of their beloued Princes flaine by him 2nd vndeſeraingly,mo- 
ving their choler, and that it might be his owne caſe, which fidelirie 
(no doubr) would plcaſe his foule , though in cther joyes, and 
with the immortall . tice knew the Georgians could neuer bee van- 


quiſhr, wirhour infinite rhurther, the valour of one Georgian, equall 


to contend with fiue Perſfans, the very Mameluckes, Ianizaries . and 
thiefe Commanders of Perſi2 and India now being Georgians : and 
viho doubrlefle would beare tenenge in their hearts, if he ſhould be 
ſo cruell to their Kindred. Shee beſceched him (if hee could not be 
diſlwaded) ro condiſcend thus farre , that they two might next day 
meer, conueniently berwixt both Armies: where after difcourſe. 
they would referre peace or warre vato his iudpement. 

This parley ended, proud Conſtandell, after ſome notions of pride 
and haughrinefic, bids her reſt confident of his reſolutions, rhar. as 
Naturc had graced him with the dignitie of being eldeſt(his brothers 
being murdred) and the {atetie of Georgia depended vpon the care 
and fame of ſuch a perſon as he reputed himſelfe, hee would, after 
ſome chaſtifement of his Rebels, rake vpon him the defence and go- 
uernment of that Kingdome, and for Temerjske their fuppofed King 
(her ſonne) hee ſhould nor want preferment, ether the inheritance 
of Mengrel/i2, ( a forced right) Charlee or ſome ſuch Dukedome, 
{hould gjuc him farisfattion , th the extreame of his defires or me- 
rits, his tmfancie and doubr of legirimarion, fecinding him a while, 
from enioying any Soueraignrie: and rhat his deſerts and right might 
appeare, perfe& in view of all men, he accepred of her morion, and 
would with twenty horfemert meete her, in an appointed place 


rwixt borh the Armies , where his Title and plea of righrand en- - 


trance ſhould detend tt {elfe.. aſwell in conference. as bartaile. 

This granted, afrerrwo dayes reſpite, according to the Articles. 
Con andel-charn andthe Queene of Georgia met , at the place ap- 
pointed: where ſhee begun, her premeditared Oratory. perſwad.ng

Him. to looke with pitic on his Countrey,the Widdowes,apged men, 
Orphanes, ianocent Children, and fuch Motivwes, begging mercy : 
then ſhee repreſented the weakneſle of his deſignes, withſtood borh 
by the inraged Armies of the Georgians, relolued ro meintaine their 
libe:ry to the laſt man, The fauour Texreriske had with the Perjrar, 
(ir; whoſe Courthe was educated, and lined much honoured and at- 
tetedby the peor''2 and King)who when Carſtandelt had diſcharged 
the veniolt of bus rage, was ſure of ſmall rhankes from 46bas King of 
Per/iz, In that there was no conquelt (tht Georgian and Perſian being 
friends) bur a prouocation 2gainſt their loyaltie and alliance. This 
vader (traud the ſpoke that he might be reconciled, and by faire do- 
ings. lay 2 better ground of his aduancement , and rerreat from Per- 
fa, whereby he might become Commander, andhaue meanes, to 
recouer bis faith, which he ought to looke afrer repenrantly and with 
more zeale, then the Conqueſt of the Vniucrſe befides. The Geor- 
z2ians (paſſing by his irreligion and Mahumeriſme ) had a very good 
_ opinton of his valour and knowledge in Armes, ſorhat they were 
deſirous to entertaine him as-their Governour, By his expertnefle 
encouraging them to a defenice againſt the Trkes and Perſians, both 
whom in all occaſions were in{ulring ouer them, becauſe indefenſtue 
and without goucrnment, And that ſhe had fairhfully ſpoke , what 
ſhe defired. though ir was in grear part againſt the dignitie and {ecu- 
ritie of Temerzcke her{onne, as then in Perſia, . 

Whereto, Corſtandel-chawn , beyond meaſure efflated with pride 
and high opinions of his worth and conqueſts (judging. his being 
their, no leſſe) replyed in few words. Thar he was fearelefſc of his 
citabliſhmentin his Fathers Royalries , That amongtt ſuch haughrie 
and perhdious people, he had rather come in asa Conquerour, then 
by righr of fuccetfſion, that himſelfe and his good friends the Perſcans 
had ſuffered in rheir honour fo exceedingly , thar withour battaile 
and bloud they could not part well ſatisfied , thathee had his Army 
in Bartalia; and relolued to execure, that (notwithſtanding hee per- 
ceined rhe Georgzans ready toreceiue them in fury) he doubred nor 
ro maſſacre the beft of them, For as hee had incorporated himſclfe 
vnto another people in Religion, ſpecch, order and aftion, and ſuch 
as loued him, he would never truſt his owne Countrimen, who had 
with ſuch peaceable faces ſo lately berrayed him, and whom hee 
knew, irreconcileable, and ſo aſſured her, ina word, hee ſought re- 
ucnge and murther, not excepting the innocents. 

Ar which the Heroicke Queene , ſighed. and ſhooke her Iauelin 
(faving. if it will be no berter, rhen Cod deſtroy the Homicide) im- 
mediatly vpon that figne hee was ſhor to the hearr, and ſunke downe 
dead,wirh a wrathfull countenance, as only grieuing hee periſhedin 
this baſe ſort, without recompence, Ar fight of which, the Queene., 
andrhe ambuſhed Muſquerters(hid of purpoſe to deſtroy him) forth- 
WIEN 
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with retired to their Army, who expected the event, and receiued 
her ioytully. : 

Ally.chawn, when he knew. Conſtanade!t was ſlaine : was cooled in 
a further reuenge, only-char the King of Perſi2 , might nor impure 
cowardize or treaſon tohim , hee ſpeedily atfronted the Georgians. 
who recciued him in warlike [ort, with fuch furie and haſt prefſing 
on the Perſiarns,thar they deſired ro come off witho11t more venture. 
and ſo afrer loſſe of ſome common Souldiers retired home. leauing 
the Georgians Vittors, though defenſiues, who withour delay ., flue 
all ſuch Garriſonsof Perffars, as eclypled them , and by all induſtry 
of men and monies, made ſtrong all ſuch places of defence and rc- 
fage, as might defend themſelues, and oftend rheir enemies. 

Soſoone as Aly-chawn returnes, he acquaints the King his Maſter. 
In whathad hapned. He was no ſtranger to the Georgian humours. 
he knew well, tyranny was of all things , moſt odious ro generous 
diſpoſitions, and that mens bodies might, bur nener the minds of the 
Georgians be (ubiugared by violence, or deceittull manners, Where- 
upon he ſtudies how to pacihe and draw them ro him, he knew poli- 
cie was of more forcethen power, hee affured himſelfe, ſo ancient a 
Nation required a Prince of their owne beliefe and temper,he knew 
Temeriſcus was he, and thereupon encourages his progreſſe , affords 
him many Complements of Wel-withes and Alliance, clothes him 
ſumpruouſly, returnes him all rhe ornaments of Right and Royal- 
tie, were taken from his Predefſours, andguarded with a traine of 
Coozel-baſhawes, ſends him home ſecurely, where many thouſands of 
his people thronged to ſee him,ioying and enioying his wiſhed com- 
pany. Aad Temerzske to denotate himſelfe a thankfull perſon , re- 

uites with many fauours ſuch Perſzars as accompanied him, & ſends 
old 4bbas word of his welcomes and inthrontzation. - 

Now ſee how miſchiefe appeares ina lonely and vndiſtempered 
Scene, when all Aſe2 celebrared this reconcilement, and none could 
faſten vpon any colour of furured diſcontentment. 

An Ambaſſadour of the Grand $ignior, arrines at Spawhawn, and 
there vnder pretext of other imployments , by all prmare ſubriltie, 
labours to annihilare this late made Friendſhip , being very preiudi- 
ciall ro the Turkiſh Empire : ſo that he firſt ſends ſecretly ro yong 
Temeriske and by his Sino , poſſeſſes him, the Perſian would neuer 
digeſt their late onerthrow neere to Armenia,and that Allz-chawn had 
a promiſe of being Yiſer, or Liencenant of thoſe Countries for the 
Perſav, Who reſolued to make it a Prouince and to extirpare the Ti- 
rleota Kinylome. As he had done ro Lerr , Shuſhar, Babylon, Hir- 
cania, Cardhor,Hery and other Kingdomes,tothe preiudice of thei: 
honour. and apparant ruine of Chriftian Religion. 

This inveighing diſcourſe, ſo prevailed, with credulous yourbfull 
Temeriske, that he reſoluesto defend himſelfe , the maintenance of 
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his true beliefe., life, honour and freedome. The leflc fearing them, 
In regard the Twrkes had {worne to helpe then vpon all occa- 
ſions. 

Now when the poliricke Ambaſſadour , had wrought Prince 
Temeriske, as ie deſired, he then perſwades with Abbas , thar the Ge- 
orgianshated him, thar their King hadentertained diſcourſe with rhe 
Grend Signior, and ſought bur an aduanrage to betray his truſt , thar 
if his words ſeemed of no moment, the matter was not conſequen- 
tious, and his employment carried him, ro other ends chen forreigne 
Obiects. 4 

The King of Perſra, ſayes but little. TImagining the more, and be- 
ig cucr icalous andapr for each ſuſpition, apprehendsir fully, and 
chough he knew the Ambaſſadour hared their agreement,and would 
reioyce toſce them diſunited, yer to reſt confident of Temerisks al- 
liance and fidelirie, and that the T»rke might (ee his erronr, he ſends 
tis Elchee (or Ambaſſadour into Geergza, and by him cntrears Prince 
Temeriske to come ayd viſit him. Ny 

The Ambaſſadour found Royal! welcome, bur all his afleucrati- 
ons and defires could not draw Terreriske to vifit Perſia, he ſends cx- 
cuſes, bur thoſe ſo weake and vawelcome , that Abbas in no ſmall 
choler, ſweares his deftruftion, repenting thar he had heartned him 
with roo much clemencie(a vertue very rare inthis old 4bbas)& icn- 
ding for Alifalibee,Lol/a-beg & other Caprains, with a potent Army he 

-inuades Georgia, where finding (mall refiftance, he gaue leaue to his 
necdy Army , to deftroy and make all vic and meane of henchr, 
where ere they trauelted, fo that they fired their Villages facrile- 
viouſly profaned their Churches, defloured their Virgins, and com- 
mitted all ſuch villany , as lawleſffe andbarbarous cnemies moſt tunt 
after: and hauing enricht their Treaſurie, ſatiated Reucnge , and 
fortified ſome defenfiue places, the victorious Perſrazs returne,crofic 
ouer Tanrs, and leaue their King at Farabant at the Caſpian Sea,ri!l 
more imployment. 

In this wretched time, Temerishe fled to the Turke , who readily 
receined him and aſſures him of re-eſtabliſhmenr, this granted, that 
he would protett an inuiolable league with them againſt the Per raw. 
To which the diſtreſfed Georgian aſſents , and accompanied with a 
mightie Army of Txrkes and his owne Nation , re-enters Georgia, 
in a bartle, beats the enemy ., and by a fooliſh pride and ſecuritic of 
the Perſian Depury, defears their beſt andableft forces killing the 
Deputy, and recouering what formerly they had: beene pur from, 

- __ and findingall things ſo well orderedthe Tyrkes returne fome vnto 

Teftis,rhe reſt to other places. Eo 
The newes of this came preſently to Abbas King of Perſz2 , and as 
Fame increafſcs in its progrefſe , lo withour queſtion , the Georgie 


outrage was aggrauated ro the height , by ſome , that hated Ems. 
| | He 
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He was as a man diftraied.. his Gleer eaſe and erp {ports iti 
Mozendram,\o one way ſwayed him, and point of Honour and Re- 
uenge the otier way proutoked him. Ar laſt, after a volly of impre- 
cations againſt hen tor ſnatching him from his golden qQuict and re- 
creations. flaming with crueltie, he ſends for his Gener: is, and com- 


mandsthem leuic a mighrie Army, vowing the yrtter diſtruRtion of 
theſe Georgians, and artiring himſelfe.in red. his Lulipant , Cabbay, 


Boots, Scabberd, and other fur niture(as ſignals of bloud and horror) 
In haſtie marches he enters King 'T emeriches vnhappy Country(who 
hearing of the mighry Artny and vadoubred threats of the King of 
Perſia had with all hisfriends and ableſt men,conueighed away their 
Plare and Iewels, retired intoſome proretting pla ces of the Grand 
Stgniors Countries, notdaring to oppoſe the huge Army of their 
Aduerfaries atthart inſtant.) 

The Perfrar wirh like liberty ro offend and{poyle, flue allthe aged 
and infant Georg/ars they could meer withall : violared the chaſte 
Martron=s, regarded no age nor exe, commured al poſſible villani- 
in the Churches, v terly defaced and ſpoiled their Groues and plea- 
ſant places, maſſacred all their Cartle , cur downe their Mulberry 
trees, and wholy deſtroyed their profitable Silke-wormes and many 
ſuch like out-rages, in ſo high a nature as could be effeGted by re- 
uenge or tumult, and full gorged with bloud and boorie , they re- 
turned home, 

The Georgians and Temeriske their forrowing King, thoughr this 
a {taine vnto their Honour , bur policie and diſcretion warranted 
them.rhat rhey might afterwardbe enen with the Perſian,when leaſt 
ſuſpected, aud ſoſoone as they heard of Abbas departure,they refol- 
eg ro fight wittr or famiſh all his Garriſons , and having obtained a 
good force from the relieumg T»rkes and Tartsrs, he cafilyaduan- 
ced homewards, in al?places finding nothing bur f ;gnes of deſolartt- 
on and murther , by which this poore Prince refrained nor from 
tearcs and prayers ro Almightie God , to puniſh rhoſe deuaſtating 
and mercileſle Infidels, and chat by his Omniportencie hee might re- 


 coaer. what v1 right was taken from him, and his miſerable ſabieds: 


which his deſires , it ſeemes , were oranted him. For in lefle then 
two yeares, he againe became Lordof all his Ter ritories, expulſed 


the Perſian, repaired his Cities , re-built his Temples , and to his 


Power diſtributed g graciouſly to each impoveriſhed, and ſtrengthe- 
ned more then formerly , his defenſive Ciries , Caſtles. and Citra« 
dels.ruting with more Cutie: and lplcndovr then he had done before. 
And in ſome mcafure became euen , with fome of their heauieſt 
enemies, by alubtle deuice of Mor xd-chawn a Duke of Geo; 81a, WRO 
ſtomached exceeding] y tne viilany they had acted in his Countrey, 


hauingdeftroyed two pleaſant Cattle: and fruitful} Forrefts of Mul- 
| V very- 
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| bery=rrees,belongingro himſclfe,which were both his greateſt profir 


and contentment. >=__ | 
He flies vnto the Perſrap, affuresrhem of his friendſhip and per- 


{et hatred to his varhankfull Countrimen, tels them he would deli-' 


uer nor only King Temeriſcus and his valiant Mother Priloners to 
them. bur alſo all the ſtrength of Georgia. Andin this, he begers be- 
liefe. aſſociates rwelue Perſcan Princes. and an Army with him, ro 
whom he addes ſome of his owne : and after long traualle, fo foone 
25 he attained the Georgian Confines , in a darke night, ſuch time ag 
the Perſians {lept, and leaft ſutpected Treaſon. Mor4d with his Cons» 
federares iſſues armed from their Tenrs, making an Alarme, asifrhe 


Tartars had come vpon them : by which ſtratagem, the amazed Per- 
ſans fled. maymed and diſcouraged, cleuen Dukes flaughrered, and 


ſeuen hundred common men : Morad rerurned toyfull of his victory 
and the Perſ#azs ſad, and yowing neuer to credit a reconciled enemy 
any more. Old Abbas himſelfe. bir his lip when he heard this Trage- 


- die. bur concealed his paſhon, forced to it by his preſent warres a- 


gainſt the Trrke and Arab.

Ir is a Citie of as great extent as Fame, and as ancient as famous, 
ind nolefſe proud then ancient. Ar this time triumphing ouer thoſe 
once more Royall Cities, Babzlon,Ninine, Shuſhan, Ecbatan, Perſe- 
polis, Arſatia and Nabarca. | 

This Citie was in her infancie cald Dxre (but whither inthat D#- 


#4 where the great Aſſyrian Monarch Nabuchadn:zzar erefted his 


golden Colofſe, I know ir nor.) Bur this is knowne,that it was cai- 
{ed by the ancient Greekes Hecatompilos, from irs hundred gates. For 


Flecatonpolis was meant by the Cretan Ne which had ſo many Ci- 
fles.

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The boaſting Perſiazs , named her,. for her bignefle ( halfe the 
World) and rhis greatneffe of hers was long agoe, tor theſe Scytho- 
perſe know her n0 longer , then cald Spaw/arn, which has no f1gn1- 
fication. Toſay rruth ſhee is beaurifull and ancient, her circuit may 
be nine miles. and in thar, the betrer halte is Gardens. 

Bur hee thar wrote it was a dayes tourney about on horſcbacke. 
that it was and isthe moſtſtarely Cirie in the Oricnr, rhar ir has tro 
impregnable Forts. with great ſtore of great Ordnance, a decpe 
Trench and two Sexaglioes, having wals gliftering with red Marble 
and parzer of divers colours paued with Moſaicke worke.cue1 y thing 
combining beautie and majeſtie , I cannor belecue him. for 1 was 
their abouc twenrie daycs, and noctme 1dle, and could ſee no fu lh 
ſtrength, huike or rarenefle i her, fuch as it is I ſhall deliver you, 
| bur firlt of her anriquirie, 

Beforc it had the denomination of Spahawe, fuck time as the 
World knew herin her Greeke name Hee#tonpiton(or hundred gares) 
Demetrius Nicanzor, fonne of Demetrivs Sofer , nener latiated with 
ambition and vniuſt defires, couers no lefſe (though none lefle able 
ro encompaſte ir)the fole Empire of S3riaand Hiernſalem,willing he 
was Co attenipr it valiantly, bur in equall valour and reſolution hee 

{aw many tcalous Princes enujousat him , which not knowinghow 
© withſtand, rather then faile of his plot , hee reſ{olues vypon vaiuft 
meanes, periury and murther (qualities degenerating from the na- 
ture of Royall Princes, yea and valiantmen.) And firſthe beginnes 
wich Antiochus, ſonne of Alexander, whom vnworthily he flue , be- 
cauſe interpoſing the view of his ambition, 

Which when valiant Tryphoz heard of, he retolues revenge and ac- 
cordingly prepares to finiſh ir, which Nzcarzor fearing . and labou- 
ringto make his preparations ftronger,poſts into Me47a, where then 

. he found Arbares the Per/izz King, who hearing his mefſage , made 
him ſec his weaknefſe, ro flic for aide ro a reconciled enemie,for Ar- 
baces,remembring {ome paſled iniuries , though triuiall, yer ro raxe 
his infolence, without any interceſſion, fenr him priſoner ro Heca- 
tompilon (our now Spahawy) where for rwo yeares hee was {trictly 
lookt roo, and chence , conueighed into Hircanzs ( ar thar time ſub- 
zect ro the Perſian) where for ſome moneths he viced him hardly,and 
then ſuppoſing he was euen with him, gaue him a little liberrie , left 
through vricte and want of exerciſe , hee might hope roloſe him, 
which he no way aimed at. For in [11s heart hee loued him, and the 
yeare aftcr.tozgauc him his ranſome, pitied his hard fortune, andloo-

Ar the appearmy of etery new Moone,they goe out to womthip it 
nd each diy arSnn-fer in euery Ward of the Towne or Citie they 
beat their Kettle-Drummes , till hearife with the Arripodes. 

Ar thar time and at his lookingin our Horizon, a well voiced boy 
from the Tarraſle or top of their Churches ſings Eulogies to Ma- 
romt and All; , their voices are ſhrill and heard farreoff, and then 
za Paycke Pagan fals ro deuotion, what exercifc ſocuer the y then 

e acting. 

"I heir Prayers are m the Arabique , their Negotiations 10 other

The Kings prime Houſe is withia the Mzdan , yet no way entren- 
<hing furcher then the other Houſes . it is rwo ſtories high, gilded 
and W Tough in antique works andpoties,to the ourward view, with- 


an.the roomes are coucred with rich Carpets, the roofe emboſt and

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wrought with Gold and Blue, and tarraſed aboue. 
Afore his doore lie vamounted forty rhree Demicannons.one and 
thirtie are brafle, the reſtof lron, and are Culuerins.

Atthe North end ofthe Mydaz, is eight or nine roomes. like 


Chappels hung with Lampes, which being many and cleare. gine 2 


dainty ſplendour; hither ſomerimes the Kingrepaires , and fees the 
Sodormricall Boyes and Wenches dance, and iport together, and 
when he is away, the people haue them. 

Ar the furtheſt end, North of the Myaaz , is the Kings Minr. 
wherein all forreigne Coines are new ſtampr, with the Perſean Cha- 
racers. One day is for money, a ſecond for Gold, a third for Brafſe., 
beſides this he hath fourteene other Mints, at Larr, Shiras,Babylon. 
Tauris, Cazbeen, Carrdahor, and other Ciries.” 

The Gardens fall in the next place , ro bee ſpoken of, and in 
this, this Citic enioyes many bork large and delighttnll ; I will con- 
tent my ſclfe ro ſpeake of one, by which you may conieCure of the 
TElt. 

Tis at the Southweſt end of the Cirie,to which you paſſe through 


a ſtreet of two miles lengch and better, both ſides planred with 


Chenor-rrees. 

The Garden is called Nazar-7areeb,tis a thoufand paces from North 
to South, andſeuen hundred broad, It hath varieties of fruites and 
pleaſant trees, and is watered with a ſtreame cutthrough the Coron7- 
ar Mounraine, and is forceably brought hither , the firtt walke is ſer 


 wirh pipes of Lead and Brafſe.chrough which the water is vrged.and 


gtues varierie of pleaſure. 

From the entrance to the furcherend, is one continued open al- 
ly. diutded into nine afcenrs, each mounting higher. byafoor then 
other, the ſpace twixrt each aſcent , is {\mooth and pleaſant, Tn the 


mid{t is a faire Taxcke or pond of water, of twelue equa!l angles and 


rowes {er with pipes to {pour-the water. 

Ar the entrance is a little (but wel-built) houſe of pleaſure, rhe 
lower roomes adorned with Chryſtall water, immured with Taxcks 
of rich whice Marble. | - 

The Chambers aboue , are enricht with pictures, repreſenting 
ſports, hawking, fiſhing, archery, wraſtling, &c. orherplaces in vſe 
very richly ore-laid with Gold and Azure. 

Bur thar which 1s of moſt commendation is the proſpect it en- 
zoyes. for by being ſeated fo high , it ore-tops and giues the excel- 
lenr view of 4 great part of the Citie, which cannor be obtained 
elle-whcre. | 

Rerurning tothe Ciric you paſſe ouer a Bridge, archt and ſuppor- 
red with five and thirtie Pillars, vnder which is a ſtreame of warer. 
{omctimes {o broad as the Thezmes at Loxdep . but orher ſometime: 
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neere dried vp, andthe that looketh ty it is called Prince of the Ri- 
ver, a nzme and employment of great honour and benehir. 
Abbas,the late victorious King , with whom few things were im 


poſſible. For many yeares paſt, hath endeuoured,to cut through ma- 


ny Mountaines (the Coroniar being nexr rhe Towne) to bring the ri- 
acr to Sparbarz,by the daily labour of fortic thouſand ſlanes)which 
of it ielfe runnes quietly fifrie miles diſtant thence”, and has perfor. 
med it almoſt ſucceſlefully: which when it has perfe&ion,may well 
compare with that olde wonder , enrended by vain-glorious Ne7o, 
twixt Oftiz and Arzrmanus, now cald Lycola. | 

Our ofthe Citie (behind har late deſcribed Garden) is a Moune 
riſing in midſt a fpacious plaine) which by the Perſtans is cald Das» 


_ row, and ſuppoſed thar place where Darius ( in imitation of his Pre-

deceſſor Xerxes) weptvpon view of his innumerous Army, ſo ſud- 
denly to become nothing. 

A little further, vpon a high imperious mountaine is Ruſtans

They are well grounded in Tradirions,and cari forge Lyes without ' 


Authoritie, beger wonder and beliefe amongſt the admiring Per/rans. 

They ſay Ruſtaxliued , when Aztaxerxes lurnamed Longimanws 
flouriſhr with the Perſian Diadem. In the yeare after the Creation 
;5c0-he was ſonne of Xerxes, who cntred Greece to ruine Athens, 
(which atrempr, ſer Perſ#-po/zs on fire, nor long time after) with an 
Army of two millions, ſo grear, thar Hiſtorians report, rhey.crunke 


Rivers dry. And yet were vaiiquiſhtar Sea by Themiſtocl:s at S2l4-. 


2, and by land ar the Straights of Thermepile by Leonidas , with a 
handfull of men. 
This Artaxerzes was that Ahaſhnerus , who marricd Heſter , the 
great friend and preſeruer of her people the Jewes. And this vas hee 
who gane order to Eſdras, to re-build Hiernſalcm. | 
In hisrime this Champion Raſta lined and was of great account 
with his Maſter, whoſe loue a while proreGted him from domeſtique 
Aduerſaries, orher-whiles his owne valour was his ſafeguard. By 
which two he enioyed grear digniries and reports , till old age ouer- 
rook him.which kild him not. bur his traiterous brother Shawgad,out 
of no orher cauſe rhen pale Ennie, ſought his deſtruction, and effc- 
ted it;zby digging pirs.couered with boughes,which ſceming harme- 
lofſe. gave him miſerable ruine.jnro one of which as he was in chaſe;

The vow of the Perſzars neuer alrcrs,nor could he 
be diſſwaded, till the Mzfz7e, or ſacred meſſenger, aſſures him, Maho- 
mt by reuclation told him; Fis oarh might be difpenced with, ſo for- 
tie thouſand were beheaded, no matter what, ro which at length he 
is content to, whereupon a generall maſſacre of all ſorts of beaſt ex- 
ecured, the harmeleſle often ſuftering forthe nocent, and this mo- 
numentof mercileſſe mercy , wasreared higher then any Moſque in 
that Citie, though now growne ruinous. 
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Alike Trophee, was built by cruell M»ſapha Baſſatv, Generall fot 
the Great Turke Amuraththe Third, who with a hundred thouſand 
men earred Perſia , and was repulſt by Sultan Toromach the Per ſta?! 
Generall, where,in the Ca/4aras Plaines thirtic thouſand Tres loft 
cheir lines, and only eight thouſand Perſrars, of whoſe heads Ar (ta- 
ha made a monument tor his deare boughr victory, and horrour to 
the Perſians. | 

Hence we lourmed tov;ards the Court which then was in Hr: 4: 
nia. neere the Caſpian Sea, firſt nightro Reze, hence forward travel- 
ling all che night andrepoſing (1 cannotſay fleeping , the Gnats ſo 
eroubled ys) all rhe day. | 

We had guides and a Conuoy to dire& vs,the Starres were theirs. 
without whoſe ayme there is no certaintie. The Sunne is fo fi cry 
and makes the Sands ſo {calding on the day time, that ir then prohi- 
birs Pilgrimages. 

Hence to Sardahan, ſixtcene miles from our laſt Marzeil, next 
night ro Whomg feuen andewentie miles , and ncxr to Tawgebawt, a 
Houle and Garden of the Kings, giuingplace ro few in Pdrthia.The 
houſe is ſmall in compaſſe, not affoording aboue a dozen Chambers, 
but che Ornament is Gold, enameledand pargered very damtily:the 
Garden is North from the Houſe yet ioyning to it, it has fix ſeuerall 
diſcenrs,cach part giuing eighrie paces,& ſeuentie broad, tis watered 
by a cleare riuolet(tho litle)by whoſe vertue ir abounds in Damaske 
Roſes and other flowres., pletitie of broad ſpreading Chenor-trees 
(which is like our Beech) with Pomegranats, Peaches, Apricockes, 
Plummes, Apples, Peares, Cheſnurs and Cherries. Ir has Ecchoes, 
naturall Grottoes and Labyrinths, made by art and nature.Ir enioyes 
a Hot-houſe well built and paved with white Marble, and theſe arc 
the rarer, becauſe they are feared and walled about , in a large euen. 
Plaine, rich in nothing but Salt and Sand. 

Hence wee rode to Baw?, (which ſignifies a Garden too) next in 
Objgarnty, both theſe arc Houſes belonging tothe King , who twixr 
Spawharwn and the Caſpian Sea has a Houle at euery twelue miles for 
Enrertainment, 

This ni9hts trauaile was bettered by Cymrhia's candor; and behoof- 
fall, becaufe wee tranelled rhrough 2 miſcrable inhoſpitable wilde 
Deſert of Sand, ten miles-broad, and the length ren rimes fomuch, 
The fands by the fury of 1lempeits lies in great drifts , like moun- 
raines, ſo light and vaſtable, that the high wayes afc neuer certaine, 
whereby paſſengers are oft inuoJued and ouer-turned,they and their 
Camels, and ſo periſhinthe mercilefſe ſands; to prevent which dan-

Flies and Snakes, that peſtered vs to our wofull remembrances. 

By ſome, this Kingdome, has beene called Corea, by others Girgis

reſt number and offence. ſwarme of Gnars and Flies . and ſtinging 
Scorpions:they are ſmall in bulk, bur fiercein their ve ncmous difpo» . 
ſirions,he rhar is ſtung if he eſcape death,is frantique rwentie koures 
at leaſt : and no better remedy then (like AchHes Spcare) ro turne a 
Scorpion into Olle, and apply it ro the place offended. 1 le Hzrc.z. Remedis ags77 
zians thinke to preuent their poylon , by Charmes which they tie 7-77 
abour their armes, yer it ſomerimes failes them , and then the canſe 
is there that dayes ſinne, them{elues excuting it. 
The prime Cities of this Kingdome are Farrabart., Aſharafje,Periſ- 
s0w., Omoall,, Barſiuſhdea, and Derbent., moſt of which places are wa- 
rered by the Riuers, Araxzs, Connack, Obſel, Cyre, Rha and Cheiſell, 
from the Defarrs of Lorr, and together with {euentic mourhed Vo!- 
ga, from Myſcoxia, emprie themſelues into this Caſpian Sea, which 
though turbulent, wee ſaw neither ebs nor flowes (yetneuer oucr- 
flowes) and has no commerce or entercourle with any Sea, except 
(as is credible) it be ſubterrancan, into the Euxine : and is lefle won- 
derfull, remembring the floud Z7oberis, which ariſing our of Tawrys, 
hides it ſelfe thirtie miles vnder ground and opens it ſelfe againe,and 
mixes with another Riner in that Countrey called Rhs4ago, both 
which run into the Caſpian Sea. And Tradition tels vs that the Mo- 
arch A/ezarrder to find the truth of this report, made rwo Oxen be 
throwne into Z7oheris, who were ſeene to rife againe at Rhodago. 
The like is reported of the Riner Niger in Afrique. 
The Caſpian Sea is in compaſſe neere three thouſand miles,tisfrom 
North to South , ſeuen hundred and odde miles , and from Eaſt to 
Weſt fixe hundred. tis in forme Ovall. 
Hyrcania attoords Rice (neere which fields tis vnwholſome dwel- 
Ing, by reaſon of rhe water which ſtandsſo long ouerit) with Bar- 
ley and Rie, andfruits in grear plenrie. | 
The people ſpeake the Language of Perſiz, their apparell like the 
Iriſh Troofes, their heads haue a high woollen Cap, furced with 
ehcir ſheep-skins, They are affable, and delight in nouelries. 
Howbeir the Perſrans, if one may beleeue them , report merris 
ſtorics of theſe Hyreanians, making the men brurith and the women 
vachalt,that they are very faire and amiable(which we credir.finding 
{o) and fo kind and louing vnto Tranellers, thar vpon any ſignall, 
they will receiue them, and hold ira point of rudencfſe in the Vir- 
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ins. if they be coy or Nftiofall vnto ſtrangers, this the Per/rans lay 
>Frhem © but Fn all ach rEPOIts. {urc Ihelcene them not. 
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STO "ar afjr 1145t VO tO! ifind houlcs in Het. thee 15 lc xed 12

therefore is not fo great nor beautifull as Farrabart, fine miles Weit, 

where alſo rhe King has a ſtately Palace,bur two miles from Aſharaffe 
he has a molt p! leafanr houſe called Abaſſebait, cxcelling all the reſt

him . or ſhew the way. For that morning hauing ſent ro Matonre? 
Allz-beg the great Fauorite to that end, the Infidel] returned a foot- 
man', w hom our Ambaſladour ſcorning, f {cnt backe. and {0 PTOCCC* 
ded with hisowne Company. 
ha our alighting at rhe Court gate, an Officer ledvs into Intle 
lace. haning a prettic Marblc Pond or Taxchke in Centric. lhe ret 
A with filke Carpers:where our Ambaſſadour and the reſt ſtayed 
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two hourcs and then were fcaſted with a diſh of Peto, which is 
Rice boyled with Hens, Mutton, Butrer, Almonds and Turmerack: 
but how meane ſocuer the dict was,the furniture was excellent,pure 
beaten gold, both diſhes, couers, flaggons. cups and the reſt, 

| Thence we were led by many S/tars, through a large, delicate. 
and odoriferous Garden, to a houle of pleaſure , whote Chambers 
both viewedthe rops of Taxrys and the Caſpian Sea. 

Into this Lodge we entred, the low-roome was round and ſpact- 
ous, rhe ground ſpread with filke Carpets, in the midſt a Marble 
Tanche fall of Chryſtaline water (an Element of no {mall account in 
thoſe Torrid habitations) and round about the Taxcke,veſſels of pare 
Gold. ſome f1d with wine. others with {weet ſmelling lowres. 

Thence into a Chamber. furniſht in manner 2s the former . but The Kingsſtere. | 
with three times more veſlels of Gold. fer there for rompe and ob- 
ſeruarion. 

Arthe end ſate the Potſhavgh or great King. « roffe-legged , and 
mounteda little higher rhen the reft , his ſear hauing rwo or three 
white ſilke ſhavs vpon the Carpets. Y 

His attire was very ordinary. his Tulipant, conld not out-value 
fortie ſhillings, his coat red Callico quilted with Cotron., worth ve- 
ry lirtle, his ſword hungin aleather belr, irs handle or hilt was gold, 
and in regard the King was ſo plaine attired, moſt of the Court, had 
like apparel on for that day. 

Yer che Plate and Tewels in that Houſe argued againft pouerrie, a 
Merchant then there, imagined it worth twenie millions of pounds. 

So ſoone as our Lord Ambaſſadour came to him, hee by his Inrer- 
preter delivered briefly, the caule of his journey which wasto con- 
gratulate his victorious ſucceſle againſt the Txrke,to renue the Traf- 
tique of Silke, and other things to benefit the Merchants, and to ſee 
Sir Rovert Sherley purge himfelte from thoſe impurarions laid on 
him by Nogdbeg the King of Perſra his late Ambaſſadour. 

he King gaue him a very gracious reply, and whereas he thinkes 
ic honour enough to let the great T»rkes Ambaſſadour kifſe the hem 
of his Coat, and ſomerimes his Foor,he very nobly gaue our Ambaſ- 
{adour his Hand, and with it puld him downe and feared him next to 
him croſle-legged , and calling for a cup off wine drunke to his Ma- 
ſter our famous King, at which he pur of his Hat. andthe King ſee- 
Ingit, put off his Lurbant, and drunke the cup off, which our Am- 
baſſadour pledged thanktully. And the people thought ir a ſtrange 
thingto (ce their King fo complementall, fortis a ſhame with them 
to be bare-headed. 

The Chamber wherein he was entertained, had rhe ſides painted 
and gilded very beaurifully. though indeed the Verſe may be inuer- 
ted, Materia (perabat opus, and not azaterian. 

Round abour, with there backs to the wall, were ſeated fiftic or

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ſrxrie Beelerbees , Sultans and Chawns, who fit like ſo inany Statues, 
rarher then Jing men, The Ganymed Boyes goe vpand downe with 
Haggons of wine, and fill ro thoſe thar couer ir. 
The day before this Ceremony, the King rode ro hunt the Ty- 
gre, acc ompanied only with rwo hundred Women , his Wiues and 
Concubines, moſt of them were attired like couragious Am8Z01s, 
with Semiter.

of life. a deare price for Nouelrties. 

Andthough tor the moſt part, when the King is1n 4 Progreſle, 
he has ſometimes ten thouſand, otherrimes twentie thouſand Coze/- 
baſharees , or Souldiers of beſt reckoning , yer at our being then ar 
Courr, two thouſand wasthe moſt, rhen attending him. 

l will relate his ſeuere iuſtice ; ated ar our beingin Hyrcania , 4 
poore man who had travelled from Cabal in 1ndia a place though 
belonging to the Mogot, yet Canadahor and much of Arachoſia conti- 
nuing it, is wonne from them by the Perſian) this poore man after fo 
long 2 10urney. gor to the Courr, and the weather being very ſul- 
phurous, affected rather the praſſe to ſleepe on then the Towne, tis 
{0 peſte red with Muske-toes, Flyes and other vermine, his buſineſſe 
was not much. yer had betrer, beene none artall. 

[c was his ill fate, tobe a fleepe, as old Abbas was going a hunting 
within the path, rhe King ſaw him nor, bur his pamperd horle ſtarr. 
led at him.whereart immediatly the King ſent a broad Arrow inrs the 
poore mans heart, andere all his followers had paft , the man: was 
kild a hundred times ouer, if {ſo many Arrowes could have forfeited 


{o many lives, in imiratingthe King. as if the deed were good and 


commendable 

A Souldiers Wife abounding with more Luſt then Lone, com- 
plaines to the King, her Husband did not farisfic her , whereas hee 
makes her be coupled to an Aſmego , whole villany and luſt rooke a- 
way her lite. 

A Cozel-baſh here preſented hima Petition , the writing did not 

pleaſe him, he ſends for the Clarke, cuts off his hand, and made the 
Pookloner be almoſt drubd to death. 

Two needie Knaves were brought atore him, and condemned for 
{tealing. 

The King threatned them more for being ragged and louſic,there 
to diſgrace his Court, then for the theft. And that they might dic 
neatlier. then they lined he cauſes new Coates robe pur vpon them, 
wn forthwith commanded they ſhould be carricd out of Towne 

nd impaled vpon two ſtakes, thruſt through their fundaments. 

Het 185 other torres, as poyſons , ſtrangling with bow-ſtrings, 
men-cating Dogs (ſome of which the Merchantsor Sca-men bring 
QUE « 'of England, and (ell there)and men from their infancie educated 
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to Canibaliſme, with many other tortures rather beſeeming a blou- 
die Tyrant, then ſo famous a King. 

A Duke who is his Vice-roy for Hyrcania, (ccing a Boy , whole 
Father was poore (and vnder his command)againſt the Boyes will. 
his parents knowledge and the Law of Nature , makes him a Sodo- 
mite (which crying, ftane , though licenſed by their Alcoran, yer 
force is not to be vſed, and therefore have Garymeds in cach great 
Citic tolerated the Father of this wronged child proftrates himſelfe 
before the King, and acquaints him with that villany , the King ſee- 


ing ſorrow and rruth inthe Peaſants looke , demands of the Duke, |. 


who then was fitting there, how true it was : his countenance be- 
wrayes him, The King hauingatthar inſtant , a Knife in his hand, 
giues it the poore Father and bids him Eunuchize him, puniſhing 
thoſe parts, that had offended. 'The Duke durft nor ſtartle or enter» 
cede the Law of the Perſrar,neuer alrers the poore man, cxecures,as 
was enioyned him. Ihe King though , continues his iurifdiftionto 
him, and has him yer, his obedient lane or ſeruant. His Serag/io only 
loſt moſt by that bargaine. | 

The King by a Hyrcanian Lady (which Countri-woman the Beg- 


goon his mother alſo was, wife ro Mahoret) had rwo ſonnes, Iſmael? 


and another,Mzrz4. Iſmael! died, hauing nor attained twenty yeares. 
and the yonger brother by right and law of birth and Nations then 
became heire apparant to his dignitic and expectations. 

Shaw Abbas his Father by his other Paramours had many children, 
bur this Mz724 as endued with the prerogatiues of yearcs and birth= 
right, prevailed more ihis Fathers affeCtion, and rhe eſtabliſhment 
of ſucceſſion, then rhe orher children , obtained by his affabilitic (a 
vertue ofeſpeciall luſtre and value with the Perſian) courage, boun- 


ge, experience in Armes and other Princely Qualities requiſite for 


the place he liued in, rhe ſonne of ſuch a father , and rhe report hee 
aimed at, to beget lone an{ admiration amongſt his friends, and ter- 


rour with his enemies. W hereby hee gor leaue at ſundry times, ro. 


command his Fathers ready Armies, men apt tor action, and no lon- 

er ſarisfhed, then when employed , either to enrich rhemfelues by 

poile or other aduantages of Warre and Forrune,and by whoſe skill 
and his. owne valour, he much enlarged the Perſcar I crrirories, and 
got ſomewhar from the Mogx// towards Candahor, from the Arabian 
neere to Balſora, andthe Tartar Fait ofthe Hyrcanizn Sea. SOthat 
this MirZaes proweſle and good Iucke became newes of ioy and ſ{or- 
row to the Perſiaz and their enemics. His friends from ſecret wel- 
wiſhes breake our into acclamations of prayſes and extreme Defſarts, 


andin peculiar fancies cleuared him. Some commend his perſon, 


ſome his excellencie and delight in armes, others his eloquence and 
all his libecalitie and care. In a word they eſteemed him wirchour 
compariſon, and left nothing valaid or vndone that could adde et- 
tha; 
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ther honour or contentment to him , who for all this (nor like our 
common ſpirits, who vpon ſmall aduancement or other artribures 
deifie rhemſelues and ſuppoſe all ſuch addirions tributary, and vnder 
their deferuings) ſtood immoueable , and ſorry they accounted him 

ſo worthy. in modeſtic blaming them for doubling his merirs,and ac- 
_ cuſing himſelfe of hypocriſte and neglect. ro ſuffer his Atis to be ſo 
gilded, and leaft hee mighr eclypſe the King his Farher either in his 
{plendour or content. 

And to ſay truth, his popularitic begor iealouſte and contemprin 
che King his Father, who out of his ſuſpicious narure, grounded on 
Tyrannie, his feare of the Mirzaes ambitious deſignes,the inconſtan-« 
cie of the Perſrars, and irritations of fome Cabiner Counſellours (e- 
nemies tothe Prince) abour him, beganne ro feare him and defirous 
(rhough his ſonne)ro haue him ſtrangled,rhus we ſee how cruel] ica- 


louſie is, more cruell then the Graue , and the bloud-thirſtie dege- 


nerating of Tyrants and cruell men from grace, who asthey are by 
Gods Souncraigne pleaſure ſeated in more eminencie then others, ro 
defend and relicue the diſtreft and wel-deſeruing, turne itinto pride 
and cruelrie, diniding mercie and iuftice who delight cach other.and 
ſuch appeares in this od Abbas, that ſo farre forgot repentance, for 
murthering his eldeſt brother Emir-hamze-mirza ., a Prince ſo com- 
pleacly valianr, victorious, and each way worthy , that rhough rhe 
Txrkes {whoſe ſcourge he euer was like another Scarderbeg) reioy- 
cedar ir, yet ir drew flonds of reares and inceſſant lamentations from 
the Perſians, tor the vntimely and treacherous downfall, of ſuch a 
| hopefull, beaurifull, and delighrfull Cedar, and in memory of whom 
{beingalland the vemoſtreuenge they durſt to expiate) they ſolem- 
nized his Funerals with annuall teares, and for many yeares excee- 
dingly hatred his Fratricide Abbas , then ruling ouer them and who 
by all acts of conqueſt againſt their aduerſaries , and indulgence for 
cheir ſaferies laboured his ingratiating into their loue, and by a coun- 
terteit deploring what had beene perpetrared, ar lengrh obrained it : 


che thought of this, and poſting his pur-blind Father into Paradice, 


time forgorren, eſpecially ſeeing they enioyedrheir {euerall plea» 
ſures in like ſort as anciently, and that by Shawgh Abbas his victories 
againſt rhe T#rke and Tartars, they became redoubted and feared in 
moſt of Aſre. So thar for many yeares hee gouerned fortunate and 
wſtly. beloucd and honoured , and neuer ata higher pitch artained 
ir, then now. crowning his hoſtile employments by the victory and 
branery of his ſonne the admired Mirza (himſelfe tumbling in wan- 
ton pleaſuresand varietie of delights.) | 
— The Prince in ſome attempts into Arebia, heard of, ſaw, admired, 
and after ſome reciprocall fauours, eſpouſes an Arabian Princefle to 


11s Wite, a Ladie (if report of a Perſiaz man of norte, be worth the - 


crediting) endowed with ſuch gifts and ornaments of minde , birth, 
| beau. 
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beautie and loyalrie, as parelleld rhe beſt their lining , and enftiled 
the poſleflor rich an4 happy. And the rather , becauſe withour ex- 
ceptions, in the quarrelſome opinions of the King his father. 

By this Lady he had two children, Soffie and Fatyzma © borh ac- 
counted of, by Parents and Grandfire, and pleaſing to the Perſrars. 
who honourthe iſſue of ſuch as deſcend from Anceſtors of courage, - 
high birth, beaurie andthe like , all which flowed into theſe rwo 
Princes. 

All terrene ijoyes are mixt with diſcontent and periods, and old 
Abbas, day by day increaſing his tealoufie and enuie to his ſonne, 
intends to hinder his further progrefſe into glory or ocher happines. 
he durtt nor baniſh him, leaſt hee ſhould conuerr his rage, to affront 
his vnnaturall Father, and when he thought of killing him by trea- 
ſonin his Army(the innocent Prince art that time, ſweating in bloud 
ro redeeme the honour of his Countrimen againſt the T»rke) that 
frighred him, leſt when his cruelty diſcloſed ir ſelfe,vpon apprehen- 
Gon of the murderer, his men in reuenge and deteitarion of his Ty- 
ranny might rebel), or ioyning withthe enemie , to his irreparable 
lofſe of purſe and honour. So thar he reſolued ro execute him ar the 
Court. when farre from friends and where he could beſt faine an in- 
nented crime, ſo without more procraſtinations, he ſends a ſhooter 
or footman to him, and (all excuſes ſer aſide) ro poſt ro Court : 
where the buſinefſe ſhould then be told him. 

The Prince, to torfer their amazement and ill opinion of him,de- 
clares the meſſage and aſſures them of his flying Peed thither and 
backe againe, and withour more ceremonie haſtens to receiue in- 
ſtead of thankes, deſtruftion. . | 

His arriuall was quickly knowne to his father 45445 , who ſends 
him word he wasnot very well, and deſired him to repoſe where 
they ſhould carry him, and ere long hee would come and welcome 
him. 

The credulous Prince, withour any ſuſpect of treachery (inuinci- 
ble ſignes of honeſtic and a fincere mind) followes the man appoin- 
ted ro ſhew his lodging, whereinto, (fo ſoone as that ſeruant was de- 

ed) enters at atrap-doore , ſeuen great Villaines, deafe and 
dumbe,armed with Bow-ſtrings and bloudie minds,whoſe habit and 
weapons withour other Interpreters, aſſured che amazed Prince 
that he was betrayed, and ſealed to deſtruction. It oratorie or other 
ſubmiſſive ſignes of entrearie could haue begot pitic or intermiſſion 
from rheſe he]-hounds, bur only rill he knew the cauſe of this vnna- 
earall proictt, he had affoorded ir, but knowing they were deafe in 
bodie and (oule, inflamed wirh rage and ſorrow ,, that hee wanted 2 
Sword or other Weapon to defend himſelfe , hee flew vpon them 
all, one after another, offending them by rare force and agilitie , a 


long time preventing the noozesto faſten on him,which they threw 
in- 
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inceſſantly cowards his necke, preſenting pale death in their terrible 
rwangs. and armed with integritic and innocence , cre they could 


- {rrangle him, he ſenr three of rhem ro the Deuill, ro receiue their 


recompence. the other foure ſceing rheir danger, re-enforced their 
ations. and ar laſt faſtned on him,who quite ſpent with rage and op- 
poſals, fell downe dead , and as crauing a ceſſation of that horrible 
tohr. and that they would nor equallize him in the manner of his 
1carh. ro abie& Dogs. Bur theſe Canibals continued their cruel] 
-owardizeborh dead and living, and had ſurely finithe their villany, 
1zdnor rhe King then entred and preuented rhem ( who ſome ſay, 
was a ſecret ſpectator of this vnparalleld barbariſme) hee forthwith, 
commands his tired armes to be pinnioned, and ere he had fully re- 
ered his ſences . makes a hot flaming fteele be drawne afore his

and hopcleſſe of any ioy or honour euer after, 

This could nor be fo ſecretly committed , burin time, all Perſrs 
knew it, and lamented ir with teares for him , and imprecations of 
all niſchiefe vpon the Authours of it : his Army were of longtime 
implacable, bur when they ſaw it was paſt remedic, and the King 


_ wouldin time, ſerue them with like {awce. if they continued refra- 


Qorie, they rerired, and buricd in marmure and forced filence,what 


their hearts fully and freely diſcourſt ypon. 


Soſoone as the blinded Prince , perceived himſclte impriſoned 
(which hee ſaw with the eyes of griefe and vnderttanding) hee was 


more then half-diſtrated, exclaimed vpon his bloudie father , curſt 
| his birth-day, and vowed the Kings deſtruction. and his F auourites, 


it it Jay in hispower to ſee or touch them: bur when he cald ro mind 
his impoſſible deſires. he roared hideouſly, and in a word, expreſt all 
rue {ymptomes of madneſſe and defire of reuenge , till his afflicted 
Kinſmen and companions, flockt about him , and dictated patience : 
which they bertered, by celating their owne guordam greatneſie in 


bloudand offices, till by the like diflike and murabilitic of Shaw Ab- 


bas his humours, they were digraded , rrod vpon , mutilated, ſome 

their eyes put out, ſomerheir eares and noſes cut off, and others in 
otner members, here capriued and almoſt famiſhed. | 
In thofe diſconrented rimes, the-King mouing like Satzrze1n the 
inzheft Orbe , deliciouſly tooke his pleaſure, and on all ſides ſtood 
tree and firme againſt ftormes or other accidentall caufcs , able to 

»irh{tand his quiet. : | 

He ſurfeired in varietic of pleaſures, but none tooke him ſo much 
a5 the beaurie and pretic diſcourſe he obſerued in Fazzrra (daughter 
| £Q 
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co his blinded fad edn EI which Ladie , though nor feuen 

yeares old, in luch fortinchanted doting Abbs, char nothing rellithr 

well withour Fatyma,none gaue him mirth, cue Fatyma , and if in- 

raged againſt any, no berrer reconcilement then by Fatzina , to thac 

Court and Kingdome wounded ar his loue to this wirtie Ladic his 

beloued grand-child, whom when aged two yeares more, he p! UrpO- 
 ſeda marriage with an Arabian King, 

Nor had King 4662s all the benefit of this little Lady, for though 
ſhe hadall poſſible delighr and pleaſure ar the Courr : yer negle: ted 
ſhe no part of durie, but came very oft into the Citradell rozoy her 
facher and relecue his wanrs; for thar none laue ſhee .. durlit ak the 
King for their allowances , withour apparant d langer of diſpleaſure 
and life wirhall, if it hapned he was dupleaſed. thou gh in other mat-. 
ters, whereby the royall (but moſt miſerable) priſoners at ſometimes | 
were neere famiſhed, none daring ro re! eeue them, leſtthe iealous 
King might haue them 1n ſuſpirion. 

Thus by this good Lady gained rhey what formerly they pined 
for. euen food and comfort. Bur as the Deuill is never fild wirh villa- 
ny.bloud,or horrour,ſo he exaſperares this blinded Prince her farther 
ro a ſtrange reuenge (forne of a father both vnnarurall) for thirſting 
after it though neuerſo terrible, ina Deuilliſh apprehenſion , hea- 
ringof his fathers immoderate ioy and pleaſure hee tooke in Fatz#zz. 
whom to, (reuenge excepred which whirld him head-Jong to perdi- 
tion) he aftected exceedingly the law of Nature (for wee namenor 
grace in theſe Caraſtrophes ) her infinite deſeruings , as Ioded with 
admirable beaurie, a delicare ſpirit, {weer behautour and charitable 

 a&s ſurpaſſing child-hood, forced him to conceiue well of her, and 
with he had ſome meanes to be renenged, bur this word revenge he 
till harpr vpon : it was his food, rayment, fleepe and chiefe delight, 
forall the reſt were comprehended in bloud-thirſtineſſe. Which 
wicked deſigne at lengrh hc accoinpliſnes, for onetime when his ſad 
Wife and ſonne were fittin. by him , prettie Fatzz74 came in with 
relicfe vato her father , and by all ations of loue and durie ro ſhew 
her ſelfe obcdienr, ſuch rime (curſed rime) as this young Princefſe 
laid abour him.the Prince called her, who readily came to be made 
much of, bur ſee a horred entertainment . for in ſtead of loue and 
kindneſſe , with admirable celeritic and rape , zrafping her render 
necke with his ſtrong and wrarhfall hands, whirling her abour, ere 
thee could begye tor pitric or helpe, the cruell father threw ſtarke 
dead vpon the floore his daught cr Fatyma,and in her the ioy of pa- 
rents cxcelhuec delight of the aged King, and ſole ornament and 
comfort of all that Kingdome : rhe poorxe Princeſlc ftrugled and 
cried our againtt him, thar it was Fezymra, little thinking, hee - pk 
fore kild her, becauſe Fu, £3774. Bur hee hearing his ſonne Soffte v3 


thereto, in blind fort purſned him, who to his :00d forcune eſcapr 
dow ne 
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downe ftaires, and ſome yeares after at his Grand-fires death , was 
crowned King of Perſia at our comming thence. ; 

So ſoone as old King Abbas heard of this fad accident, hee fell into 
{uch paſſions of rage and ſorrow, that each man feared he would be- 
come his owne Executioner : and though many pirtied him and 
were ſorry for the cauſe, yer none durit comfort hm, fearing his 
impatient nature, bur lefr itro time and rhc Kings owne courage and 
proutdence to mitigate his dolours. L 

Yer, to exprefle how il] he tooke {o foule a murcher (hypocriti- 
cally maſquing his former cruelties) ſends threars of terrible farii- 
factions, as famine, ſtrapadoes and other puniſhments ro the inraged 
Prince his Sonne. Who, by the Mefſhnger retuned his father many 
curſes, hopes of better reuenge and wiſhes of ten thouſand mi- 
ſeries to fall vypon him, and in this cholloricke and melancholy 
remper he ſpent two ſad dayes, and in the third gaue a period tro 
his miſeries in. this World, by fupping a delighted cup of extreame 
poyſon, and when his death was told the King, he commanded ſome 


. Noble men to ſee him buried , bur not where harmeleſſe Fatzme 


was entombed. 

The fad Princeſle his wife, ſurfeiting with forrow and diſcontent 
mewed herſelfe vp, and fince thar time has ſeldome beene ſeene to 
any, ſo that the cerraintic of her life is doubrtull vnto many, Excepr 
now herſonne Soffe-Shaw, (ſucceeding his royall Grandfire Abbas, 
in the Perſrardignitie, and crowned at our comming thence ) hath 


ſince difſwaded her from thar ſolirary and vohirring life, and to afford 


her ſome joy then, rather th<n for euer ro liue withour ir, 

Bur of what courage, ingenuirie, or inclination King Soffc ſh-wes 
himſclfe, I cannot giue the Reader ſatisfaction in, in that we parted 
thence, uſt at his Coronation, and his yeares cannor yer beger dif- 
cretion in full meaſure {being nor aboue fifreene ) bur ir appeares 


partly. that he js truly of rhe Abaſran pedigree, for ſo ſoone as he got 


ſecuritie of the Diademe , hee cur off Mahomet-allz-begs head (his 
Grand-fathers only Fauourire) to be heireto his eſtate, and to con- 
rent his Guardian Emaneoly Chawn , Duke of Shiras , and ſince has 
ſh-wed his Guardian fuch anorher curreſte, Awpo r 6 3 1. by making: 
headleſſe rhe Beg/erbeg his eldeſt ſonne, vpon ſmall ground of rca- 
!On, except to beger rerrour in other his high-minded ſubicas, 

The beginning of T#xethe King departed Aſharaffe , by the ſtraits 
of Mozen{ram, going to Cazheen , where hce bid our Ambaſſadour 
meer him tor his diſpatch. 


Hee {ent vs another way by Mount Taxrws, that wee might ſee the 


reſt of Hircanta the better. | 

Sir Robert Sherley left vs awhile, and trauclled ro the Court in 
company of a Georg/an Ambaſſadour, and at this time an Ambaſſador 
fron the Tartar,tooke his leaue and departedhome by Samarchans. 
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From Aſharaffe, wee rode to Farrahaut (into which wee entred 
vpon Whitſunday) a Cirie extendingto the Sea of Barr , Hyrcan or 


Coſpien Sea. 
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eA Deſcription of Farrabaut, and the... 
Caſpian Sea... 


Arrabat or (Bant) lies one mile from the Caſþian Sea , itis the 
beſt Towne for beautic, greatnes and wealth in rhe Kingdome 
of Hircania. 

Tis warered with a ſtreame of fortie paces broad , which arifing 
from Mount Taxrus , here embowels ir ſelfe into thar Sea ., it a- 
bounds with fiſh of moſt ſorts , and is furniſhed with a few little Ca- 
noes or Boats made of one Tree,and is capable to receiue eight men 
in faire weather, in this River are ſome long, deepe prams , ſowed 
rogether with hempe and cord (bur vnpitchr or calkt.) In theſe the 
Muſconian Merchants, faile downe Yolga, ouer the Caſpian Sea , and 
arrive at Farrabaut,rto traffique for raw ſilkes, which they tranſport 
to Moſco, and through Kxjſze. Theſe ſhips ordinarily come thither 
in March and returne in T#ly , ſo that with a faire winde from Farra- 
baut, they doe crofle the Sea, and get to Afiraran in eight or ten 
dayes laile. 

Farrabant glories aſwell in her two large and beautifull Buzzar-. 
and fragrant Gardens, as in a ſumpruous Palace ofthe Kings, ſeared 
| P NECTE 
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: neere the ner at the North end of that Citie.. che Courr and ſhade: 
of pleaſant trees affoord delight from each Chamber in the Houle. 
the roomes are vniforme, three of them eſpecially rich 1n furnirure, 
the ground laid with Crimſon Veluer, ſtutt with Downe, the Caſe- 
meprs of broad cleere Mxſconjar glaſle : rhe top richly imboſt with 
Gold. the fides all Mirrours or Looking-glafſes. And theſe Cham 
bers are his retiring parts for recreation with his Concubines, other 
Chambers in this Palace , are wrought with Picturcs of vile and vn» 
ſ{cemely paſtimes, better forgot then memorized. 

From thence we travelled to a Towne called Chacoporo , twelue 
niles from Farrabaw?, ſeated vpon the Caſpian Sea, it has a Riuer a 
= ſtone caſt oner , which the people ſay is eleuen monerhs freſh and 
one extreame ſalt. Next night we lay in Barffzſhdee, a Towne both 
great and happy, in wood and warer. but has no wine, the reaſon js, 
the Law there takes away his life that drinkes-any , this is from the 
 Iaftrwclue mules. 
Next night we got to a pleaſant Towne cald 0-927 ſeated ar the 
toor of Mount Tawres. 
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Moal/ is a Cutie buile vnder the North fide of the Imperions 
| Mounraine Texrws , has three thouland houſes, and thoſe 
not builded in rhe meaneſt faſhion. T is inhabited by diuers 
Nations, Armenians, Georgians, Temes, Perſrans, Hircans, Curdies, 
T2#riſians and others whereby feuen ſeuerall Languages are ſpoken 
12 this Cirie. 

The place is fruitfull and bleſſed, aſwell in her preſent profperi- 
ry as antique greatnefle , ſhee was anciently cald Nabarca, and fa- 
mouſed tor a dreaming Oracle , long time of diuine Xſteazy among 
them, In which age it was the Metropolis of thar Kingdome,ro this 
houre teſtified by her ruines abour her, howheir as yer ſhe excels in 
the rarenefle of a Caſtle (ſecond ro none abour her) which beſides 
the well compoſed ArchiteQure, affoording no {mall pleaſure ro the 
cyc. it has ſweet Gardens, repleat with fragrant flowres and choiſeſt 
trois. And for herdefence isincloſed by a deepe trench, which fild 
with water yeelds aſwell profitas defence. 

Cloſe by1s a Church or Moſqxe, in which lic intombed foure hun+ 
red fortic fourc Princes and Prophers of that Kingdome, many of 
v hoſe T ombes yceld admiration ro the beholders, principally char 
ot Meer Agormaden , to whoſe adored Shrine are daily offercd [c- 
r10us Deuvonons: at my entrance I found rweoty ancient well appa-

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relled Arabians. cloſe by Prince Agoomadens Grave, ſerround with 
each an drake Booke before him , our of which with great Mo- 
deſty and wel-runed Songs they celebrared to tho fe dead Princes, a 
long continued lamentation, W herein thev were to f{erious.. thar 
chough they ſaw me. they continued their dolours rill the en: 1 _ 
then very curteouſly arolc and bid me welcome , ſhewing mee all [ 
defiredin rheir 1<cmple 
The people are very conrecanshe rhe women beautiied with com» 
plement and dainrie feature : one day. when the weather was eXccc- 
og hor, I wentro the water-fide(neere the Gd oucr which the 
nighrbefore we centred the Cirie e) WHCTC chinking by he lpe of many 
Popler-rrees to ſhade my felte from ourragious ph. zetop, {cuen or 
eight beaureous (but not bathtyJ]) Damozels ſudde nly. naked, came 
forth of the river ro adnure my hat bit, having never {eene any Exr0- 
pean there before, ſome wonders at my clothes. {i ome my {purrcs, 0 
thers my haire (differing trom rhe mode of thar Nation) by which1 
became iealous of their honeſty and left them, bur by enquiry I per- 
- ceived, ir was an affected nouelry, and when rhe men (ſuch time y- 
ſually as the ſonne, is in his Meridian ) goe to ſleepe. the women 
then cnioy the riuer. and coole their heare. 1n both kinds roo much 
abounding there. 
Their habit is only a ſmocke of Callico Lawne,wrought at hands 
necke and skirts, with filke and gold. _ 
From Omoal, wee roade to a place cald Larrz-Tohz, rhe diſtance 
thirty miles, at which Towne, ends the Kingdome of 'Hzz cania.and 
the entrance to Mount T aur takes beginning. |

111 this p] acc. tiue and twenty yeares agoc ruled a King Meleck BE J- 


- famanby name, who commanded like anorher P/z7o, through theſe 


Hils and Dales in 7 arms, a Prince though contined ro {mall fimirs, 


aud forced with great coſt and care ro mainraine his Royalties a- 


vainſt rhe Tartar and Perſear, his great and quarrelfome Neighbours, 
verſuch was his good fortune, his policie, valour and loue ynto his 
[ubics, that rhough often inuaded and by many Princes, hee ftood 
{ccure, and hucd to ſee the rnine and downfall of many.his late enc- 
mics. His only ayme rending to preſerue , what his Predeceſſours 
had made him heireto,, and thar his gray hairs might goe in peace 
to an eternall Dormicory, | | 

Thus thought Bahama, and added his endeuours to preſeruc his 
thoughts. Bur 45b5 the Perſian and victorious King, whole reſo]u- 
tions were all for conqueit, whoſe doings were cuer turbulent, and 
whoſe aſpiring conceirs moſt wonderfull : In his rerurne from the 
conquelt of Mozerdram (or Hyreania) which he got by perſwaſion 
orc then force, and by helpe of his Heriazs and Onzrbeg Tartars, 


 r*{olacs to be no longer bearded by this mounraynous Prince,who 


om his dwellings couldnor only view farrc into cither Kingdomes 
Mozendram and Sheirvan , but thereby rooke opportunitie to ran- 
ſacke his Carrauans, anticipate his progreſic tothe Caſpian Sea, and 
rune choſe Rivers into other ſources, which ſpringing from the 
Tauriſizz Hils, lowed through the Perfran I crritories, and was the 
[ole deitghr and wealth of all thoſe Kingdomes. 

Now though theſe reaſons were conicfurall , in that hee neuer 
knew Prince Bahamana deceitfull or grating Neighbour, yet Abbas 
playd the Wolte, who drinking atthe Founrain-head, quarrels witft 
he harmeles Lambe for quenching his flagranc thirſt ar the ſtreame 


\clow. And impartient of longer tryall, conuocatesa great Army of 
Timariots and Coozel-baſhaes, oner whom hee appoints Methicwli-

This could notbe fo ſecterly enrended, bur aged Bahaman heares 
of his aymes and prouiſions, at which though ſomewhar terrified. 
[1 thar his great yeares were more propenſe to cafe then tumulr, 
yer that his fairhfull people might nor in any thing recciue diicou- 


_ ragement or cowardize from his example,whoſc intereſt and honour 


was molt. and moſt engaged : hee prouides 45 4 common farther for 


them, and pertormeseach att. requiſire in a careful! and experien-

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Hee plants G, arriſons in lackeoll = and feruice, leanes na- 
ked and delticure of all helpe his Conntrey, lett the Pe r(rar Armic 
might prey vpon it. and mewes himſelfe, his Wife, rwo ſonnes and 
ten thouland men in this aforenamed Caſtle. ftored wirh prouiſton 
and victuals. ſufficient for a fue yeares fiege againſt rhe Enemy. 

The Pe ran Generall with thirtie thouſand men . haſten towards 
Taurus, where attheir firſt aſcent , "they were troubled by ſome 
Mountayners . ſer their purpoſely by King Bahaman , thee with 
Darts, and rowling ſtones vpon them , for ſome time endamaged 
the Perſian, bur could not preuent their reſolued paſſages : and afrer 
{ome {mall $kirmiſhes. encamprt themſelues before this Caftle , ha- 
uing heard by ſome priſoners, that Melec/ Bahaman. the two Princes 
and force of all the Kingdome was there included. | 

Met hiculi-beg,when he had well viewed this inaccetlike Fortreſſe, 
halfe defpayred of ſubduing him , for beſides the ttrengrh of men 
and wals, he {aw 1t w 25 impregnable, {uch was rhe grear heighr of the 
Caſtle and the perpendicular aſcenr.rwo mayne defences wherewith 
nature and induſtry had gracedir. 

Some attemprs he vſcd bur inualidable; ro ſhoot Darts or Arrowes 
at it,was one with ayming at the Moone, Some fmall thor they had, 
bur roo weake to penetrate Rockes, and great Ordnance (which 
only was auallable) they had nor , wherewith either to affrighr or 
barter them. 

So after many tedious hrauadoes (wherein the Perſran received 
{tones for their arrogancy) the Generall(not daring to returne with- 
our the victory) finding force nor patience of any value, turnes Ma- 
chianillian. 

He ſummons them aboueto parley with him.which being granted 
by his Herald he prefents him many proteſtations of loue and deſire 
of friendſhip , that his Warre was grounded only to fatisfie Shaw 
Abbas , who had ſworne to be reuenged vpon them , for offering in.

tie, androttrengrhen his Ambaſlage, that ir mighr thadow trurh,and 
beger beliefe the readier, preſents the aged King with Tulipants, Se- 
miters. Pearles and ſome orher inricing lewels , Withall entreares 
him ro come downe and raſte a Banquer, ſwearing by Mortis Al/yand 
King Abb.5 heads, by Paradice and the eighr Orhbes , that he ſhould 
returne in ſafety. and he moſt deſiredir,thar ſome Articles of agrec= 
ment might enſue their parley 

The King (w ho cuer affeciec d peacc) heares his meſſages, recemes 

his preſents, and becomes too credulous of the Perſians honeftie, his 


Wife and Sonnes ditlwade him from it . cell him examples of rheir 
hy ot 
) 
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/pocriſie, and by many wayes ek ro divert hisovrney, but net- - 
er thoſe © nor the teares his Souldicrs ſhowred ro begge his ſtay. 
(vou ing to mayntiyne the defence , ro rhe laſt man) could hinder 

his deſtiny. but downehe gocs, and finds the General} ready TO CM 
© race him , leads him ro his Tenr, beſtowes a Banquet on him , and 
ar niche impriſons him, regarding neither his vow, honour, nor in- 
GATE Mmenr. . 

" Meteck Bahamar , percciues the loſſe of kis lit berty when paſt rc- 
couecry. rememorizes his ſGanes aduiceand tearcs ſhed by his loyal] 
ſuhicts ro divert him, which now hee reſents and rearmes Elegiac. 

And in theſe fruitleſſe ſorrowes , rhe Perſian Generall ſummons 
the yourhfnll Princes ro deſcend, if rhey reſpected the addition of 
new honours to themlelues, a pe riodro this watre, and (which was 
moſt) ſecurity and life to their indulgent King ard E ather, all which 
by diſcord , and denying to come downe would be denied them, 
be an infallible Theame of endlefſe troubles, and beger an erernall 

167ument of ſhame ro their polceriry. 

The rwo Princes confiderately firtt demanded their impriſoned 
father, and then they might worthily credirthe Perſiaz, otherwiſe 
he might judge them. worſe then Ideors, the villany and breach of 
"I © towards their Soueraigne , being ſo true and freſh amongſt 
them. They mighr aſwell deſire the Caſtle and other Royalties, as 
demandthe Owners of them, andby whomfubſiſting,other anſwer 
they would make none, this excepred, rhar the King of Perftaes ill 
grounded ambirion would neuer proſper, that rhough of long time 
he had politely auoided the Eperhite ofa T yranr. This would rub a- 
freſh his former injuſtice and anaromize him, ſo cleercly, rhat all 4- 
{z, world nor only ſufpe&t him, bur account him odious, thar all men 
m1 1ighr {ee apparantly his auarice , who commanding ouer many and 

{rnirfull Prouinces, could nor be contented , withour ſubjugating 3 
N 210n, neuer wronging him , a King whoſe Ante-ceſſours had for 
more agesgouerned Larry 10x. Then the poſterity of 1ſ74e! had 

done oe 5 and a Countrey fo cold and barren.that more then ritle., 
che Pe: Fan could nor make any vſe ofnorbeneftit of addition . ſuc 
oitentarion. | 

Whenrthele words were rehearſed tothe Generall , hee was mad 
with anger, and (wirhout more Ceremony) inuites them from their 
Caſtle.ro view their Fathers head off. They reſolutely bidhim doe 
as pleated him,and remember.chat murther was not excuſed in their 
Alcoran. 

This enraged the Generall more then the former , verily imagi- 
ning they would yeeld to any thing rather then the flaughrer of 
their King and Father. 

Whereupon, he againe in vemoſt rage and fury aſſaulred them.and 
FOra FeCOMPENCe of his haſte receiued, beſides the loſſe of many 

Cote!- 
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Cozel-baſhes, a plaine proteſt from his men.of returning homewards. 
arguing thar rhey had gor the Countrey, that Shaw Abbas with more 
benehr and credit could imploy them againſt the Twrke or 1n4i2n, 
that Meleck was with them, and by his perlwaſtons mightrecouer ir. 
withour bartraile, as he had lately done Larr.at any rime. 

The Generall by this was drawne into arwofold danger. if he dil 
{cnted from their humours, he knewall paſt was to no purpoſe,and 
would inferre diſhonour to his Maſter. On the other ſide. ifhee re- 
turned without victory , hee knew his head ſhould off: ſo in great 
anguiſh, he firſt releaſes Meleck Bahaman, aſſures him , hee vſed this 
diſcourteſte but to try him , that if hee pleaſed hee ſhould ſafely re- 
turne againe or ſtay with him, where he ſhould poſſeſſe all contenr 
and honour poſhble, That hee was ſent for by the Ring : and had 
order to compound this difference: he defired the Princes his fonnes 
ro deſcend and to articulate, or let him goe vp and their ſeale an 2- 
greement, bur that he judged vnworthy his good meaning , who 
thereby might be thought a Spy : with which diſcourſe , the olde 
King was ſoouer-joyed, that he referd the choice vnto the Gene- 
rall, which hapned as he aymed ar, and ſo without delay defires the 
Princes ro come downe. 

A Meſſenger inuites them to it, aſſures them of King Bahamans 
welfare, deliners them his doting lctrers and perſwaſions: cnterlaces 
theſe wirh Piſcaſhes or gifts of worth , and ſhewes them a preren= 
ded Copy of the eafte Articles, | 

The poore and wel-nigh diſtracted Princes, knew not what to do, 
onthe one fide their refuſall might coſt the King his lite, and irrirare 
the Perſiaz to further miſchiefe, on rhe other, their Diſcent, might 
bring decett, diſtraction and lofle of life and liberty not only ro che 
King and Princes, bur ro all thoſe loyall ſubjects pent aboue , and 
who vadoubredly after then; mult to the ſhambles. 

They argued long rime too and fro, and though the Souldiers 
diſſwaded them. yer the Queene , to enjoy her Husband prouoked 
them'downe. In obedience to whom , and confidence in the Gene- 
cals oaths and promiſes. they forrowfully forſake rhe Caſtle, and are 
ſecurely guarded to the Tents, where they feaſted,and vpon ſight of 
their beloned Lord and Father, had noble entertainment from the 
Generall. 

Burt when theſe three were bleſhng their good deſtiny , ſmiling 
one vpon another, (the Generall then in company) ar ſight of a pri- 
uate token, three Cozel-baſhawes ſtanding by, in an inſtant whipt oft 
all their heads, with rheir ſlicing Shamſheers or Semiters, and Cre It Thy x;gg and 
was divulged abroad, by counterfeir ſeales and fignes, made them a» two Prixces 
boue, deſcend and yeeld the Caſtle, fome of which recetued de- han Dn 


ſtrucion, others mercy. By this dereſted policic the Perſran gor the

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Soueraigntic , and yoakr in tyranny thi> Jate thought indomitable 

Nation. ro 
Sach was the end of Meleck Bahaman, and rwo hopetull Princes, 

forgerfull of Warres ſtraragems, and how A/2dules King of Anbi- 


T.aurws, for playing faſt and looſe with Seytim the firſt Emperour of 


the Turkes, in the end, crediting rheir promiles , gaue a like period - 
ro his life and Kingdome. > 

Oppoſite to the Caſtle is erefted the Sepulchre of Maleck Baha- 
415 loued Queene, in ſight of paſſengers, tis of foure Aquilarerall 
ſquares, cleuaredeight yards high of ſtone , and playſtered with 
white, very apparant and comely. | 

A mile higher, we climed vp with much difticulcie , to the top of 
the high Peake of Damoan, whoſe top like a Sugar-loafe is veined 
aboue all the aſpiring Hils, on thoſe defatigating ledges, and from

Now whither this high Peake be denominated from the Towne 
of Demoan fne leagues diſtant, or the Towne from it, .I cannor ar- 
gue. Bur this is fo, thar Damoar mm their Language ſignihes a ſecond 
Plantation, trom which, andrhe height of thoſe Hils , with the vn- 
certaine place of the firſt Seminary from Armenia, the Tees here in« 
habiring, ſay Noahs Arke therereſted,and though the Zone be good, 
the Country healrhy, the Vines excellent, and the name point ar ir, 
yer I referre my (elfe here ro the Tudicious , ir contents me only to 
recite the Tewes opinions.

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in the Kingdome of Me.22a, Atrops atia, and in the Prouince or Shire 
of Sultania, aplace fimous for winds, and ſome ouerthrowes of late 
glu: 1 the Turke Li , by ec inraged Per fan. 

This Ciric is now gonerned by a Dake, called /Zenat-chon . a man 
of more title rhen worth . as wee found there by his diſ-ourteſic 
and entertauiment. : 

This City is buzJr of white Sun-burnt brickes 1 watered with a 
. ſmall ſtreame., which runs in ewo parts through the Towne, and me- 
loes moſt of the Gardens and Groues within her, whereby ſhee 
yeelds a chanktu]lrribure of ſundry fruits. The Towne is moſt beau- 
tified, by a vaſt Garden of the Kings, {uccin& with a great rowred 
mud-wall, larger rhen the circuit of rhe Cine. 

It hasa Buzzar or M arker, which though diuided, ſhewes a COm- 
bined beaury in her (ſeparation. 

The Houſe where we lodged, ore-topping all the other, from irs

Selencus,donne of Antiechus Theos King of S5ria. 

The North Pole is there elcuared thirty fix degrees , fifreene mi- 
nures. It w.c by Tamas ſonne of Iſmpel, (the Tees repurcd Mejſeas, 
ft they found him worle then Titus) made the Metropolis of his 
I ingdomes (as Sparhame by 4bbas now) alwell for the commodi- 
guſneſſc of the place, as bordering the T#zks, his dereſted enemics. 

By interpretation it is (Exz/e) a phraſe giuen of old vnto the Paj- 
thian. By tome tis thought ro he that Ciry Raves , whither Tobz25 
dhe Angell Gabriel rrauclled vnro the Parthians, to demandthe

Moſques & Hummiums or Baths{which theTurks call Bannias)rhere 
are, reſplendent with the Azure paint wherewith rhey arc cerulea- 
red; forthe other buildings, they content the inhabitans, bur to rhe 
affeted T raveller yeeld {mall wonder or amazement. 

The King of Perſrz got into Cazbeer two dayes afore vs. 

Ar this time, forty Camels loaden with Tobacco, out of 12d. 


came hither , which Mahopret-APi-beg the Favourite hearing, ac- 


quaints the King with it, who commanded forth-with rhe Camel- 
men to haue their noſes and eares cut off, the forty load of Toback 
(as they call it, or Tewtoz ) was pur intoa large earthen Pipe (the

Bur this cruelty coſt him deerely afterwards 
the ſame yeare (whar againſt Tocoxz4c and Emereoly-chann and what 
with paſſing Coxac towards Hyrcania) he loſt neere thirty thouſand 
men, and ye our of thefe parts with conceited conqueſt, loſt 
all he got by the valour of Arez-beg, Emangoly Chawn,and other Per- 
ftan Capraines hisancient enemies. 
The Tartars(ancient friendsvnto the Tarkes) informed of Ma- 
ſtaphaes retreat,and that his Garriſons were defearcd by the Perſtans, 
they delcend i great rroupes 1ato Hyreartia, where they committed 
Tniany infolencics , and in Me472 fought Oo command the whole 
Country | 
Purthcir hopes deceined them, for ſtaying ro 1oyne with Ons 
E. jay (letr by Muſtsphe, tO guard theſe Terrirorics) they grew ſole 
cure. chat vnawares, Arezbee with ten thouſand Perſt4/s , coined 
g1c.t part of rheir forces, and had vrterly deſtroyed them , had not 
na Caprtaine  Abdilcheri., came fo ſuddenly vpon Arez-chawn, that 
amazement the Perſians fled. WI, Ar:z was lent Priſoner to Ozmar 
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tr Sumariid, who cruclly made him be hanged for his former victo= 
rics againtt chem. 

The newes hereof came ſpeedily ro Mahopret the King of Perſia, 
who ſorrowed for the lofle of ſo good a Capraine, and thirſting for 
rcucnoe. ſend- his victorious ſfonne (the braue Prince Emyrelamg- 
mirza) with rweluc thouſand men, who from Cazbeen in ninetcene 
vreat dayes trauailes (o furioully and haſtily afſailed the Tartars, thar 


- firtt he recouered the Cirie Frez, and maſſacred rhe bloudy T urkes., 


therc roo confounding Caitas the Baſſa and his companies. recoues 
ring alſo the two hundredpeeces of Artillery, wonne from thein 
formerly inthe Reigne of Tamas King of Perſia , which Ordnance 
te conveighed ſome ro Cazbeer , and the reſt ro Spawhaws, where 
aboue thirty yer lie vnmounted in the great Mydan necre to the

Thence this attine Prince runs along, wibh his ſpeedy Army and 
encounters 4bdilcherai and his Tartars , moſt of whom hee cur in 
pieces, and ſent rhe yourhfull Capraine Priſoner to Eres, where the 
Beenn (or Queene morher)then reſided. 

The Prince from thence haſtens ro Syumachis, where he beſieged 
the Sultan 02mar and his Txrkes, who ſceing no reſiſtance, preten- 
ding ro yeeld nexr day, thar night ſtole away nor looking backe 


till they came into Hyreana, to Derbent , where they ſtayed in 


latery. 

ns Surwachiator her rebellion and perftidic was ſet on fire, and 
moſt of her Inhabiranrs pur ro the Sword, which victories lo ſudden- 
ly and brauely hniſhed, Emyr-Hamze-mirza remrnes to Fres, raking 
along with his Army, his Mother and the Tartar Caprainc, they en- 
tred Canbeen with greatioy and Triumph. 

And during A4bdicherais impriſonment in Cazbeer , hee gor lo 
much loue and refped from the King and people, that hee hecame 
pirtied and adnured, efpecially his valour and beauty tooke ſuch 
pla-c inthe Queene mothers heart, that of an Enemy ſhee became 
exceeding amorous of this Captaine{who was ro marry Emyr-Han: 
zes ſiſter ſhortly) delferving her for theſe reſpects , that hee was 
very noble (as brother to the Great Cham) and that by this vnion, his 
power might be 1oyned vnto Perſez. | 

Bur rhe report of his vachaſt conuerfation with the Queene ,, ſo 
exaſpcrated the Sultans in Cazbeen, that one day in great choller, 
they centred the Palace, where finding himand the Queen rogether, 


of Tartarymus* they cut both their throats, but firſt diſmembred him . concluding 


ſo the end and triumphs of this Precopenſian Tartar, Anno 1 578. 
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Cccurrents in Caz been. 


Fer ſome ſtay in Cazbeerr , our Ambaſſadovy, aclirous of his 
diſpatch vilited Mahomet-Aly-beg , and by him intreated an- 
foks of his Letter. 

The Pagan in ſhort rold him, if hee had any more to pofleſſe rhe 
King he ſhould firſt acquaint him.and conlequently hane an anſwer. 
ro which our Ambaſſadour replyed little , tho diſcontented much, 
perceiuing by this, he ſhon1d haue no further acceſſe vnto rhe King, 
bur willing robe gone, and loth the Fauourite ſhonJd {ce him dan- 
red, he rrulted him with his bufinefſe. Some part the continuation 
of amiry hctwixt their Matters, with ſome words of rhe Merchants 
Trattqve, and an acknowledgment from the King, that Sir Robert 
Sher ley yas histrue Ambaſſadour into Exrope. 

Tothe two firſt Mzhomet-Ally-heg vndeſired, bolted our, that hee 
knew his Maſter the King of Perſe@ or Potſhar.; itood more affected 
ro no one Prince of the World, then to our King : and that the 
Tradeand Exchange betwixrt their Merchants, was both pleafing and 
profitable to his King : and for Sir Robert Sherley (whoſe enemy 
Mahomet ener has) he knew and had heard rhe King himſelfe ſay. he 
cared not for him, and rhat his Ambaſſies and Meſſages to the Prin= 
ces of Chriſtendome, were friuolousand forged.tis _— ,quorh _ 
the King gaue him (as an argument of fauour) arthe Caſpiaz Sea, 
Horſe and Garment, bur it was more to ſarishe the other Ambalſt- 
dour himſelfe, then our of any reſpeda the King had varto him. 

And when our Lord Ambaſſadour told him,Sir Robert Sherley had 
the Kings Lerrer of Credence or Firman, to reſtifie the rrach of it, 
andrharsif he were an Impoſture. he were the verieſt Foole living, 
to vnderrake alourney ot rl1ut lengrh and danger , knowing with all 
the Kings ſeucrity. 

To which the Pavan anſwered nor, but told him, ar their next 
meeting he would giue him ampler arisfaCtion ,Inrrearing kim for 2 
{ighr of Sir Roberts Teltimoniall Letter , and a Copy of what Sir 
Robert Shertey had rreared abour in Prgland, or other places. 


T wo dayes after. atrended bylome Gentlemen, he vitited Maho- 


met-Ally-b:z againe. andgaue him rhe Copy of w har he laſt deſired, 
and with all ſhewed him, Sir Roberts Letrer of Credence fi tzned by 
his Kivg Shaw Abbas in Spohar'n, 

He bid him looke vpon it., and tell himif it had the Image of a 
Counterfeit, the malicious Faunurite thonght ir had, but being vn= 
certaine. craued it roſhew the Kiny , which ac cordingly he did (if 
we may giuc credit to an enemy and Infidel! ). vnto the King three 
dayes after, who (as he told Six Dodeyore Cotton) viewedthem , de- 
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nicd rhem for truc. and in rage had burnt them .. wiſhing Sir Robert 
Sherley to depart his kingdome, as old and troubletome. 

He was amazed at it, but knew no remedic. 

For my owne part am verily perſwaded, the Kings Seales and 
Phirman were true , and that cirher Mahomet-At/z-beg jugled with 
him (for wee had but his word , {or all! wee knew, and neuer more 
came in preſence of the King) he night forge other Lerters ro ſhew 
the King. elle why keprhe them two dayes withour delituery, orhe 
might haue flandered the King , to ſay hee burnt them, being an act, 
nor worthy lo iuft a Prince as Abbas was repured for. 

This argument may proue his being true Ambaſladour.becaute the 
King hearing he came in that defence, and to cleerc his honour from 
Noedi-begs aſperſions in England, as the King gaue him no apparanr 
larisfaCtion yer becaule heneuer queſtioned an injury done him{(thar 
had he beene an Impoſture had beene one) it followes he was guar- 
dcd with innocencie and truth. 

And but that Nogd#-beg had done Sir Robert Sherley injury, wherc- 
fore ſhould Shawgh Abbas (ay , twas well for him hee poyſoned hime 
- felfe (guiltie of reuenge ) for had hee come to the Court of Per/rz, 
he would haue fliced his body into as many parts as there be dayes 
i12yeare , and burnt them with Dogs Turds, in the open Market 

lace. 

Againe, his fonne inour company, durſt not come at Court ro 
account for his vnluckie Father ., till Zeal! Chawe the Duke of 
Tyroan his kin{man enterceded , and bribed for his peace and cn- 
trance. 

The truth is Sir Robert Sherley had deferued well from the Perſ7r22, 
bat being old and vnable for further ſeruice., got this recompence,to 
be ſlighred in his honour, euen then when he hoped for moſt thanks 

and other acknowledgments.

Pm andthe like diſcontents (caſuall ro morrall men) {0 
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Thomas Sherleys, his age exceeded nor the great ClymaGterick, his. 
condition was free, noble, bur inconſtant. He was the greatelc '] ra- 


ueller in his time, and had caſted liberally of many great Princes ta- 


uours: of the Pope he had powerto legitimate the 1»/7ans.,an from 
the Emperour receiued the Honour and Title of a Palatine of rhe 
Empire. His patience was better then his intellect, he was not much 
acquainted with the Mſes, but what he wanted in Phyloſophy, hee 
ſupplyed in Languages. He had beene feruant ro the Perſian neere 
thirty yeares, and merited much berter then you ſce, he then obtai- 
ned, when he moſt expected it. 

Though, ic may ſeeme impertinenr , I cannor patle by in ſilence, 
wichour injury ro her memory, whom I ſo much honoured, the 
thrice worthy and vndanted Lady Terez3, his fairhfull Wife.to this 
ſad rime, conſtant ro our company.her Faith was cuer Chriſtian, her 
parents {o,and noble, her Countrey Circaſhia, which joynes to Geor- 
gia,and to Zinria, neere the Euxine and Caſpian Seas. 

At thar time when her Husband, lay dead by her. and herſclfe ve- 
ry weake by a long Difſencery,a Dutch Painter (who had ſerued the 
King of Perſia twenty yeares) complies with Mahomet-Allz-beg , and 
pretending an Ingagement he was in, to one Crole a Flernmirg ( tor 
ſome monies Sir Robert Sherley had long ſince borrowed of him) 
he is beleeued , and gota Warrant from the Carſee or Juſtice ro 
ſcize vpon the Ladies goods,which wicked plor could nor be ſopri- 
uate, but was knowne by a faithtull honeſt Gentleman Maſter He4- 
ges,a Follower of our Ambaſſadour, who ſtraight-way acquaints 
rhe Lady with ir, which as ſhe knew was falſe, ſo ſeemed ir ſtrange, 
yerrecalling herſelfe, ſhe rore a Sattin Quilt with her feeble hands, 
and truſted him with her treaſure , a Cabinet, ſome lewels, rich 
ſtones and the like , with which hee was no ſooner gone, when rhe 
Pagan Serjants, with 70» the Flemming, entred her Chamber , car- 
ried away whar was valuable or vendible, his Horſes, Camels,V elts, 
Turbants, a rich Perſia Dagger, and ſome other things, bur after 
narrow ſearch finding no Tewels, (for they had ſeene him weare ma= 
ny andtwas ihem , hee had woorriedin his Oſtrich appetite) mad, 
angry and aſhamed, they departed vaſarisfied. 

The Gentleman when the ſtorme was paſt, re-deliuered her he 
Jewels, of adouble value now, cauſe of that conqueſt which had

And after much attendance vpon Maborwet-Al/y-beg, got licence to 
depart with Lerters from the Pozfhaxgh, for our lafer Trauaile, hee 
delinered vs withall a Lerter ro our Gracious Kizg from the king of 
Perſia, owed vpin a piece of cloth of Gold , faſtued with a filkc 
{tring, and ſealed with a ſtampe of Lerrers afrer their faſhion. 

Where before we goe on any further, I {hall cell you of Mz/0-ve7- 


 Ally-beg, his riſing and deſtruction. 


His birth-place was Parthia, (cald ſo from Parah, to fructite) and 
necre Spaharwn. His parentage (o worſhiptull that hee knew no ftur- 
ther then his father, a man borh meane and poore. 

Mahomet, it ſeemes, had no ftomacke for the Warres. and hauing 
alarge Bulke to ftnaintaine, and no Camelion , his education being 
ſimple, he became Coſtermonger, and by that became wealthy arid 
capable to maintaine himſelfe. | 

In a happy houre, the king (then in the Hippodrome, and in Sparr - 
hawn)rooke notice of him, viewd him, lik't him and preferd him, 
ſo as 1n [mall rime he became ſole Fauorite, and then was feared and 
honoured enery where among the Perſsars, for lo ſhall it fill be 
done to him whom the king honours. Notany Prince, Duke, Sul- 
tan or orher,, who depended vpon the Potſhanghs ſmiles , bur in an 
awfill complement ſenrhim yearely fome gift or other to cheriſh 
his four, whereby his wealth became wonderfull. 

Hi- preſence was very good. a good and {miling countenance, 
big body, great muſtachoes , and full eyes (a great beaurie among 

Ma- 
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Mabumetans)inis yeares vinder forty, a third part of which age hee 
-linedin Honenr and generall account, till co his verer contuſion at 
Cazbeer, Abbas the king (though loth) gaue way to Atropos, who 
could ſhee haue beene bribed,might yearely haue gor large I ributc 
from now dead Abbzs, till hee had our-ſpun the yeares of old Me- 
thulals,ſo loth are Tyranrs to goc to Erebur. 

The king was low of ſtature, alpco quicke, low fore-head , fiery 
eyes, hisnoſe long and hooked , ouer his eyes he wantedharre , his 
Mauſftachoes very long and bending downwards , his chin ſharpe, his 
rongue fluent. 

He was king of Herz (neere Tartaria)by birth; but vanaturall am- 
bition (though hee remoned farher and brother for it) ſoone made 
him Monarch of Perſ#2, and a terrourto the Twrke, Arablan,Tartar 
and Mog#ul/. 

He dead, his Grand-child $haeh Soffee is inveſted with his Dias 
dem. aged fixteene, his courage hopetull. 

Emangoly-clawn, the braue Duke of Perſ#e-polis, is by his Grand- 
ſires will made his Protetour , which Mahomet-Allz-bes (now no 
Fauourite) looking after.for his late ambition and bribes euen then 
was made ſhorter by the head. His eſtate was confiſcate ro the yong 
king for want of liſue in headleſſe Mahomer.

In theſe Plaines was fought that famous barraile berwixt Lycullas 
and Methrydates King of Pontws, wherein the Rowars got the Con« 


Marcus Craſſus the rich Roman. after his impious ſacriledge of the 


| holy reliques and treaſure inthe Temple of 7ernſalepr, valued ar fix 


runnes of Gold, three and fiftie yeares before the Nariuity of our 
Saujour Chriſt. puft vp with his great wealth, and forlorne amongſt 
the ewes wirh fifty thouſand men marched againſt the Parthians, 
who with Herodestheir King, ſonne of Mythredate the third, Anno 


Mwundi 3915. couragioutly came againſt this greedy Generall and en- 


countred him at Harzin Meſgue, The Towne where Abraham lined 
with Terah his Father , and ſucceſſefully vanquiſhed the inſulting 


' Romans, flue thirty thouſand of them androoke Craſſus priſoner, in- 


fliting Gods juſt iudgemenr on him, for knowing what he had done 


at Teruſtlem, and the coucrouſnefſe of his mind. they powred downe - 


tis rhroar melted gold, bidding him quench his thirſt, with thar nee 
had fo long Juſted after, and by this victorie the Parthians became 


- Maſters of that Kinrdome. Some notwithſtanding referre rhe place 


of Barraile to theſe Pjiincs, how true I know nor. 

Bur fue yearcs atrer Marke . 1nthonyby his Gencrall requited the 
Parthian , not only putting his men to flight who then could not 
make good thar Pry ouerbe of Seneca, 'Terga connerſt , mmetuend; Par- 
th; , but beſides their owne deſtruction, loſt theirſuce ceding hopes. 
Prince Parorss flaine with the reſt by the c chated Roman 

And a lictle after, Heroes whom though vanquiſhr could nor be 
taken by the Romarr, at home by the parracide Phraortes his vnna- 


turall {onnc hcc loſt 'M te, LO.1C UCHEE We hich villanty and te reit. 
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Anthony came againſt him with no ſmall force, but returned beaten 
and diſconſolate. Bur Argxſizs (in whoſe time our Sauiour tooke 
flcſh of the bleſſed Virgin, and a generall peace was through the 
World) preuailed with Phraortes , to ſubmit vnto the Roman Em- 
pire, which hee didand gave leaue after rharto the Rowars, to no» 
minarte their Kings, that being all rheir tribure or acknowledgment. 
Bur for all this{ubiection,they loſt nor their Empire wholy (tor for- 
merly ſxreene ſeuerall Kingdomes were vader them)till the yeare 
230. or thereabours, ſuch rime as Artaxerxes Farher of Sapores the 
firſt , and ſecond of the ſecond deſcent of the Kings of Perſia aimed 
at ir, and though hue hundred and thirty yeares were paſt.” ſince 
Darius {laine by Alexander the Great had the Monarchy. yer no 
Perſian borne got the Crowne , till this Artaxerxes by ouerthrow 
of Artabanws the third, ({onne of King Yologeſ#s rhe third) gor the 
Kingdome and liberty of the Perſians reſtored, which from Arſaces 
inthe yeare 3718. Torhis Artabanrfor aboue fine hundred yeares, 
had acknowledged the Parthiaz for their Gouernours. 

And Artaxerzes, puft vp with this three dayes deere bought vio 
ry (forſo long the valiant Parthians fought reſolutely againſt their 
Aduerſaries) he ſenta challenge to Alexander Sexerws (the foure and 
rwenticth Emperour from T#tivs Ceſar, and ncxt to Heliogabalus or 
Baſſranus the luſttull Emperour) to reſtore thoſe kingdomes in Aſia, 
anciently belonging to his Monarchy. Sexerxs likt it nor, but came 


 tocorrect his infolencie, where arriuing as far as Enphrates,Artaxer= 


31awery of a Ro- 
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xes met his diuided Army and deſtroyedir. The Empcrour,though 
he came in anger and haſt, returned full of thoſe paſſions in a double 
mcaſure,and hid no better lucke ar home,for a while after the Thra- 
cian Maximinys tooke his Empire from him , and to make his loſſe 
the greater , was by fome Villanes in Germazry bereaued of his life 
awell as Empire. His vertuous mother Mamma (Origens Profelyrte ) 
now pextaking death with him, as ſhe had done glory formerly. 

And abour eighty yeares after , Lycinins Valerianus the Roman 
Emperour (firnamed Co/obys , the thirticth from 7Tulivs Coſar) ho- 
ping ro reuenge theſe lofles by the Perſrans,entred Aſra with a ftron- 
ger Army. Where in this Countrey , by Spores the then king, his 
Army contrary to his expeCation was vtterly defeared, himſclfe ta- 
ken priſoner. and to his dying day, made a foor-ſtoole , when cuer 
Sapores got on Horſlebacke. And this 'wasa iuſt iudgement of Al- 
mighty God vpon this cruel] Emperour , who (amongſt other holy 
Saints and Martyrs) tormented Saint Lawrence on a broyling Grid- 
iron vatodearh. 

This ſhall be ſufficient in thisplace ro renew the memory of the 
Parthians , in whole kingdomes wee now are entring. And firſt of 
Coorr, where we repoſed our ſelues three dayes. = 
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A Deſcription of Coom-. 


00m is a Citie placed in the halfe way betwixt the two Royall 

Ciries Cazbeex and Spawherrn, it is (cituare in a faire and fen- 

{ible Horizon, and in Front of both Kingdomes, Medzz and 
Parthia. - 

It was in ages paſt cald Gzriare, and afore that 4rbaG2 , perhaps 
builr by Arbaces, who in the yeare from Adam 2 1 46. gane end to 
the 4//yrian Monarchy (rapr from effeminate $ardanapalys, the lixe 
and thirticth from Ni , firſt Emperour and Monarch of the 
World ) and by which, a beginning to the Median Dynaſtie. 

The now ruines about her , may gaine beliefe rorthe Inhabiranrs,, 
who ſay it was once comparable in pride and greatnefſe ro mightie 
Babylon, bur whar euer it has beene , tisnow a pleaſant fruitfull and 
healchy Ciry and the people curteous. 

By ſome tis called Coirr and by others Com , vahly, for they pro- 
nounce it Coz, The Citie has two thouſand Houſes in her, wel- 
built ſweet and wel-furniſhed,her ſtreets are wide, her B#zzar faire, 
and her Moſque of moſt honourable eſteeme among rhem, therein is 
richly enrombed Fatima , daughter and heire of their greateſt Pro- 

het Mahomet,and married to Mortis Haly. The King and much re- 

uerenced Prophet of the Perſran. Her Tombe is round like other 
Moſques, the Aſcenr three or fouge ſteps of ſiluer, 

This Ciry is watred with a {weer bur ſmall Riuer , which deriues 


her ſpring our of the Coronian Mountaines , the aire here is ſecond 


to none for freſhneſſe,nor wants this Towne any fruit requirable for 
the Zone tis placedin ir, it has Grapes good and great ſtore. Melons 
of borh forts, Cowcumbers, Pomcgranads, Pome-cirrons, Apricocks, 
Peaches, Plums, Piſtachoes. Peares, Apples, Quinces, Almonds, Figs, 
Wal-nurs, Cherries, Berries, and the beſt wheat bread in Perſia(Goms 


bazellello excepted.) 
Neere abouts was that great and terrible combat of Hiſmaet, and 


Fatirace? 
Tombe- 


thirty thouſand Perſtans, againſt Selymws the Firſt and three hundred 


rhouſand Turks,where the victor T#rks loſt more then the yanquiſhe 


Perſians and had been defeared, had not the great Ordnance terrified 
the Perſran Horle : this batraile was fought Ammo Domini x 5 i 4.' be- 
gun at Coy in Armenia and ended here, and by rhe Txrkes is cald the 


Day of Doome. 
From Coom we rode to Zerzen, and thence to Caſhar {ix and thir- 


tie miles trom Coors. 
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A deſcription of Caſhan.. 


CC Aſhan'is a famous Citic in Parthia, whoſe Metropolis is Spars- 


hawn, whence ſhe is dittant ſixtie miles and odde. 

The antjquirie of ir is not much. inthis name,cither raking 
beginning from Cazan-Mirzey, fonne to Hocem, or from Caſſan,who 
in the yeare I 2 02. was vtrerly ruined bythe Great Chaxz, the rule 
being kept but three Deſcents trom his Grand-fire Targrolipix and 
his Father Axaz - or from Cuſhan, which in the $zriacke, is heate or 
blackneſſe; but moſt likely from YVſaz-Caſhan, Anno 1470. who from 
his Armenian rule , vanquiſhing Mal2orcres. the laſt of Tamberlains 
progeny in this Countrey, gor the Crowne of Perſia , whoſe iſſue 


trom Hiſmael {way now rhat Scepter, of which alteration this Citie 


and Coopp are joytull, in reuenge of that rerrible and violent deftru- 
fon Tamberlaine made in his Expedition againſt Baiazet, Anuo Do- 
713i 1397, whom he brought away impriſoned in an Iron Cage: ha- 
uing ouerthrowne him in that place where Poxpey the Grear ouer- 
came Methrydates King of Poxtws, at mount Stella: This Tamber- 
Line was ſonne of Ogg, fonne of Sagathai, and gorthe Crowne by 
marriage of Gyno Chans ( Daughter and Heire) ſonne of Barr Chan, 
fonne of Frocuchan, fonne of Cyngis-chan, who Anno Domini 1162, 
ſubdued 2a-char, the laſt of the Kings of Texdnch. Thete rwo Ci- 
ties aboue others parched in his fiery anger. | 
Caſhan is well ſeated, well peopled, and well builr : cucr-topt by 


co Hill, nor watered by no great itreame,which augments the hear. 


chicfly when Sol reſides in Cazcer, in which there is no lcfle vio- 
lence thenrhe Sun, the ſtinging Scorpiom In too grear plcntic living 
amongſt chem , whoſe loue and vnderſtanding is fuch ro Travellers 
(as ſay the Inhabitants) they neuer hurt them. Here rhe curſe (may a 
Scorpion of C2ſhas ſting thee) is frequent among them. 

The people are orderly and more given to trade , then in ſome 
2rearer I ownes about her. Silkes, Sarrens, and Cloth of Gold are 
here in preat aboundance, and at reaſonable prices. 

The Carrauanſ(-raw. the Meſqgwes and Hnmmiuns or Banneas : are 
heronly ornaments. of which the Carrananſ-raw not only precedes 
them, bur all other I ſaw in Perſta, T was built by Abbas , and is able 
and fit to enterraine the greareſt Porenrare of Afr. Yet built for Tra- 
uellers ro lodye in, vpon free coſt by alt of Charitie. 

Tis two large ſtories high , the marteriall bricke varniſhed and co- 
{oured with knots and Arabia letters poſes of azure,redand whire, 


from its Ba#ts tis built fix foot high of good ſtone. The Fabriquc is 


Quadrangitlor, andeach proportionable Angle two hundred paces, 
in

in the middle is a taire large Courr, where, in midft is a foure fquare 
Tancke , or pond of pure water , abour iraxe ſpacious and fragrant

Andrhough there be no affinity in the names , yet Creſephon was 4 
primc Ciric of the Perſ7.:2 Arſacide , andthere are {ome who indge 
her rcuiued in Caſhaz2 , bur I beleeue it nor, Yer be it ſo or no... the 
memory of that infamous Apoſtarc Tztzan cals mee to ſpeake his 
end. 

This 1-1zan ſucceeded Conſtantine ( the eight and forticth Empe- bits 
rour trom the firſt C:ſar) who deceaſedat Mopſocrine, a Towne vn= ae, nee 
der mounr 'ſarrss) Trlide was firlt a Chrittian, but reuolted and be- 
came a molt bitter and conltant Perſecutour to all that honoured 
Chriit. 

He thought to ſubiugare the Parthians, who proned his deſtruCti- 
on, tor in an vnexpected alarme and on-{ct by them, he ran our of his 
Tent weaponed with Sword and Shield, where rage tranſported 
him and ventured ſo farre that a common Souldier ſftrucke him into 
the guts with a Dart, whereby he was forced to take his Tenr, and 
entring the batraile againe , his bloud ifſued fo ſtrongly fromhim 
that he returned backe, perceiuing his end at hand, and as he had li- 
ued a Tyrant vnrto Chrittians, ſo in Ins death throwing his bloudinto 
the aire, cried out, Y7ciſtz Galitee. And ar midnight vader theſe 
wals. bequeathed his loathſome ſoulcand body to him he ſerued.and 
his Empire to 7orinianus who ſucceeded him. 

On thethree and twentierh of Argzſt wee lefr Caſſ an, that night 
making Biz4ebode our lodging 1x leagues diſtant or Farſazgs, as the 
Perſians call them, a Farlang is three of our Engliſh miles. Thence 
we trauelled ro Natar? or Tarethe place where Darins laſt breathed 
at by the BaG&rian Beſſus his villany,after his three great ouerthrowes 
by 0/ympias victorious ſonne Arzo mund; 3635 at Granuicys , Cilis 
cia,and ar Arbela, where he conſummated life and Monarchie. The 
lodge here is in a cragele place immured berwixr two Hils, bur loo- 
king ouer. you ce a large Champaigne ground full of ſtreames and 
Villages. This Mazzei# was ten Farfangs or thirty miles. Next night 
ſeuen Fariangs, next to Retg , a place fcarce worth the memorizing. 

This place is from Spawhawys nine miles, and note that from Caz- 
been to Spawhawn, is eighty cight Farſangs , or two hundred {rxtie 
tourc Englith miles. 

Hence (that I defrand rhe Reader no longer of his patience) to 
Babylon thus. To Corranda, to Deagow, to Misharroon, to Corryn, 
tO Lackaree , to Corbet, ro Natareil, to Sabber-Chawn, to Bul dat, to 
Bagaat, or Brbylon , a hundred and thirty Farſangs.or three hundred 
and ninctic Englith miles.

w hoſe firſt inhabiter was Arphaxad, ſonne of Sem, ſonne of 
Noah, 

The Ciric Baby/oz has its fignification from Confuſton , becauſe 
chere firtt hapned the diuiſion of Languages from one (which Was 
the Hebrew, though Goropixs will have it Dutch)ro ſenentie rwo by 
Nimrods vngodly deſigne, Anzo mand; 1788. A hundred and thirty 
yearesafter the Floud.and before Chriſts Incarnation 2180.to frame 
1 mighty building able ro ſecurerhem againſt a ſecond Deluge , nor 
} regarding the Majeſty of God Almighty. | his building was haſined 

fue hundred thouſand men , ſo that in {mall time chey made ir 
x wh from irs Baſis (no lefle then nine miles of ground) ro -aboue fine 
rhouſand paces towards the Skie, {o that the Poer rels vs : 


B* lor (now called Bagdat) is ſeared in the Vaile of Shinaar., 


Ihe Heauens looke pale with wonder to beholJ, 
With what attempts and rage the Gyarts bol{

intending to equalize it with the Starres, but hee thar ſits aboue, and 


accounts the beſt of mans judgement bur meere folly , nor only 


renented this deſigne, but ſeuered them into {cuentic Companies. 
and ſo many Languages. 

The Tower, though i it ſtood for cuer vnfinithed ,, rhe Ciric not - 
wirhſtanding went on in his greatneſſe , and by Semyramis recciued 
moſt perfection, by whom twas walled abour, the circuit of which 
wals (as Solirns relates) were ſ1xtic Engliſh miles (or foure hundred 
and eighty Furlongs) Diodorus Siculus makes irthree hundred Ixty 
hue , cach dayin rhe yeare performing one Furlong, and Ouintys 
Curtin aftirmesit three hundred hitry eighr, the rhicknes and height 
correſponding toirs ctrcuit. Some ſay two hundred Cubirs h igh and 
fiftic thicke, ſorhata-rop mighr drive together {1c Chariors, and ro 
effe& this miracle of buildings, three millions of men were daily la- 
bouring at ir. 

This Nir04(ſonne of Chuſb, or Tepiter Belus, ſonne of Cham the 
accurſed ſonne of Noah) lined fixe and fifty yeares after his founding 
Babel, and was buried there. In merhory of whole acts and grearncs 
the {uperſtitious Chaldees deitied him, by the name of Sudormin,con- 

ucrred after by the Romans into Saturn. 


His fonne Nirws followed him,in his tyranny and victorics is making 
| C ONN- 
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compleart his farhers lare intended Monarchie by conqueſt of his 
Neighbour Narions after which he built Nzz##e,though ſome allude 
it ro Aſſer, who gaue title rothe Aſſyrian, and ſuppole by ſome to be 
this Nizzs : who in his dotage gaue Semiramis his wife, fo much 
liberticin his Imperiall power, that tis choughr ſhe depoſed him. and 
during her ſonnes infancie fate as Emperour, doing wonders. walled 


Babylon, built Gardens in Media of admirable workes and grearnes. - 


conqueredinto 72dis, and became feared throughour all 47, 

And burning ja luſt with her owne ſonne, hee rorcuenge his fa- 
chers death, ſue her in ſtead of her wiſhr jmbraces. 

This young Nizs is called Amraphet/, and hee who with Ariach. 
Tydall and Chedorlaomer came againit Sodowe and captiued Lot , rel- 
cued by his Vncle Abraham , with the ſlaughrer of thoſe Kings, in 
whoſe returne Melchijedecke King ef Salem the High Prieſt mer and 
bleſſed him. : 

Bur I cannot approoue altogether of rheir Opinions , that make 
this Nizus to be Amraphell, tor wee know, Ninws was but ſix Diſcents 
from Nogh,and 4Amraphell mult needes berten ar feweſt , except you 
will allow Niz#us and Abraham, to liue in the ſame age together. 

This Cirie after ſixtecne hundred yeares tyrannicall gouernment. 
was ſubdued by Cyrus, Anmo Mind, 3432.a0d before Chriſt fiue hun- 
dred thirty fix yeares (ſeuenteene yeares after the Captiuity of 1/- 
rael and Tudz by Nabuzaradan Generall for Nabuchaliezzur , as in 
the laſt of Teremy.) | 

In the ſeuenth yeare of Artaxerxes Lovgimanus King of Perſia, 4. 
Mundi, 3 51 1.and before our Sauiour Chriſts Incarnation.foure hun- 
dred fifty ſeuen, the Prophet Eſdras went hence to Teruſalem to re- 
build the Temple of God, and thirrecne yeares after that, Nehemiah 
went from Suſhan to further it. | 

Of the greatneſie of Babi/or , Ariſtotle reports , when Alexander 
tooke it, A. Mun? 3633. one part of the Citic knew not in three 
dayes after, that it was taken whereby though ir may ſeeme won- 
derfull. Ir will ſeeme the lefſe, excuſed either in their ſolemane S3- 
crifices, or by compariſon of other Ciries in Chiza, and other places, 
the Imperiall Citic $»tyex, or Quinzay affetting no lefſe compaſle 
then a hundred miles, (if a Fricrs Trauailes can be credited)in which 
is a Lake thirty miles abour, and in which City are twelue thouſand 
bridges. Confideralſothe Citie Nanguin, (ſubiet to the ſame Mo- 
narch) in compaſle thirty miles, inuironed with three ſtrong walls. 
and including two hundred thouſand houſes, which Cities and won- 
derfull reports of that Kingdom, as moſt conſequenrious for know- 
ledge and inſtruction, ſo I with wich all my heart, ſome Gentleman 
of worth might from ſome Chriſtian Prince he ſent of purpoſe for 
thar action, that theſe doubrs and vionders mighr be aflured.and with 


truth diſcouered,

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© The chicke ornament in Babilox was two Royall Pallaces , builr 
by the maznaiimous Quecne Semiramnis, (daughter or liter ro Exz/- 
»erodich laine by Aſtzager) one in the Eaſt of the City of thirty 
Furlongs, the other Weſt comprehending f1xtie , immured with 
wals of wondrous height. 

Burt of moſt admiration was the T ower conſecrated to Wuprrer Bc 
{us or Cirſo inthe Centre of the Citie;, ſtrengthened with brazen 
2.4tcs, the frame foure ſquared,ecach ſquare arhouſand paces,in midſt. 
-lcuated a ftrong built T ower,on which were eight others one vpon 
atorher, in top of all were ſet three great golden Images ſacred to 
[upiter. Ops and Txro, ſtatues loden with gemmes of great luſtre and 
value , and which continued till Cyrus, after the Creation 3 4 9 6. 
yeares, when he made himſelfe Maſter of rheſe and the Empire, by 
drayning Exphrates into pits and other channels. 

Terſome Hiſtorians, ſay Nizus and Semiramis, begun to make Ba- 
b;/oz glorious, and that Nabuchadnezzar and Nytocris his Wife en- 
farged it, 4. Mud 3350; ſhee was ſayes Herodotus daughter of Alj- 
attes.T his Aſſyrian Monarch was fo taken with its brauaery, thar hee 
could nor forbeare toboaſt, 7s not this great Babell , which T haue 
built for the houſe of the Kingdome, by the might of my power, and for 
the honour of my Maieſtie. At which inſtant God decrced his tranſ- 
mutation and the renting away his Empire , which hapned ſoone af-= 
ter by Cyr45, when we gor the victory at Borſippa. Theſe ſtate alte- 
catians no doubt extenuatcd Babzlons greatnefice, inthe Monarchics 
remoouall. Yer PHzzy in his fixt Booke and fixe and twentieth Chap- 
rertelsa grearer caule of ſubieting her, occaſioned by Selcnchns N- 
canor, An. Mundi 3 6 4 5. Alexanaers Capraine and Goucrnourafcer 
his death in 4ſria, who to vex the Bahbzlonians and impoueriſh 


; them, builr a Ciric after his owne name called Selexcia, fiftie miles 
. : 'ower then Babe! to the gulph of Perſia, where becauſe of his great- 


actle, andthe wel-{caring it (in the bowels of Tygris and Euphrates) 
he allured our of B2bzlop ft1xe hundred thouſand ſoules , fo thar thc 
Jarc triumphant Citie became halfe defolare. 

Alexander when he entred ir, found to fatiate his trauc}],two hun- 
dicdrhoufand Talents of Gold, dcliuered him by Bagophanes,uwhere 
mis Worlds greatelt Victor, in hisreturne from 1#d7s found his bu- 
r1all. 

Another City in Zeypt called AI-Cairo, is by ſome called Babilon, 
burtthar name is not ſo authenricall asthe former. becauſc built in c- 
mularion ofthe others memory and qzondam greatnelle.

Vr of Babilons ruines,is reuiued Bagdat,leated not farre from 
the old Cirie : ir ſignifies Arabically a Garden , bur then ic 
muſt be Bawdt-dat and not Bagadat : it is with morereafon 

denominated from Brgzafer Caliph of Babilon, Az. 758. who ſpent 

ewo millions of Gold, to rebuild ir , after that craell deuaſtation by 

Almericke King of Tewry, An. Dom.1170. 

Bur long, ſhee enioyed not her glory, for 4». Dom. 640. Chyta a 
Prince of Tartary, ſends his brother Alacho againit ir, who tooke ir 
and fackrt it, with a Tartarian greedineſte , cruelly purting ro dearh 
the then Caliph Mnſteadzem, the foure and fiftierh and laſt of the 4- 
baſian Pedigree. After which it was taken by Targro/ipix or Sadoc 
Lord of the Zelzucchien Family, A. Mu. 1 © 3 1. and from him dif- 
cended to the Txrkes, and remayned in the Otformax tyranny till the 


yeare 1625, when Abbx the vicorious Perſian King beat rheEm our of 


it : asalſo out of Taxris Van and the greater Hſe. 

And tis very probable, that if the King of Perf had not taken B- 
bilon, whereby hee was forced to keepe continuall Garriſons againſt 
the Turke in many places , he had made a conquelt of all 72472. For 
he got Candahor and other places from the Mog#l/ , and kept them 
without any difficulties, the 12dians are ſo cfeminare,and rule more 
by policie and mony with the helpe of other Nations , as Per and 
Geo. who are their Chans and greateſt Princes. 

The Citie is now ofno great wonder, her circuit and building e- 
quall to Cazbeez.rage andrime gines her nothing to boaſt off, bur her 
memory, but the Bridge is eminent in her, fois her Byzz4r and the 
Sultans Palace and Gardens, more large then louely,ofmore Quan- 
titie then vſe, ſhewing no more artificiall ſtrength, wealth, or beau- 


eie then neighbouring and late ſtarr-vp-rownes abour her. 


Twelue miles thence is a grofſe confuſed Mount. which Tradition 
only aſſures vs of, was patt of Ni#xrods Tower the place ſeemes big- 
ger at diſftancethen neere at hand, ſlimy bricks and morter are dig- 
ged our of it : which are all the living reſtimonials of rhis monu- 
ment.

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A deſcription of Suſhan.. 


Hw/han was one of three Royall Palaces of the Median Empe- 
& rours, one at Babi/or , anotherat Ecbatan , athird at S»ſa or 
Shuſhas. | 

This Palace is mentioned in Heſter the firſt Chapter, that Ahaſwe- 
r#5 Am. Mund; 3500.ruling over the Medes and Perſians and ouer one 
hundred ſeuen and twentie Prouinces , made a feaſt in Shyſhaz , la- 
ſting a hundred and eighty dayes (which cuſtome, it ſeemes, is yer a- 
imongthem. For yearely to this day the King celebrates a Feaſt of 
Roſes, and the Duke of Shiraz or Perſe-polis (who is Lord of S»- 
feana, aFeaſt of Lillies or Daffadillies of like continuance.) 

- Nehemiah and Daziel make it ſituate inthe Prouince of E/a7 (or 
Perſia, and when Alexander tooke it , hee found fafry thouſand Ta- 
{ents of vacoyned Gold, beſides filJuer wedges and Iewels inabur- 
dance. 

Some ſay Laomedon built it, ſuch time as Tho/a mdged 1ſrae}, but 
more likely ir was firſt built by Menon, ſonne of Tythoy, ({laine by 
the perfidious Theſſatians, ſent by this Tewtamos or Tythonos,in aide 
of Priamys, (onne of Leomedor, his brother againſt Agamermmon, Anne 

Mundi 2783. with twenty thouſand men , as ſaith Diodorus Sicutus 
in his third Booke and feuenth Chapter. T his we beleeue that Memz- 
nonſo ioyed and gloried in this worke that Caſſzodore in his icuenth 
Booke and fifteenth Epiſtle reports, hee mixed gold with ſtones (a 
coſtly morter)and made it the glory ofthe World , which perhaps 
made out rhar faftic Talenrs A/exander extracted out of it. And Arp 

{fagoras after him, told his Souldiers , it would make cach of them 
compare with Zoxe for riches. Tis written thar the three wiſe men 
went hence (where then flouriſhe a famous Academie) ro Bethlem 
with their gifts vnto our Sauiour. Becauſe it is nor probable they 
came from AZthiopis, which was North Eaſt from Ternſelem. 

It is now called Yaldach, is watered by Choſts or Choazpes, which 
in MeanJers circumuolues her , and at lenghth imbowels her 
{trcames-4nto the Perſian Gulph nor farre from Balſors , where the 
two famous Riuers Tygris from Lybanys and Euphrates from Taurus 
or Ararst, become one with the ſame deuouring Gulph. 

The Rumer Choazpes was of ſuch eſteeme with the Perſian Mo- 
narchs. that no other water would ſerue their pallat, no wine but 
the Chalzbonianin 8yris, nor no bread burwhart grewat Aſor in Phry- 

gie. 
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gia,andrheir ſalt from Zgypz, truly verifying the Prouerbe (things 
farre ferchr and dere bought are rareſt) for 072744 neerer hand by 
much, affoorded much betrer. | 

This Choazpes is the {ame river which Pliny cals Eulews,& the ſame 
which Daniel in his eight chapter cals 7/3, one ſtreamne of this Ri- 
uer runs twixt Syra5 and old Perſe-polis , ouer which is a wel-builc 
bridge. cald Pully-charn, as wee trauelled in nine and twentieth de- 
grees of latirude. 

The ruines of this and orher noble Ciries about her are ſuch that 

we truly ſay with King Daxid, Pjal.g6. Verſe 8. Come and behold the 
workes of the Lord, what deſolations he hath made in all the earth. 


I will adde one fide concerning Paradice, and then will goe on 
wichour digreſhon. 


Pgaradice. 
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He true place of the Terreſtriall Edex is much doubred off 
Some confining it to an Al/egory, others to a locall place. 

Some {ay it was Eaſt, aboue the Ayrie middle Region, 
whence they will force the foure great Riners ſpoken of in Gereſts, 
to procreate their ſprings. 

Some will haue theſe foure Riuers to ſignific foure Cardinal ver- 
tues, and that the word Paradice is only a place for delight and plea- 
ſure ; mans fall, his baniſhment, rhe rorrid Zoze , the fiery Sword. 
Others ſay all che World was a Paradice till ſinne abrogated its glo- 
ry. Some fay it was inthe mountaines of rhe Moone (thoſe are in 
Ethiop whence Ni/us runs) fome place it inthe circle of the Moone 
(andrhoſe without doubr, firſt found one him , that drinkes Clarer 
there.) other ſome vnder the Circle ofthe Moone, and that thence 
the foure Riuers begin their courſe, run vnder the large Seas, and fo 
mro Paradice, theſe brainſicke fancies, ſure made the Hermiaxs and 
Selencians, {weare there neuer was 4 Paradice. 

Burthe more judicious allow the being, only vary in its place and 
progreſſe. Many imagining the true compaſle ten miles and in that 
Ile in Meſo-potammia, as yet cald Edens 

Some orherspgiue it more exiſtence, that it ſtretchr ouer the Vale 
of $hinar. incircling Bebyl/on, and went with Exphretes,comprehen= 
ding Meſo-potamia, Armenia, Seleucia, Monut Taurus, and what was 
watered by 'Tygris. 

Others yet and not afew nor thoſe vnlettered, carry ir further, al- 
lowing rhe limits ſo farre as Nzus and Garnges hold in diftance. Yet 


this opinion is oppugned by many , agreeing vaanimouſly that nei- 
ther 
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cher of thoſe Riucrs watered Paradice , as too large a compaſle for 
any Garden.Nil# arifing from Zaire or the mountaines of the Moon 

| in Afrique, emprics ir lelte into rhe mid»land Sea. And Ganges in the 
vrmolt 1:4is from Imaws the huge mountaine ingulphing ir ſelfe in 
the Bezgalan Ocean, places too remote and incongruenr. 

The Inhabiranrs in the Ile Sez{ooraffirme rwas there . and to au- 
chorize their Axiome ſhew Adams old footſteps imprinted in the (a- 
cred ground, and preſerued fince then by miracle, | 

Other-ſome include Zgypt, Syria, and Idea, and fay that the 
Tree of knowledge grew on mount Calzary, in that very place 
where our Saxioxr Chriſt was crucified (the {ſecond Adazs ſuffering. 
where the firſt offended) and there want not others who imagine 

Paradice remoued to a high mountaine aboue the middle Region, 
where isno alteration of weather, andrhere they ſuppoſe Epoch and 
Flias are corporall to this day. 

The beſt opinion is this, that Nz/e nor Ganges had no being there, 
and that the Sepruagints were troubled arir, in tranſlating Piſoz ro 
be Ganges and Gyhon, Njle : now thisis probable, that Mfo por emde 
1s Faſt from Arabia where Moſes wrote,and that the Riuer going out 
of Eden to water it is Tygris, which conioyning there with Exmpr2- 
725 diuides ir ſelfe into foure branches. The firſt being Piſon, which 
compaſſerh the land of Hexi/2h, it muſt be a branch of Tygris called 
Hiddeket, or elſe Choaſpes which encircles 1Hawiloh , which is S- 

fans. 

f The ſecond is Gihox, which encompaſſeth A#thiopia or Caſh,Gihoxn 
is the Weſt part of Fxphrates and Cyſh nor yer in Afrique is Suſiana, 
or Chuſhiana, as ſome Writers doe well denotate. 

And to make it caſter, becauſe many old Writers will have Hax#- 
{2hto be in Indie, that is not denied, bur againe tis prooued there 
were two Haxilahs , one tooke its name from Haxilah ſonne of 16- 
Fan, ſonne of Ebey, the fourth from Sher ; who with his brothers 
Ophix and Tohab Soone after the diviſion of the Earth inhabired 
Ini. 

The other Hanilah from Hauilahſonne of Chus, eldeſt ſonne of 
Hem or Cham,and he afore his Diſcent into Fthiope , gaue name to 
Suſtana or Chufiana, allo which is Hawilah. 

Now the extent of Paradice may be allowed vnto Ind , which 
rerminares theſe lands and the other way vnto Hircania,warered by 
Araxis. Which if fo, then Tygris , Euphrates, Araxis and Indus,muſt 
be ſuppoſed the foure rivers : I for my owne part, cannot maintaine 

_ thurthis I can, thar enen Hircania then and now gines place to no; 
_ one place in the Orient for delight and plenty, were the Inhabitants 
agreeable to its worth, ſo thar if it were no part of Paradice then, 
cis now no whit inferiour to any part where that pleaſant Garden 

/rnod torcomparable qualities, which I referre to a riper braine for

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definition. T his. being roo much I fearc vpon this ſubicg. 

Forthe Readers cafier vnderſtanding and memory 1 will orderly 
digeſt ſuch Cities and I ownes now being , betwixt the gulph of 
Perſiz 3nd the Caſpian Sea through which we trauclled.afwell to be- 
nefit the furure Traveller, as to furniſh our moderne Geographical! 
Maps with names of truth, being indeed ſtuffed wirh falſe ones.and 
bur inuenred, togerher with the Farſangs or Leagues ( each accoun- 
red three miles Engliſh) that the true diftances may be knowne,and 
the Caſpian placedina better height.

Perſians at thi: preſent. 


Lbeit I haue (with what breuinie I might)deſcribed our Maz- 
A zezls,and rhe beſt Ciries and Pallaces belonging to the Per - 

fran. yer I may ſay ſomerhing more compendiouſly of the 
habir, dier, cuſtomes and ceremonies of theſe Perſians , otherwite 
that which is written would ſeeme harſh and imperfeR. 

I have formerly nored the Countries deriuation from Flaw, ſfonne 
of Sem, ſonne of Nogh, and then cald F/amites, ſuch time as Chedor- 
Lomer of ten Diſcentsfrom Sexz ruled over them,ſlaine by 4b-ahan 
in reſcue of his Nephew Lot. Ir wasafter that cald Pazchaya,and by 
Sel-achus the Greeke Cephoane : prophane Hiltorie derines Perſca 
from Perſeus, Toxes {onne by Danae. And although it has ſince cher, 
been rutned and reigned ouer by Princes of many Nations, yer they 
haue never alrered che Dialect from its vtter ſ{ence.at this day being 
cald Pharſee:Fraſie and by Mercator Farſiſtanzin the Chaldee Tongue, 
implying a horſc-hoofe, a hooked noſe,or adiuifion, The Kingdome 
of it (elfe is nor much, nor were her Monarchs at any time content, 
with her bounds, bur haue ener either beene Victors, or vanquiſhed 

For before Chedor/aomers time. they became ſubief to the Ari 
#1, vnder Ninws and his watlike Emprefle . 4»no Mandi 191 5. itt 
which 
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which Empire it lay obſcuredrill the yeare 3346, ar which cime the 
vicious Emperour S$ardarapalys , by an abhorred lite gauc way to 
thoſe rwo great Captaines Beloews and Arbaces, who rent away his 
Monarchic and life, which as he had prodigally4pun our, ſo died he 
no lefſe coltly, for percctuing no eſcapehe burnt himſclfe in his Ca- 
{tle amidſt his Women together with a hundred millions of talents 
of Gold, & a thouſand millions of ralenrs of Silner.as 7zſ7;zerclates. 
Phul Belochus tooke Aſſyria, Meſopotamia, and Chaldea. 

Arbaces tooke Media and Perſia , whereby hee begun the Medzazy: 
Dynaſty, and continued Lords of Perfra, rill Cyrus citabliſhr the Mo- 
narchy to the Perſrzn, by ouerthrow of Aſtiages his cruell Grandfire, 
Anno Mundi 34 06. which Cyrus ſonne of Cambyſes , and Mandan 
daughter of 4ſtzages, is equalized by Xezophon to any Prince before 
him for valour and bountie. Hee inlarged his Monarchy , bur ar 
laſt fighting againſt Tomirzs the Scythian Queene loſt his life, bur his 
Monarchy endured till rhe yeare 3635. when Alexander the great 
and famous Macedonias tranilaredir tothe Greekes , after his farall 
Batrailes againſt Darixs , the laft Monarch; and atew yeares aftes 
bimlelte was conquered at Babzlop by deadly poylon: 

After whom for aboue ftue hundred yeares Perſe groaned vader 
many Lords and Tyrants.till the yeare after our Sauiour Chriſt 228, 
Artaxerxes a Heroicke Pe7ſtan regained her glory and freedome. 
killing Artabavus,laſt of the Parthian Monarchs, &the rwelfth King 
from Artabanys , whoby treachery tooke the rule from Tyridates 
the laſt of the Arſaucide. 

Since when it- was vanquilhed by Taxgrolipix the Tayrke, An. 1030. 
and aftcr that, in rhree Dilcents by the Tartars , who for two hun- 
dred yeares kept the Diadem till the yeare 1430+ Yſaz Caſſan an Ar- 
menian Prince tooke it from the Tartar. His daughter (begor of De- 

ſpin, dzughter of Calo-Tohannes Emperour of Trepizond a Chriſtian) 
was married to Sultan Ayder, father of Tſmact Sophy of Perſia 1495. 
which Tet was a molt victorious King,and diſcended lineally from 
Muſs Cereſin, the twelfth tonne of Huſſanor Ofſarn, lonne of Mortis 
Haly who married Fatima fole Daughter and Heire of Mahomret the 
ereat Impoſture. I/mael had Tamas, father of Iſmael, farher of Ayder- 
Mirza, father of Mahoyzet cald the blind , father of 4652s , grand- 
farher of Shaw Soph now reigning Am: 163 I. which Genealogy thall 
in this Bookeelſe-where at large be decyphered. 
Ir remaynes now to _ of the habit and diſpoſition of the 


Perſtans. It is therefore firſt, to be noted that though the Txrkes be 


not comparable to the 'P-xſiaz for magnanimity and noblenefſe of 
mind. yet arc the Perſzan from the Duke vnro the Peaſant ſlaues vn- 
to the King, who is Supreme in and ouer all. 

Thats rhe reaſon, having ſo much good marble , they build with 
vnburar clay, hecauſe rheir lands and houſes be nor hereditary. The 
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{ing by a forced will. becomming Lord and heire to all. both Maio- 
mer ans, Tees and Chriſtians living vader his proteCttion (merchants 
-xcepred our of Ewrope.) "© 

They are valiant. proper for the moſt part,Oliue-coloured.mirrh- 
+11]] and venerious. 

They haue no heire on head nor chin, on the vpper-lip they haue 
i: very long and turned down-wards. Some reſerue a Jocke vpon the 
tp of the head ,, as a certaine nore that Mahorpet at Doomes Day, 
w1ill dittingutſh chem from Chriſtians , and by ir lift them vp ro Pa- 
radize : their eyes are generally blacke (the Georgians grey) their 
nofes high as be their fore-heads. 

Abour their heads they winde great roules of Calico. ſome of 
filke and gold , fomewhar higher and nor ſo bungy as the Turkiſh 
1ulipants. A little faſh of gold or fringe hangs downe behind , as 
doe our SKartes, which ornament , they lately borrowed from rhe 
Arabian. | 

Bands arenot amongſt rhem , they are fignes of peace and quicr, 
che King weares the contrary fide of his Tulipant forwards,which is 
all che difference in habir, twixt him and orhers. 

In TriumphsT haue fcene them wreath long chaines of Pearles 
2nd Rubies about their Turbanrs, of great value and beautrie. 

Their our Garment or Veſt is commonly of Callico quilted with 
Corton, ſome wearethem of parti-colourcd ſiIkes, ſome of Sattin 
and ſome of rich gold or filuer Chamlers, and other of cloth ofgold 
and Tinſelled : they affed& yarictie of colours as Emblemes of diucr« 
fitic of Ioyes and pleaſure. Blacke iz not knowne among them,rthey 
ſay ris diſmall and a figne of hell and forrow : their ſlecues are ſtrait 
and long (therein difterent from the Txrkgs who haue them wide 
and ſhorr)the coat reaches to their calnes and beares round,by being 
ingirred with a towell of f1lke and gold eight or nine yards long: vn- 
der this garment they weare a {mocke couloured like our Scottiſh 
plad.and in Jengthagreeing to our demi-ſhirts:their breeches are like 
[riſh rroozes , hoſe and ſtockings fowed together, and ſometimes 
they reach bur to rhe ancles, two or three inches naked to their 
ſhooes which haue no Jarchers, are of good leather. and whar colour 
you will (blacke excepred) they are vſually ſharpe atthe toe, and 
turning ypwards, the heeles ſhod with thin Iron.and end with ſma!] 
- nailes in {cemely order. Some againe (eſpecially ſuch as cravel] 

much) haue ſhort coats or calzoons of cloth wirhour fleeues , lincd 
with Furres of Perſian Sheepe , Sables , Foxes, Muſhwhormaes or 
Squirrt!s,and can ſuffer ihort wide ſtockings of Englith cloth or Ker- 
nes, the heeles faced with coloured leather which too when they 
cide rhey make vie of, their Boors are well ſewed.., but 1il cur, fave 
thattheir widenefle bears off rke ſhowres They vie no Glowiesnor 
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Rings of Gold, ſome paint their hands with an herhe or juice, which 
colours and keepes coole the hands. They commonly haue their 
pailes parti=coloured, Vermillion and white, they vle tifuer Rings 
and Seales, the firſt ſer with an Aggat, the other with Arabigque let. 
rers, not one noble Warriour of athouſand among them , knowing 
howto write. 

They neuer goe withour their Shamſheers or Swords , which are 
crooked like a Creſcent (andis their Armes) of ſo good mercle thar 


% 


they preferre them afore any other, and ſo ſharpe asany Raſour, nor 
will they buy one, vnlcſſe they can cutan Afinego afunder ar one 
ſtroke, the hilrs are wichour ward, muſt haue them of ſteele,ſome oi 
Gold, the poorc of wood, the ſcabberds well made and fit ; which 
in ſolemniries are ſer with ſtones of value. 

They neuer ride without Bowes and Arrowes , the Quiner anc 
Caſe, wrought and cutingeniouſly , the Bowes are ſhort and ben- 
ded, not vnlike a Crofſebow , which though not comparable rorhe 
Gun (an inſtrumentthey now make practice of ) yetthey haue been 
famous for their Archery. Such made Craſſus , going to encounter 
them cryed our hee feared Sagittarius and not Scorpio) when an A- 
ſtronomer told himir preſagetdanger reſpecting So/.and according- 
ly he loſt both life and victory. 

Norare they now-reputed of, except they can cleave an Orenge 
which hangs in a ſtring, a»thwarr the Hippodrome , and when palit 
the marke, with an other ready Arrow , can ſtrike rhe reſt looking 
backwards, which he eaſily accompliſhes , riding ſo ſhort in his ſtir- 
TOPS. | 

This is enough for deſcription of the men, their forme and habit- 

The women as vnſeene may paſſe vnſpoken of , what may be ex- 
pected I ſhall publiſh ir. 

Their ſtarure is meane bur ſtraight and comely, and incline rathe; 
to corpulency then leannefſſe, their haire blacke and curling , chcu 
fore-heads high and pure, eyes Diamond-like , hauing blacke luſtre, 
their noſes high, mouthesrather large then ſparing , thicke lips and 
cheekes far, round and painted , ſo that withour errour, their com- 
plexions cannor be deciphered:rhoſe thar come inafſembliesarebeſt 
repured of, rhough by profciiion Whores , they are rich habilimen- 
ted, their heads rounded with a golden caule : their cheekes tinftu- 
red with Vermillion, their noſes and eares hung with Iewels of price 
and bigneſle, and abour rheir faces(ried ro the chin) a rope of orient 
pearle of exceeding value, if nor counterfeit : their hands are pain- 
eed with flowres or poſtes, as be their feet and legs. both which are 
denudared in their dances. which elaborately they performe with 
bels and anriques : their habir or gowne is to their mid-legs, ſome of 
Sattin, ſome of 1 iſſued-ſtuffes . of rich imbrodery in gold or filaer. 
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theſe looke wantonly, drirke ftrongly , laugh extremely and couct 


reallymens monies, efteeme, repuration and honeſties. 

The other women belonging to Serag/ioes or Haramms , line dil- 
contenred, Eight or ten Juſtfull v-omen, by the law ſabie&ted ro one 
(and he perhaps an impotent man) their only liberrie is ro haunt the 
Gardens, which being ſpacious, recciue many , where they parly at 
pleaſure, but nor free froni Eunuchs their jealous Argoes,whole fole 
care, is from out ofthe womens lauiſh abundant ralke, ro ſcrew out 
ſome thing may be gratefull for the King,touching the Nobles (ano- 
romized by theſe women) by which many great ones come to vn= 
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Other women when they goe abroad, wrap themſcluesin a laroc 
receiuing ſheer, which tyed ro the head reaches to her feere, ope+ 
ning only to the eyes a very little to beger paſſage.rhey paſſe and re- 

fſe vaknowne and vnreſpected : nothing lefſe among them ther, 
praiſe of beautie , becauſe nothing fo familiar with them os cruc1! 
lealouſie. 

Their houſes (to ſpeake generally) within are poore and ſordid 
a Carpet, a Pan, and a Platter, epiromizes all their Furniture, | 

The berrer ſort ſſeepe vpon Cots, or Beds two foot high, marred 
or done with girth-web : on which a Shagg or Yopangee which ri- 
ding ſcruesas an V mbrella againtt caine , and ſleeping for a bed and 
COUermure. 

Thoſe that haue flaues during (or rather to beger ) reſt , receine 
breath and coolnefle from theirfanning them , who alſo driue away 
thoſe bold Muſcheroes or Gnats which roo rurbulently ſting and 
buzze about them. Their dier is ſoone dreſt, foone eaten, ſoone di- 
geſted and ſoone deſcribed, 

The berter ſort ſir ypon Carpets croſſe-legged , and feed ſoundly 
vpon Pelo, Chiſhmee-pelo, Sheere-pelo, Chelo and the like, thar is. 
Rice boiled with Butrer, with Mutton, with Hens, with Almonds. 
or with Rice without Burtrer : they vſe no ſpoones, for hands are an- 
cienter: ſome colour their Pelo blacke, ſome yellow. ſome whire. 
and twenty other wayes, which though all bur Rice, are counted 
fo many leuerall diſhes, Burt thongh the mear be particoloured, or 

arty named. Yer the ground and meareis Pelo and no other, They 
vie Sallads Acharrsand roſted Egges, all which are of ſundry co- 
lours tinctured, fad and hard that they may ſtay the longer in their 
bellies, and ſtrengthen hear and moyſtnee in their ſtomackes. They 
drinke cold water our of a Hufſhnee or Pitcher , but they want no 
wine nor appetites to drinke ir, a ſure ſigne Becch#s once conquered 
them, and rules no lefſc then their Alcoran : at meales they arc mer- 
ry and no way offenfine (if no women ſir among rhem , who our of 
wantonneſſe oner-load their mouthes with Pelo or other mear. and 
by a ſudden laughter exoncrate their chaps, and throw the ouerplus 
intothe diſh whence feſt they had ir, which was to vs{trange and of- 
fenſiue) they will be drunke, bur it is voluntary, no man compels ir. 
Nor is it admirable or loſle of credit with them,rhey are ſo quier and 
free from cenſure,&rhough wirh vs drink irricares quarrels and com- 
pariſons, yethere they neuer differ; the law is {o {cuere, the a&t {0 
ſtrange, and the vnity of Mufſulmen (or true belecuers) ſo ioynrt and 
efhcarious : nor is this want of fpirit in them, bur order and confor- 
mity. No Narion in the Vninerſc has berrer nor more daring ſpirirs 
in fight or exerciſe, then Perſ72 has. 


They are very facerious in diſcourſe, they are not very inquiſitiue 
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about forrcigne allaires, they are content with home occurrents,and 
affe&t more ſenſuall delipht> tor their luittull bodies, then by vncer- 
taine ſtories ro perplexe their mindes. When {o ere they receiue a 
mandate from the King or Nobles, they kifſe it in diners placesand 
then vic ir. They tweare very vlually, andrhoſe Oarhes arc, by Sex- 
rey Mortis Ally, the head of Mortis Ally, by Shawambaſher or Serreg- 
ſhaw by the Kings head,as by purrting one tinger vpon theireye. And 
then (if you pleaſe) you may beleeue rhem. 

The poore ear Rice ſometimes, but moſt commonly Roots, Me 
lons, Fruits, Garlicke, Opium, Honey, and Fraize like to our Thlum- 
mery. Theſe are ſeldome drunke, bur the caulc is preuaſent, they 
cannot get it. They haue Arack or Vſquebagh, diſtilled from Dates 
or Rice. both which are Epidemick in their mirth and Feſtiuals. 


The ſheepe are ſweete , and farteſt in the taile, whoſe weight ofe 


ponderizes twenty pound,and many times their whole body.Cheeſe 
+114 Burter is among them, bur ſuch as ſquemiſh Engliſh tomacks wil 
Aſdainear : Dares preſerued in firrup mixt with Butrer-milke, is 
precious dicr : the Spoones to eat with are halfe a yard in lengrh,and 
1ske 2 contented rmouthro entertaine their bigneſle. 

They hare Swines fleſh, V cale,Beefe, Hares and Buffoles, Mahoxwer 
ſorbad ir them. and they obſerae ir. | | | 

Bur Camell, Goat, Sheepe, Hens, Egges, and Pheaſants are tole- 
rarcd : rhey are no great Roſt-mear-men. Bur it may be Ignorance 
more then difliking has made ir of fome wonder there : In ſome 
Buzzars rhey have Camell or Mutton cur in mammocks or fall 
birs put vpon ſcuers and carbonaded or roſtedin rhe fire.of this the 
ſe!} rhree or foure ſpirs for rwopence , ſome pradtize the art of ba- 
king, andto proue it, puta whole Lambe inro an Onen, withour 
paſte or better cookery, when tisthroughly roſted , though blacke, 
they eat it and fay it taſterh daintily. The truth is, they are all Mar- 
tialiſts and arenot daintie. 

They vle anotherpotion, faire water, juice of Lemmons. Sugar: 
and Roſes,which Sherbets are vicd more commonly in 19477. 

Twixt meales (which are three aday ar eight, twelue, and fourc ) 
they meer often in houſes, like our Tauernes. Where is vendible 
Wine, Arack, Sherber, Tobacco ſuckr through water by long canes 
or pipes.ifſuing from a koule or round veſlell : they fpir but eldome 
(rhe 7ewes leflc) and rhar liquour which moſt delights rhem.,is Coffa 
or Coho.a drinke brewed our of the Stygian Lake.blacke.thicke and 
bitrer; diſtrained from Berries of tharqualiry, though thought good 
and very whollome, chey fay ir expels melancholy, purges choler, 
begers mirth. and an excellent concoction. 

Opinzz (of which Nogdibeg tooke ſo much as poyſoned him) is of 


great vie and vertue wirh them raken moderately, they arc alwayes 
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chawing it, tis good againſt vapours, cowardize and the falling ſic k- 
nefſe : it makes them ſtrong and long in Vers exercites , the foot- 
men vle it too as apreſeruer of ftrength , and which is ftrangett, {© 
giddics them, that in a conſtant dreame or dizzineſſe , rhey run flee- 

ing not knowing whom they mcer,and yer miſle not theirinrended 
places: and by irs power-protraQ their traucll , ro deceiue their bo- 
dy of feafonable reſt of lodgings. 

Their Coines are Mammeodees, which value cight pence, I arrees 
faſhioned like point-aglets, and are worth ren pence, Shares foure 
pence, and Biſtees rwo pence : &c, they haue ſundry Coines of gold, 
as Sultanees, &c. bur I ſaw very few of them. The Coz-begs or {mal] 
Copper money is engraven-with the Emperours Coat Armour, a 
Lion paſlanr, gardanr, the Sunne Orient vpon his backe. 

The men account ir a grear ſhanje to vrine ſtanding”, and becauſe 
they hate pollution they after it waſh themſclues., for which end 
their {Jaues are cuer artei:ding rhem with Ewres of filuer filled with 
warer. They cannot endure it in themfelues, nor to ſee others wal- 
king, ſo that when they goe bur to the next doore they doe it ri- 
ding, T heir Horſcs are of Arabia breed, (mail, (wift and fiery,they 
haue round curting bitrs, their bridles long and platted with gold, as 
are their ſaddle-pomels and ſtirrops for the hetrer fort, their ſaddles 
of Veluer, ſome like the Morocks, others hard, ſmall and cloſe,which 
they borrow from rae Tartar. 

The Horles feed viually of Barley and chopt-ſtraw put into a bag, 
and faſtned abour their heads, which implyes their manger : chey are 
ftritly ried to proportion of prouaat, any fſurpluſage brings dearh 
or diſeaſes. Their mules are of great price and vertue, chiefly where 
the journcy is ouer Sands, Deſarts, or craggie Mountaines, They 
ſerue berrer for patience and ſure footing then rhe Horſes , bur in 
Warres they are for baggage, wanting courage for more honourable 
employment : the women of note trauell vpon Coozelbath-camels, 
each Camell loaded with rwo cages (or Cajxaes as they call them) 
which hang on either ſide the beaſtframed of foure. ſmall woodden 
Pillars, boarded to fir vpon, butſo low that they affoord nor {tand- 
ing.and are couered with Crimſon Veluer or Kerſies. I hey are guar- 
ded by Eunuches weaponed with Bow and Arrowes, and threaten 
death to any bold oppoſer or ſuch dare come within ſhor of their 
mercileſſe ſhafrs, with which they are loaden as they trauell : ſo thar 
the belt and braueſt company. knowing rhe cuſtome of thoſe Coun- 
cries and the Ennuchs icaloufies, give them larger and contented 
paſſages. 

I mighr here content my felfe with this deſcriprion, didnot ſome 
expe a lirtle of their Religion : which being ſo oft and fo well re- 


tated by others , may warrant me to paſſe in {iteace , for which,

Mahomet wasby birth an Arabia , his father Abdar a Saracen (or 
rather of diſcent from 1/zzael ſonne of Hagar, and ſo a Hagares)Em- 
4, his mother a Jew : from which rwo hee {uckr the knowledge of 
both religions, ro whom was added Sergius a Sabellizy Hererique, 
that denied the Trinitie, from him hee receined Bapriſme . thou 
formely circumciſed. And from theſe three he deduced his Al- 
COran, | 
This was about the yeare after our bleſſed Sauiours Incarnation 
5 9 7- at that time Heraclizs the Emperour and Choſroes King of 
Perſia, contending for Soueraignrtie,againſt both whom Mahorret ſet 
'imſelfe with a troope of Tartars and Arabians, rowhom he deſcy- 
phered the Rowan bondage , and theugh they ſeemed willingto 
reiet rhem, yer ſcorned they fo vaworthy a Commander.to effe& ir 
by.being bur Jately from his prentiſhip, which Mahomret ſalued by his 
ingenuitie ., telling them of the manners of the Romaps in their in- 


 fancie, and that though his knowledge and fame in Bartailes were 


not much, yet aflured them, he knew it by reueclation, himſelfe was 
borne to aCtuate no ſmall matters. 

The people both admire him & beleeue him,ſothatby his own wit 
& rheir valour he became victorious inſeuen great & wel-fought bar- 
railes,and deſiring roeternire his fame,ina more continuing way, per- 
cciuing moſt part of his Followers, Heathens and profane wrerches. 
divulged himſelfe robe a mightic Propher ordained before 444%: 
fall ro come into the World to corre the Law of Moſes and the 
Prophets, and preferres himſelfe before Chriſt, ſo much as hee Pre- 
ceded Moſes, both whom notwithſtanding he eftcemes of, and tole- 
cates them to helpe himar Doomeſday toiudge the World. 

This aduantage rhe Deuill gaue him, to ſhew his people how de- 
aided and cruell the Chriſtians were, Atthar time. Boziface the third 
obrayning by grant of vſarping Phocas the bloudic Emperour, ouer 
che three other Parriarchs and whole Church of Chriſt , the Title 
of Vninerſall Biſhop : though bur little before , Gregory his Pre- 
{{cceſlour. branded him for Chrifts enemy that went about ir, in thar 

three- 
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threeſcore and fixe Biſhops formerly in thar Sea from Lynws , ſeuen 
yeares after Chritt ro this Boniface neuer intended it : and whereby 
Tobs Patriarch of Conſtantinople gaue it ouer becauſe vniuſt , and no 
way agreeing with humility. 

And that Mehomet might not want his lying Miracles, he perſwa- 
ded them, he had daily inſtructions from the holy Ghoſt, which he 
ſhewed them to be the Doue, accuſtomed when ſhee was hungry,ro 
feed in his care, and thar his grouecling and foming ( adifecaſe much 
troubling him) was cauſed by the exceeding glory, the Angell Ga- 

 briel brought with him, who hee pretended rold him all thatis com» 
priſed in the Alcoran, 

Though ſome, finding his ſubrtletie gaue no credit to him, yer he 
wonne the hearrs of moſt of thoſe Idolatrous Pagans , then abour 
him, and in time, by money and force ſubieed the reſt, ſorhar hee 
begun to broach his Traditions, which after by Ozmez his Succeſſor, gs 
were compiled rogether and cald an Alcoran , writin the Arabiar 
Tongue conſfifting of eight Points or Commandemenrs, and in 
Verſe, ro which he added Miracles, Viſions . Fables, and the like : 
many of which are nor authenricall amongſt the Perſians:

ar Prince and Emperour of Perſia - Siet Guynet, I {ay perſwades the 
Perſians that Abwhecher, Omar and OZwman , the three immediate Ca- 
liphs or Succeſſours to Mahomet, were Villanes and Impoſtures, that 
moſt vniuſtly they oppoſed Mortis Haly , Mahomets fonne in Law, 
and heire by Legacie, Which till chey were all dead, he could neuer 
enter into: and that Oſpar whocompiled the Alcoran out of Ma- 
bomets looſe paper, had put in new inuentions of his owne, that hee 
had pur our ſome and added other ſtories ar his pleafure,thar in com- 
pariſon of Haly, they were Knauesand Impoſtures, and though the 
Twrkes pray to them , maguifie them aboue Haly, and thinke them 
holy. Yer letall crue Perſians rhinke orherwile of them, as enemies 
ro Mahomet , and all good men-, and that all their Diſciples were 
Toades, the of-{cum of the earth & vile Apoſtares,andſo framed this 
Prayer,Curſed be Abubecher, Omer a#4 Ozman, and God be gracious 
zo Haly, and well pleaſed with him , and all true Perſians. Which 
Prayer and opinion they haue ſince maintained ſtifly , and (in ſome 
ſort not only to make him excel] rhe three great Turkiſh Prophets, 
bur euen to equallize che great Mahomet himſelf)asthe whole rabble 
of them el{e-where ſay ro- Mahomet, lala ylala, Mahomet refullula. 

The Perſian new compoſer $7et retorrs the like eccho to Mortzs 
Hal, and ſince ſome others to 12-222! $iets Grand-chile in this ſort, 
. lala y-lala Mortis Aly Velfilalo. For which the Tarkes hate them like 
Dogges. and call them Rafad? and Caffarrs , or Schiſmaticks , and 
them(elues Sornnj, and Muſſulmer, which is trnly faithfull . 

This aforeſaid 4/Jhad by Fatima his Wife , Daughter of Mahomet 
two {onnes Hxſſar and Ofſan , Halz after his victory againſt Mauz 
Lord of Damaſeo loſt his life by M#aviazs , who ſucceeded him in 
the Sea at Mecha, and to eſtabliſh his Title, flue 0/2» and elanen of 
his ſonnes, all whom with Haz, were buriedat Maſſad-Hali-Telnab 
neere Cafe, rwo dayes journey from Babiloy : where the Kings of 
Perſia dilcending from him, oftentimes were cnthronized and kepr 
their Coronation Ceremonies, 

The rwelfch ſonne of 0fſaz, Huſſar , or Hocem eſcapt ſlaughter, 
his name was M#ſa, or rather Mirza Cheriſm, ox Prince Cherſwn , by 
ſome called Mehumed Mahadin, who had ifſue, and from whom this 
Stet, Guned or Inned, Grandfarher of Iſmael did diſcend , and from 
him the now ruling King of Perſia.

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The Perſians themſelues contrat their Alcoran into a lefſer Vo- 
{nme then doe the Arabians, reieftingmoſt of thoſe Commentaries 
or Gloſſes made by 0z-arand Thnyt, and content themſelues with 
Gunetsreformartions.preterring the ImamianSeit which is their own 
fiom Hel, beforethe Melchian, Anefian, Benefian, or Xefayans broa- 
ched by Abzbecher, Omar, and 0zman, and'from which foure are 
ſorung aboue ſeventy ſeuerall ſorts of Religious Orders,as Morabits, 
#btals , Derniſſes, Papaſſi, Rafadi, Cobtini, &c. 

Their greateſt Doftour of Anriquitie is Elheſin-Ibnu-Abithaſer , 
borne at Balſora in the Perſian Gulph , hee taught the Perſian and 4. 
rbs cighty yeares after Mahomets death , and by his fluent language 
aud auſtere life got no ſmall reputation with thoſe pur-blind Nari- 
ons, yet could his Diſtiplesneuer preuaile with himrto regiſter his 
dodrine, fo that leauing all zo their memories, ſo ſoone as hee was 
buried, they grew among themſelues ro an immediate difference, 
which could not be reconciled till a hundred yeares after a Bab;/pnj- 
21: Siet, cald Elharu-Thau-Eſed , imployed his vemoſt wits, not on- 
ly to agree bur erernize the fore-named Elheſiws Paragraphs. How- 
beir che Mahomet an Doftours of other parts bended themſclues a- 
gainſt this late Opinioniſt, and by a common vore condemned them 
all as Heretiques and Villainesto the Alcoran, fo that abour ninetie 
yeares after by their inſtigations, Me/ick-ſhaw the Twrkes Anteceſſor 
came againſt them, and yrrterly confounded them , men,Bookes and 
all other monuments of rheir reformation. 

Howbeit a while after they got breath , and ſcrewed into their 
good fauour and opinion King Caze//, Nephew to their great enemy 
King Meleck,, and by requeſt and valour of their noble friend Ny- 
dam-Emutl, they got the digniry of their former I reatiſes and points 
of Religion reſtored againe , ſo that Elgazzx/i a man of no meane 
fame and ingenuitie was imployed by them, not only ro apologuize 
bur to diſpute ſtrongly againſttheir oppoſites, which hee did ar firſt. 
and after that moderated twixt the Cadies and his owne Reforma» 
rilts : After which generall agreement they fell into abundance pf er- 
cours and obſcene opinions, turning moſt of rheir doctrine into laſ- 
ciuious Poems and Songs of lutt and carnall pleatures, alledging for 
themfelues euen Mghomets owne Tenents for authoritie : to corrett 
which. ſtart vp aſeuere Scholler Efſebrawer Diſeranerd of Choraſan 
who rcoth and naile, cries out againft rheir filthineſſe.againſt whom 
ariſes Elfargani. and rakes vpon him rodefend his brethren,by a cha- 
citable Commentary of their diſcourſe and actions, ſo that ſome ap- 
plauded, and other-ſome exploded this buſic CabaliF. 

Ar laſt toconduce things to ſome order our of this Chaos of con- 
tuhon , their moſt learned Hiſtorian Elifarri, rooke vpon him ro 
make ſtraight theſe crooked poſtures:ſo that of ſeuenty rwoſeuerall 
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Seats of Herehes he reduced all to two, the Leſhari and Imamie, the 
firſt magnifying eulogically their Great Mahwwmed , and received by 
all his SeQtaries in Thrace, A#ipt, Greece, Paleſtine and Syria. The 0- 
ther no lefle cleuating Mortis Ally his ſonne-in-law, (who with a 
Sword of a hundred Cubirs length, cur offat one blow ren chouſand 
Chriſtians heads,andrranſected Taxrw,as I have formerly nored)and 
his worth andequalitie is recejued by allthe Perſia Empire andſome 
Indians : And this is able to giue reaſon, in the vnderſ{tanding their 
debare, and of their Alcoran. | 

This added that as we compute from our Saujonrs Natjuitie . ſo 
they begin from Maommets compiling his Alcoran , deliuered on a 
Friday, then made rheir Sabbath : that accour(rhey calNthe Hegira

You ſee all, if you view the ribs of an old Carrick, and ſome 
broken pieces of her Ordnance left their againſt the owners good 
will or approbation: Goats & Hogs are the now dwellers, who mul- 
tiply in great abundance (& though vnwillingly) affoord chemſelues 
to hungry and Sea-bearen paſlagers:Ir has ſtore of Pattrich & Gries 
Hens, all which were brought thither byrhe honeſt Portzgal/, who 
now dare neither anchor there, nor owne their labours, leſt the Fx 
{i/h or Flemmings queſtion then. 

The Ile is very euenand delightfull aboue, and giues a large pro- 
ſpe&tinro the Ocean. Tis a ſaying with the Sea-men, a man there has 
his choice, whether he will breake his heart going vp, or his necke 
comming downe, either with beſtowing more iocundity then com-+ 

fort, and here we left buried our honeſt Captaine Andrew Eran. 

After ſixe dayes commorance in Saint Hel/ez , wee ſailed thence 
North-welt, and on the ſixteenth of 0Fober , had latitude thirteene 
deprees fifry minutes , the Sunne then being in our Zenith, and in 
his progreſle into Copricorze , then whole ſtation hee neuer trauels 
farther South. - 

Three daycs after , wee were by Aſcention 7e, in ſeuen degrees 
tiftic minutes, its compaſſe is thirtie miles, and from Saint Helens 
two hundred and forty leagues, or ſenen hundred and rwentie Ezg- 
th miles. 

Onthe ſeucn andtwentieth we croſt the Aquator, where we had 
£00 many T ornathoes, and to nine degrees, had little other or bet- 
rer weather then high ſtormes, naſtie raines and lowd rhunders. On 
the eleuenth of Nowewber, were parallel to the greene Cape.and to. 
the Corgades, Tesfamouzed by Poets for their Princefle Gorgor and 
Meduza, flaine by Perſezs, that made a defenſive and offenſive ſhield 
of her head, whoſe haires being curled like to Snakes , made them 
as ſtones by admiration of ber beaury or horrour, that did behold 
them. 
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And with a benehiciall gale patt by thoſe parts of the Weſterne 
World (o lately diſcouered, and much written of, the river of Ama- 
zones, Guiana, Florida, and orher parts of Mex#co,(andinto ſome of 
which I ſithence trauelled) where I will a lirtle defraude the Rea» 
der from concjuding. with a tew lines touching the firit Diſcouerer, 
of theſe Countries.
